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INTRODUCTION. 



nnillS volume contains a .select list of monumental inscriptions relating to 
* Europeans buried in the Madras presidency. It includes all epitaphs of 
adults earlier than 1800 and such entries of later date as possess historical or 
local interest. Numerous translations from foreign languages have been added, 
and attention has been paid towards annotating the names of persons and places 
of importance. 

2. At the beginning of the last century .an attempt to form a similar collection 
was made by William Urquhart of Madras in his " Oriental Obituary," printed at 
the Journal Press in 1809- This " Impartial Compilation," as it is termed on 
the title page, was originally projected in throe volumes, but two only were 
published. An advertisement to the first number contains the announcement that 
" volume II is preparing and will be put to press so soon as paper can be procured, 
at present there being none in Madras which could possibly answer the purpose." 
It is believed that only two copies of this curious book survive, one in the library 
of the late Archbishop Goethals at Calcutta and the other in the private collection 
of Mr. Edward Wenger of the Bengal Secretariat, who has lent his copy for the 
purposes of the present work. The British Museum possesses only a copy of the 
first volume. Urquhart's precursor had been Asiaticus, whose " East Indian 
Chronologist " (1801) " from the commencement of the East India Trade by David 
and Solomon," and "Monumental Register" (1803) were printed at the Hircarrah 
Press, Calcutta, by Mr. Ha wkes worth. Many of Asiaticus* gleanings were repro- 
duced in 1815 in M. DeRozario's " Complete Monumental Register of epitaphs 
in or about Calcutta." Lastly in 1843 appeared the time-honoured "Bengal 
Obituary" of Messrs. Holmes & Co. of Cossitollah. This book was the product of 
a firm of undertakers, who traced the origin of monuments to the Deluge, " when 
the rainbow was made or selected as a standing token," and encouraged the public 
to proper idoas of sepulture by the argument of the resurrection of the body. 
Since the appearance of this work, only occasional attempts have been made 
to preserve in print the crumbling memorials of European dead in India. In 1861 
Mr. Augustus F. Bellasis of the Bombay Civil Service compiled a monograph on the 
old tombg* at Surat, and in 1877 Mr. Leopold Ludovici, Editor of the " Ceylon 
Examiner, 1 * collected the Dutch inscriptions of that island into the Lapidarium 
Zeylandicura. Little was done in Madras till Mr. LePanu in his " Salem Manual " 
(1883) set the example of registering the names of all Europeans who had found 
a last resting place in the cemeteries of his district. In 1880 facsimiles of the 
tombstones roujid St. Mary's Church, Fort St. George, were executed by the 
Survey department under the orders of the Duke of Buckingham, who was then 
Governor. This album was prepared for private circulation, and only two copies 
were left in Madras. Within the last few years a systematic recension of 
inscriptions from European graveyards throughout India has taken place at the 
instance of the Secretary of State, and lists have been published from every district 
in Madras. The present volume is a selection from those lists with additions and 
corrections. It is intended as a companion volume to the " List of Inscriptions on 
Tombs or Monuments in Bengal," edited by Mr. C. R. Wilson in 1896. 
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3. The history of old Madras is in no small measure written upon its 
tombstones. Especially interesting are the memorials of the Company's earliest 
servants. They and their families lie buried in every coast town, and often a 
ruined cemetery is all that remains of a famous factory. Their Puritan names 
such as Ordonicus and Tryphena are landmarks which bind together successive 
generations. Like the Pilgrim Fathers, who colonised America, our stout-hearted 
forbears in the Land of Regrets were all of them trueborn Englishmen of credit and 
renown. Indeed, pioneering would seem to be the peculiar province of the Anglo- 
Saxon all the world over. The Scotchman follows at a later stage in the race. 
Our original Cape Merchants, Levant Traders and East India Venturers were typical 
sons of John Bull ; men of London, Bristol, Devon, and the Home Counties. As 
we travel down tho centuries, there are associations with many names that have 
won recognition at home. A descendant of Cromwell in tho person of John Russell 
was President at Fort William in the days of Queen Anne. Another, Nicholas 
Morse, ruled as Governor in Fort St. George almost at the same time that Milton's 
grandson, Caleb Clarke, was parish clerk of St. Mary's, Madraspataui. In the 
shadow of the towers of tho High Court sleeps little David, the four-year old son of 
Elihu Yale. His father is remembered as the founder of an enlightened university 
and forgotten as the Governor of a benighted presidency. Every schoolboy knows 
that Thackeray was the son and grandson of Bengal Collectors ; but the tomb at 
Ootacamund of Sir Henry Davison, the Madras Chief Justice, to whom he dedicated 
the " Virginians," is as unremembercd as the grave of his uncle Webb Thackeray 
at Cuddapah. Another grave interesting to lovers of literature is that of Charles 
Reade's civilian brother at Calicut, laid to rest beside Collector Conolly who was 
hacked to pieces by Moplas in 1855. This presidency can also claim a brother- 
in-law of Sir Walter Scott in Charles Carpenter, a former Commercial Resident of 
Salem ; while at St. Mark's Church, Bangalore, is a tablet to the poet's son and heir, 
a Colonel of Hussars, who perished on his voyage to the ('ape, and another son 
sleeps in far-off Teheran. Trichinopoly has memories only for Heber, who, aftor 
three short years of India, died there in 1826; so that few visit its Fort Church, 
in the chancel of which reposes Rebecca Darke, a lady who has aoine claim on 
posterity as being the grand-mother of Julia, Lady Peel, wife of a Premier and 
mother of a Speaker of the House of Commons. In Madras tho tombstone of 
Hugh Boyd, a reputed Junius, has entirely disappeared. There is no trace of any 
monument on the solitary Ganjam coast to Alexander Macrabie, the devoted 
brother-in-law and adherent of Francis, an even better claimant to the authorship 
of " Woodf alVs letters. " A son-in-law of de Quincoy lies buried at Madras in the 
person of Colonel Baird Smith of I he Bengal Kngineers. Two of Addison's brothers, 
one a Governor of Madras, the other a free merchant, died at Fort St. George. 
It was the inheritance of the Governor's fortune that enabled the essayist to bring 
off his marriage with the Dowager Countess of Warwick, the " Chloe" of Holland 
House with whom he had so long been in love. A son of Charles Dickens, 
for whom a cadotship had been procured on the Bengal establishment, finds a last 
resting place in Calcutta. His godfather, Walter Savage Landor, in England paid 
the tribute of verse to Rose Aylmer, who came out to her uncle, a Judge of the 
Supreme Court at Fort William, and died there in her twenty-first year "in the 
bloom of youth and in the possession of every accomplishment that could gladden 
or embellish life." The same writer in his "lines to Theodosia Garrow," the 
kinswoman of Anthony Trollope, celebrates a near relative of British Nabobs, of 
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whom three repose in the* cemetery beside the Cooura. Madras itself is not 
without a poot. In 1S03 John Leyden, m.d., of St. Andrew's arrivod on the 
Coromandel Coast as Assistant Surgeon and ended his life at Java in 181 1, bewailed 
by Scott, and Malcolm. Another well-remembered lament \< that of Matthew 
Arnold over his brother in the Punjab Educational Service, tin? author of " Oakfield 
or Fellowship in the Hast," who died at Gibraltar, on his journey home, and 
sleeps off his sorrows there beside " Imcknow " Kavanagh. South India has as 
many classic memories in her birth places as in her death places. Those who have 
read Lawrence Sterne and remember his heroine Eliza of the Seuti ni.nl Journey, 
the pure am! sprightly Eliza with all her refined tastes and elegant accomplishments, 
will marvel to call to mind that it was in jio more magnificent city than Anjongo 
that Elizabeth Draper, n£e Sclater, was born in 174-L Nineteen years passed and 
Tranquebar, the Queen of the Coromandel Coast, gave birth to Catherine Noel 
WorlcSe, " cette rare et nonchalant e beautd indienne," destined to bewitch historical 
characters of high renown. Half a century later at Hyderabad in the Deecan was 
born Kitty Kirkpatrick, the heroine of one romance aud the offspring of another. 
Other names there are that have made history as well as literature. More than one 
mouldering monument testifies to the men of the coast army who fell lighting the 
battles of the Carnatic under Lawrence and Clivo and Dal ton and Draper. Our 
public highways are strewn with broken-down memorials to others who died on 
the march and made the roadside their resting place?. Nor were all these heroos 
Englishmen. Upon Scringapatam tombstones may be read the foreign names of 
Do Meuron's Regiment and its officers, names which have disappeared so long ago 
from the Army List that few of us know now-a-days that such a corps of Switzers 
ever formed part of our army during twenty most eventful years of India's Military 
history. Even in the paths of peace there are notabilities: the great and good 
Munro; Governors Morse, Ward, Adam, Lords Pigot and Tlobart; Bishops Corrie, 
Deal try and Caldwell; missionaries like Swartz, Ziegenbalg, Noble and the Jesuit 
Boschi ; artists of the calibre of Colonel Swain Ward, Lieutenant Payne and the 
miniaturist Casselli ; surgeons like Anderson, Harris, Griffith and Parley, worthy 
followers of the succession which began with Hamilton, Boughton and Holwell and 
has produced in our own day warriors such as Brydon and writers such as Busteed ; 
General Carnac, Clive's colleague at Plassey, whose wife's portrait by Reynolds adorns 
the Tate Gallery; the DeMorgans, father and son; Uinny, Parry and DoMonte, 
founders of the three great merchant houses of Madras; tho Palmers and Rumbolds 
of Hyderabad, and a host of others. The Civil Sorvice is well represented by young 
Lushington, Heber's companion on his tour in Upper India; by a Roebuck, uncle of 
the Sheffield reformor; by V. W. HI lis, whoso unassisted scholarship is so warmly 
praised by Burnell, tho Prince of paneographists ; by Josiah Webbe ; by Rous Peter 
"the Pandyan" ; and by a multitude of once potent civilian names. Then was 
the Augustan age of John Ccmpany ; and among its ruling families ran some of 
the bluest blood in the three kingdoms. Englishmen of birth were indeed no rare 
exceptions in India a hundred years ago. The most noteworthy feature in the 
Allahabad graveyard was a broken column over the resting place of a FitzClarencc, 
brother of the Earl of Munster, and son of his Majesty King William the Fourth. 
An old Bengal Civil List counts no less than nine baronets and eleven younger 
sons of peers in its ranks. The annals of the Indian Civil Service have yet to be 
written: but to their chronicler the "Book of the Dead' 5 is likely to prove a 
genealogical paper of more than ordinary importance. 
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4. As the oldest European presidency, Madras is exceptionally rich in memo- 
rials of other Western nations than our own. The Portuguese entered India as 
far back as 14D8 with (as has been said) the sword in one hand and the crucifix 
in the other; but their inscriptions are very few. If wo except the epitaphs at 
Gon, San Thome and Cochin, no monuments to the contemporaries of Camoens are 
traceable. The Cochin slab, dated 1524, recently disinterred near the new Port 
office, is apparently tho oldest mrmcnto mart of this tuition in the peninsula. The 
Luz tablet is older, but it commemorates, not a death, but the foundation of a 
Church to our Lady of Light, perhaps tho Madre de Deos from whom the word 
Madras is sometimes fancifully derived. At Colombo in i 898 an even more 
ancient stone was turned up near the old breakwater, bearing the Lusitanian arms 
and the date 1501. It seems probable that in India, as in Ceylon, Portuguese 
monuments \yere destroyed wholesale by the Dutch. There is tho recorded testi- 
mony of an early Dutch writer Saar that those at Jaffna were broken into pieces 
by the sailors with sledge hammers. In tho south of the peninsula, Mylapore 
Cathedral and tho Franciscan Church at Cochin contain the best collections. For a 
long time a Cochin stono bearing the name " Vasco " was regarded as commemo- 
rating Vasco da Gama's death, which occurred there in 1524, until the slab was 
properly examined by the late Rev. A. F. Scaly of Ernakulam College. But 
although the relics of their race may be few, the influence of Portugal upon 
Southern India was very marked, and it has contributed to the speech of to-day 
words that are in hourly use from Calcutta to Peshawar. The boat call of con- 
verted fishermen on the cute de la Pcchrrle is still " Javier, Javier," though the cry 
has been less romantically interpreted as a corruption of the Hindustani c< Jahiye, 
Jahiye." At one time Portuguese threatened to become the lingua franca of the 
Malabar and Coromandel Coasts, and as late ?*s 177G wo find the epitaph of Danish 
Maderup at Tranquebar composed in that tongue. This circumstance takes us back 
to a period when Tranquebar Missionaries preached in a periwig in Portuguese, 
and read from their prayer books an " ora^ao por a illustrissima Companhia da India 
Oriental." Tho altar text in their little church is written in Portuguese and the 
next village on the road to Karikal is called " la grande Aldee," aldoa being 
Portuguese for village. A favourite Quietorium of the "naturals de Madras- 
tapatam n was at St. Thomas 3 Mount, where it is recorded that ono lady wished to 
be buried on the steps leading to the summit, because there the devout passer-by- 
might read her epitaph and in his charity pray for the peace of her soul. 

5. Mention of the Mount leads on to mention of the Madras Armenians, whose 
earliest inscriptions are found there. These merchants from Persia are a practi- 
cally extinct colony now-a-days ; but their little cemeteries are a witness that they 
once had a share in the commerce of the settlement. They settled permanently at 
Madras in the year 1666, and from 1688 are found in the service of the Company, 
who, for reasons of economy, had issued orders that, instead of multiplying Kuropeaji 
agents in India, Asiatics should be employed. In Madras the most notable 
" Armeniorum f'autor" is Coja Petrus Uscan, the builder of the Marmalong bridge 
in 172*5, whose documents regarding the Uscan charity are still to be seen in 
the Saidapet Collector's office. He lies interred at Vepery and the superlatives 
on his epitaph testify to his numerous virtues. The church of his countryman 
in Armenian street, Black Town, was erected in 1772 on t>he site of an old burial 
ground and replaced a demolished place of worship on the Esplanade which dated 
back to some sixty years earlier. Several of its pavement graves, such as the family 
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vault of Sliameer Sultan, arc very remarkable. Ono slab within its recess bears 
the name of the Rev. Arratoon Shutnavon, " by the grace of God a priest from 
Shiraz" and printer of the first known Armeuiaii journal. In Fort St. George, at 
Masulipatam and Xegapatam, are other slabs with metrical verses in Latin and the 
vernacular. The Armenians have ever been a purely commercial people in this 
country. They built no cities and carved out for themselves no empire ; but to 
England they have rendered services which deserve remembrance and are fitly 
chronicled in Mr. Mesrovb J. Seth's " History of the Armenians in India." Their 
most remarkable tombstone is set not in the East, but at St. Denis in the West. 
" Gy gist lo tres noble et tres excellent Prince Lyon do Lusignan, quint roy latin 
du royaumo d'Armenie qui rondit Tamo a Diou a Paris lo xxix jour do Novembre 
Pan de grace m 000x111." 

6. Of all the European powers that held sway in India, none more genuinely 
felt and observed the cullv da morlx than the Dutch. T11 his famous essay on 
the Tombs in Westminster Abbey (Spectator, No. 26), Addison has remarked on 
this characteristic : and Pepys' Diary contains a similar comment. Their regal 
mausoleums at Surat long ago attracted the attention of travellers like Dr. John 
Fryer (1682) and Ovingtou (1689) ; the latter of whom mentions a custom maiu-r 
tained by Dutchmen in his day of celebrating convivial feasts over the tomb of 
a toper of facetious memory whore, " remembering 1 their departed companion, they 
sometimes forgot themselves." Of their disused cemeteries in South India, the 
Pulicat graveyard, which has a well-preserved lychgate of 16.~)(j flanked by two 
standing stone skeletons, is the most remarkable. Over one of it* oldest graves 
may be seen inscribed the letters V.O.C. (Vereenigde Oostoudischo Compagnio), the 
familiar monogram of the Netherlands United East India Company. On another 
slab is a pictorial representation of the Fort of Oastol Greldria, which Mr. liea has 
reproduced in his volume of facsimiles. The Dutch stories here and elsewhere 
were elaborately carved by matselaars or masons, who graduated in their profession 
before coming out to Tndia, and handed down much of their skill to Hindoo 
craftsmen. The only Europoau relic at Cape Coinoriu is an imposing granite 
block to the perpetual honour of a faithful Dutch factor. At Porto Novo the 
bas-relief over the grave of Matthys Pfoiffor's wife gives a perfect picture of an 
eighteenth century piper playing ou a recorder and dressed in a long-flapped coat 
with old fashioned stockings and shoes and armed with a rapier. Further north at 
Bunder is the figure of a bygone mynheer wearing a three-cornered hat of the 
kind in which Gulliver is usually representee!, and closely resembling the famous 
European head in one of the upper niches of the Tanjore temple. In Wolfe n- 
dahPs Church at Colombo are the state tombs of deceased Governors of that island, 
ornamented with heraldic emblems of the highest degree of excellence. Pieces of 
quaintly sounding rhyme are often added; and the structures themselves are more 
than emblematic of the words of the sculptors that they will enduiv to the 
"laaste opstaanding." 

7. After Dutch settlements it is proper to speak of French; for the two 
nations lived close together. No trace can now be found of any tombs to the 
pioneers of French enterprise in India, though a broken Tamil tablet in the 
precinct of St. Mary's, Madras, records the name of a native Christian, founder 
of the Poudichdry Company. Several of the English gravestones brought from 
the esplanade burial ground bear marks of the English cannon balls which helped 
to keep Lally out of Fort St. George in 1758. But the only extant memorial to 
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a Frenchman of that period is Bussy's little known grave opposite Pondichery 
Cathedral. Of the captains courageous who later sought service in the armies of 
native princes, many died in India. Charles Babel, dit Zephyr, general to the 
forces of Basalat Jung, was buried at Guntoor in 1770 and has these letters 
commendatory over his headstone : " Cheri do Fortune et favori de Mars, La Victoire 
suivit partout ses etendards ; D'llercule il egala les travaux et la gloire, Mais une 
mort trop cruolle a trompe notro ospoir." A still more famous soldier of fortune 
is Raymond, the eponymous hero of the Nizam's Myseram (Monsieur Raymond) 
Regiment. He sleeps on a lonely eminence outside Hyderabad where the anniver- 
sary of his death is still celebrated by Mahomedans. Further south at Udayagiri 
is the family vault of Eustache De Launoy, who drilled the defenders of the lines of 
Travancorc and may well ha ve been a relation of the Governor of the Bastille. Even 
Ramnad, at the very end of the peninsula, possesses the grave of Manuel Martinz, a 
condottiere like de Boigne from Savoy, whoso kindly eccentricities in his old age are 
amusingly recorded in the military reminiscences of Colonel Welsh. And here and 
there, as at Tummeracode in the I'alnnd, are the scattered sepulchres of adventurers 
who have left no other memorials of themselves than that thoy died there. 

8. Cemeteries to-day are the only witness that there ever was a Danish East 
India Company. Tranrpiebar has become even more of a city of the dead than 
Serampore in Bengal ; and is famous solely for 'its missionaries. No less than seven- 
teen of these Halle magisters lie buried in its graveyards, and pious hands annually 
repaint the letters on their tombs. There rests Ziegenbalg, the father of Protestant 
missions in India, who died in harness at the early age of 85. There Swartz began 
the career which ended at Tanjoro in 1798. There it was that Bottler, Gcrieke 
and Kiernander laid the foundations of their reputation. In latter days, the seniors 
of the mission turned their attention to scientific research, and this brought 
them wide celebrity even in Europe. An even more eminent name than theirs in 
science is that of the Frenchman Jacquemont, who was cut offlike Csoma de Koriis 
in the land of his sojourning. The French Academy conveyed home his remains in 
1881, thus exemplifying' the motto over Claude Lorraine's tomb in the Church of 
Triuita dei Monti at Homo; "La nation fran<;aise n'oublie pas ses eufants celcbres, 
mfmequandils sont morts a 1'etranger." At Tranquebar two celebrated laymen 
found their last home: CoJonel Miihldorf, from whose veins the blood-royal of 
Denmark has ilowed into several Madrassi families ; and Sundt, whose sister 
became the wife of Bliichor's brother. 

9. The Hebrew cemetery in Mint street and the Beth-haim of the white Jews 
at Cochin preserve the epitaphs of another interesting community. America, which 
gave to India Ochterlony and Alexander Gardner, who lived for many years as 
a fighting Afghan chief, is represented in southern districts by a Bellary cotton- 
planter and a commandant of Ganjam pensioners; Italy, the mother-country of 
Avitabile, Ventura and the Filoses, by Constantine Beschi and Kicolao Manucci, 
though the lattcr's gravestone at San Thome is wanting ; Greece by a seventeenth 
century Sindbad whose monument has found its way to the presidency Museum 
Foreigners of every nationality occur in the old East India Company's service. In 
1761, remarks Niebuhr (father of the historian), its army possessed Polish, Swiss, 
Dutch, and German officers. Among those buried in Madras are Count de Warren 
and Baron von Kutzleben ; while the Bengal Native Infantry once contained the 
name of Captain Georges Francois Grand, afterwards a Writer and the first husband 
of the futui'e Priucesse de Talleyrand. 
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10. That "peculiar people," the Huguenots, sent no inconsiderable contribu- 
tion to the ranks of South Indian notabilities. ' The Cwnacs, Chardins, Torrianos, 
Trapauds, Mangins, Cauliers, Amsincks and DeVismes were all members of refugee 
families. Of these, the Carnacs became such a power in the count ry that according 
to a popular saying they were credited with being the origin of the name 
Carnatic. Lord Pigot had Huguenot blood in his veins through his mother 
Frances Godde, tirewoman to the Queen, who is misspelt in the Baronetages as 
Goode. Another Governor of Fort St. George, Charles Smith, was the descendant 
of a Huguenot emigrant Lefevro, who took the name of Smith (faber). 

11. The literature of the tombstone may often be turned to capital account. 
Unlike the paper of the record-room, these massive slabs, with their thick lettering, 
are practically indestructible, if they but succeed in escaping the privy paw of the 
native dhoby. For example, the Pulicat inscriptions are first hand contemporary 
authority towards the yet unwritten history of the Netherlands Company. Many 
an exact merchant inscribed his pedigree on his gravestone; and such statements 
of fact are important to genealogists. Some there are that have left more than a 
name behind them. Lawson's Bay, Vizagapatam, perpetuates the memory of a 
" country captain 99 of local renown. Robert Sloper, who rests at Tranquebar 
among the missionaries, founded Sloper street, Cuddalore, and there his wife Kitoria 
reposes. One chief of a settlement " though without the wealth of a Governor, was 
rich in tho real worth of a man." Others, like Paul Benfiold and Mr. Suodgrass 
of Rambha, tasted more literally of the fruit of the pagoda tree. At Surat the 
Latin hexameters over Christopher Oxenden (1G59), that most brotherly of brothers, 
tell us more of tho factory life of our predecessors than many pages of history. 
"Do you ask, my masters, what is your profit and loss ? You have gained sorrow, 
he has lost his life, but per contra let him write ' death to me is gain.' " Often 
the cause of Hying is described with old-fashioned quaintness. " 1793, August 
14th," records Asiaticus, " Mrs. Agatha Andrews. She xlied of pure sensibility/' 
At Guntoor a young civilian fell a sacrifice " to the incautious use of castor-oil 
nuts." At Arnee two commanding officers departed this life " most suddenly " 
by reason of duels. At Negapatam lies a fond wife " whose soul, perfect in all 
earthly ordained virtue, departed at the early call of its guardian author for its 
next assigned function in his eternal Kingdom." At another place an eminent 
lady's " smile was the beam of benevolence, her heart tho soul of sympathy, and 
the uniform complacency of her temper illumined her countenance with the 
blended ray of sensibility and virtue." Even in their epitaphs do our ancestors 
give us a taste of their quality. 

12. In the following pages, notes have been added, wherever possible, for the 
information of the reader. A number of these are by Mr. II. K. A. Cotton. 
Assistance has also been obligingly rendered by (amongst others) Rev. H. Jensen ; 
Father van de Westelaken and Mr. K. Morris, Collector of Kistna; Rov. A. M, 
Teixeira ; Mr. M. J. Seth ; and Mr. II. LeFanu. Tho late Mr. A. T. Pringle, the 
Rev. Frank Penny and Mrs. Frank Penny have kindly read the proofs and made 
many valuable suggestions. The full names of officers, whose initials alone appear 
on their tombstones, have, been traced, wherever possible, from old Army Lists. 
The index has been prepared by Mr. B. Gaudoin and Mr. Coombes. Thanks are 
due to Mr. R. Hill and Mr. T. Fisher for the careful printing of the work.

Tlie lower corner of the tombstone is worn away, and tho 
missing letters urn conjectured. It hears a coat of arms. 
A area Baker was tho first President and Governor of Fort 
St. Georgo. JTe arrived from Bantam by the Roebuck, on 
.September 1st, 1052. From tho original correspondence 
collection in tho India Office, 21574, and 2291, the Roebuck 
appears to have left "King-land at th> end of 1051, quitting tho 
Isle of Wight on Occemh r ilOth and clearing tho Land's 
End on January 1st, 1651-2. She passed tho Capo on April 
22nd. 1652, came in sight of Java on J uno 17th, and anchored 
in Bantam Boads on June 26th. Having embarked President 
Baker, she sailed again on the tflst July, and reached 
Madras on September 1st, 1652 The date is confirmed by a 
letter from Bantam to Mudras, dated February 151h, l65i>-53 
(O.C. 2284) which acknowledges the receipt of a letter from 
Fort St. George, dated September 22nd, 1052, stating tho 
safe arrival of .the Roebuck on tho 1st idem. In a subsequent 
letter from tho President and Council at Stirat to fhe 
Company, dated January 17th, 1652-5;; (O.C. L'2!*7) mention 
is made of Mrs. Baker's deaih during the voyage, but 
the date of the Roebuck* a arrival is postdat* d by one day. 
" Your ship Endeavour . . . eamo from Bantam with 
tho Roebuck, on whom went rresident Baker and his 
family to Fort St. George . . . TIjo 2nd November 
from the coast were advised of 1 he arrival of ships Roebuck 
and fionetor and that President Baker by the way from 
Bantam lost his wife, who died about ten days after thoy 
came from Bantam. They arrived at your fort the 2nd 
September/' Tho words of tho epitaph suggest that Mrs. 
Baker died after childbirth. Her husband continued in office 
until 1G59, when ho was succeeded by Thomas Chambers.

He had been Agent of Madras bofore it was raised to a Presi- 
dency under Baker in 1652. There is a document of that 
year signed " President Aaron Baker, Agent Henry Greonhill 
and William Uurnoy/' lie was one of the first settlers in 
the Kurt and built a house of his own on the river bank 
known as A gent Greonh ill's House. See Mrs. Frank Penny's 
'* History of Fort St. Goorge," from which much of the 
information in the following notes has been borrowed. 

Here lieth John Cornish who departed this life the xu day 
of March in the yeare of Our Lord God 1664. [No age 
mentioned.] 

Here lycth the body of Nathaniel Foxcroft, son of George 
Foxcroft, Agent and Governor in Fort St. George. He was 
borne into this world the 6th of September 1635 and trans- 
lated into a better to Ihe resurrection of the just, the 26th of 
•October 1670, after he had finished his pilgrimage on the 
earth 35 years, having alwaies exhibited all the honour due 
from a dear and dutifull son to his parents, and by his 
universal obliging and ingenious conversation obtained a good 
report and loft a good name with all men. A good name 
is better than a precious oyntment and the day of death then 
the day of one's birth. Eccle. 7. 1. The memory of ye just is

Georga Foxcroft was appointed Agent and Governor on the 
resignation of Sir Edward Winter, and took over charge of 
the factory in June 1665. In the following September, he 
was forcibly deposed by Winter and kept in imprisonment, 
together with his son Nathaniel, for three years. The 
Directors, on receiving news of what had occurred, sent oat 
Commissioners with a formidable armament of ships and 
instructions to blockade the Fort. But Winter yielded up 
peaceable possession. Foxcroft was releasod and reinstated 
on the 22nd August 1668. and romained in office until 1670, 
when he was relieved by Sir William Langhorne. His son, 
Nathaniel, died just as they wrre on tho point of leaving 
India together. An investigation was held into the conduct 
of Sir Edward Winter, who was exonerated but ordered 
to return home on one of the Company's ships. Winter 
died in England in 16*5 and is buried in St. Mary's Church, 
Battersea. 

[Here lieth the body of John Augeis, who departed this life, 
in the Mth year of his age, on the 9th of February Anno 
Domini 1 679-80. ] 

This is the oldest inscription preserved in Urquhart's "Oriental 
Obituary" (ISOii) of those which have since disappeared. 
They aro denoted in the i'ollowiug pages by square brackets. 

Here lyes interred the body of Joseph Hynmeks who served the 
lit. Honble English East India Company several years as 
second in council of Fort St. George, in which situation he 
departed this life on the 28th of May 1680. 
This tombstone and that of David Yalo (No. 15) are in the 
High Court compound.

Catherine, tho widow of Joseph Hynmers, married Elihu Yalo 
(Governor of Fort St. Goorgo from July 25th, JG87, to 
October 23rd, 1692), of whom it is reeorded on his tombstono 
in Wrexham churchyard (July 18th, 1721) that ho was 
"born in America, in Europe bred, In Afrie travel'd and iu 
Asia wed." By this marriage thore was ono son, who died 
an infant, and three daughters : tho oldest married 
Dudley North, of tho family which later produced tho 
famous Lord North and the present Earls of Guildford; 
tho second, Anne, married a younger son of tho first Duke 
of Devonshire ; and die youngest, Ursula, died unmarried 
in 1721 a few days after her father at the family seat of 
her sister Lady Anne Cavendish in Bucks. The lino of 
direct descendants of Elihu Yale terminated in 1829 with 
the death of his great grandson Dudley Long North, who 
had reached some distinction as a member of Parliament 
and a friend and companion of Dr. Johnson, and is therefore 
embalmed in the pages of Boh well. He was the donor to 
Yale College of Enoch Zeeinan's portrait of Governor Yale, 
painted in London 1717. 

His first wife Elizabeth died February 14th, 1 682, his second 
wife Elizabeth died August 15th, U>87, ami his son died 2nd 
September 1088, a year old. 

A fragment to the memory of the first ami second wives of 
Henry Alford. Ild married Elizabeth Mollish November 
10th, 1081 : she died a year later and in February 1683 he 
married Eliza both Lett. She died in August 1687. In 
1688 he married a third wife, Elizabeth Brercton. Alford, 
who was a company's servant, died in May 1692, and his 
widow married M.ithew Empson tho following year. Emp- 
son was in council with Thomas Pitt, Governor from July 
Hl\, 1698, to, September 18th, 1709. Pitt was succeeded by 
Gulston Addison, the brother of the essayist, who died at 
Madras in the following month. No trace of his grave 
remains, nor of. his brother's Lancelot Addison, fellow of 
Magdalen College, Oxford, who came out with a licenco to 
trade as a free merchant ami was buried in tho Fort Cemetery 
in August 1710. 

Hie jaeet Thomas Ci.arkk, filius Thomae Clarke Angli, olhn 
praofecti Anglk'ae sociefatia in civitate Mnsulipatam : obiit 
soxto die Octobris arii salutis millezimi sexcotizimi ooto- 
gezimi tortii. Bequiesoat iti pace. 
He was Portuguese interpreter to tho company. The slab is 
cracked, probably from tho effects of a cannon ball when tho 
Fort guns were turned on the cemetery against tho French. 
Another broken stone bears the date 1684 and this inscrip- 
tion : "Mouse Mayo aota'is sine lxxxiu, alter vero anno 
salutis moclxxxiv Octobris xii aetatis sura lxxxv transacts 
in hoc prmsidio ui. Ronjiiescant in pace." Clarke's widow 
married tho Venetian Nicolao Manucci, who died at San 
Thome about 1 709, aged-7-J. Manucci livod at Madras from 
1686 till his death. He had had a varied career as stow- 
away, Artillery captain to Prince Dara and physician. 

Here lies interrci ye holy of Miss Katukkink .Scarlett, 
daughter of Mr. John Scarlett, Morct. in London, who 
departed this lifo, Aprill 23, Atmo Domini 1085, being ye 
seventeeth year of hor age.

Proby ; and Anne and Thomas, the only children she boro to 
her last husband, Thomas Lucas. 

Lucas became a moniber of Council, June 9th, \ 683. At the 
proclamation of* 4 our dread sovereign King" James II, 
August 13th, 1685, "a froop was commanded and led by the 
President (Gyfrord), Mr. Thomas Lucas, Cornet, and the 
rear was brought up by Mr. Klihu Yale." Dorothy Lucaa 
was the sister of George Torriano (No. 112). She married 
first Charles Proby the heir of 8ir Peter Proby. Her son,. 
William Proby, c»mo out to Madras in the Company's servioe, 
was discharged and married Frances Gray (see No. 27). 
William Proby returned to England as heir to the Proby 
estates, taking two children with him, John and Editha. 
Editha married Sir John Osborne. John Proby became, 
M.P. for Huntingdon. He mariied Jane, daughter of John, 
first Lord Gower, and had. issuo John, who became Baron 
Carysfort of Carysfort, Uo. Wicklow. His son Joan Joshua 
was created Earl of Carysfort in 1789. 

1 Tero lieth tho body of Diana, daughter of John and Elizabeth 
Styleman, who was born tho 28th October Anno Dom. 
1684, and dyed tho 3rd March 1685/6. 

It was to John Styleman, iSocretary at the East India House, 
that Governor Pitt wrote in December 1704, " The Potation 
Government in Heugnl 'tis become the ridicule of all India, 
both Europeans and Natives." . Katherino Scarlett was this 
little child's godmother. 

Job, the son of John Haines and Mary his wife, who was born 
the 30tK of December 1685, and died [April 16th, 1687]. 

The stone is a fragment. Haines died at Fort St. David, and 
in 1712 his estate was administered for the benefit of his 
children by Bobert Heriot, his son-in-law, who had married 
Elizabeth Haines, June 29th, 1710.

The Burial Eegihter gives his name in full a.s Francis Kodrignes 
Marques, buried August 24th by E. Elliott. 

[Here lies interred the bodies of Father, Mother and Son, who all 
deceased Anno Domini 1687, viz., Samuel Wales, the son, 
died September 10 ; Mary Wales, the Mother, died September 
24 ; Samuel Wales, the Father, Merchant and late Chief of 
Madapollani, died October 3.] 

This tombstone is no longer extant. Urquhart mentions it, and 
mispolls the name Wates.

Samuel Movorellcamo out writer in 167.0 and in 1679 was third 
of council at Patna. Tho Moverolls were related to tho 
Bowridgcs and the Whites, into whose families Job Charnock's 
daughters married.

Here lyes interred ye body of Richard Browne, Esq., who 
served yo lit. flonblo Compy. many yeares Chiefe for their 
affaires in Vizagapatnam and departed this life the 26th of 
January Anno Domini 169£. 

[Hero lies interred the body of Elizabeth Gostlin, wife of 
Captain Armiger Gostlin and sister to Johu Styleman, who 
departed this life April 23rd, A.D. 1691.] 

John Styleinan was in Council in 1694. On February 28th, 1 688, 
he gave his sister in marriage lo Armiger Gostlin, who in 
1667 was commanding the Company's Ship James. There 
was a Francis Goatling, a writer, among the Black Hole 
victims. Armiger Gostlin married secondly Lucy Morrow, May 
3rd, 1692. His parents wore Simon Gostlin * and Mary 
Warner, nee Armingcr. 

Ilere lyeth interr'd the body of A^^E, wife to Francis Seaton, 
Captn. of the granadiers of yo garrison, who having brought 
into ye world a daughter named Frances did herself in 9 days 
after depart out of it, viz., on the 10 May, 1691, to the great 
regret of her surviving husband for the loss of so deserving a 
wife. With her lie also interr'd two of her children, a son and 
a daughter, viz., Elihu and Frances, who deceased 3rd May 
1691 and 7th May 1692. 
Coat of Arms with the Motto " Hazard yet Forward." Seaton 
• succeeded James Bett as Captain of tho guard in 1692. Ho 
was a turbulent character, and was suspended by Governor 
Thomas Pitt in 1704. Ho then turned against Pitt and 
started the famous story of the diamond, which led to 1 Pitt's 
recall. Elihu Vale stood godfather to Seaton's son Elihu.

Here lies interred yo body of Mr. Thomas Gray, .Tuner, who 
served yo Rt. llonblo Compv. some yearos in qnallity of one 
of ye Worpl. Councill iu this place and departed this life 
Aug. 6th Anno DomI 1G92, being tho 23 yeare of his age. 
Ho married Frances English at the Mount, July 28th, 1690, 
John Evans being tho minister, and Elihu Yale "father" 
to the biide. After his death his widow married "William 
Proby (see No. 10). 

[Here lieth interred the body of Mr. James Wheeler, Merchant 
and one of tho Councellors of this place, who departed this 
life August tho 2Hh, Anno Domini 1C>!>3, aged 37 years.] 

He was accidentally poisoned hy surgeon Samuel Brown, (No. 31) 
who handed in the following letter to President lligginson :

Please to execute, justice on me the malefactor, 
as I deservo." AVheeler's marriage to Tryphena Ord is one of 
the earliest recorded in the registers; "2M July 1681.

He married secondly Frances Russell, December 1st, 1680 ;

The Burial Register simply describes him as gunner of the place, 
by which is meant commandant of the Fort artillery, but ho 
had evidently made himself useful in other respects to the 
trco Governors mentioned in the inscription, George Morton 
Pitt (Mhv 14th, 1730, to January 23rd, 1735) and Richard 
Bonyon ('January 23rd, 1735, to January 17th, 1744). 

Hero lies the body of Axx Pj.umb, daughter of William and Ann 
Plumb who departed this life the 12th day of October 1739, 
aged 12 years. likewise the body of Henry Crawford, late 
of this place, Merchant, who dyed the 20th day of January 
1741 aged 5;> years. 

Crawford is entered in the Burial Register as a free merchant, 
lie married Ann Plumb, May 13th, 1730. 

Hero lyoth the body of Gkorge Torriano, lato of Council of 
this plaeo, who departed this life on the 16th day of May 
1741, aged 41 years.

4 'as being well skilled in both the French and Portuguese 
languages."

Anothor of the 
name, Charles, was in tho Madras Artillery in 1756 ; and 
was probably related to the Bombay officer, Captain John

Tippoo in 1783. Another Torriano, William Harcourt, 
was in the Madras Civil Service, I7G6 to 1807.

Nicholas Morse was the Governor alluded to by Ma caul ay, 
who befriended ( 1 live and gave him the. run of his library, 
thereby enabling him to acquire the only book learning he 
ever possessed. I n 1 7 UI lie surrendered Madras to LaBour- 
donnais, and was sent to Pondicherry where, according totlie 
story, he and his council were marched through the streets in 
triumphal procession. This capitulation is commemorated 
in more than one French pictorial print of the period : and 
the keys of Fort St. George wore to be seen till recently at 
Pondicliorrv. ' Morse was the great great grandson of Oliver 
Cromwell, through the Protector's daughter Bridget, who 
married Colonel Ireton. Bridget Ireton's grand daughter, 
Jane Lloyd, married a Morse and became tho mother of 
Nicholas, Daniel and three daughters. Daniel came, out to 
Fort St George in 1731, but not as a Mirvant of the Company. 
He died October Oth, 1701. Nicholas arrived in India in 171S 
and was married by Schidtzo to Jane Goddard on December 
12th, 1730. Their daughter Emilia married, Juno 1st, 1754, 
Henry Yansittart, Governor of Bengal, who was lost at sea. 
in the frigate Aurunt in I7f>0. His son Nicholas became 
tin 1 first Lord Bexlev.

Gilbert Pasley married Miss Hannah Dashwood September fith, 
1778. It was on his recommendation that Lord Pi got was 
moved from St. Thomas' Mount to Government House, 
Madras, shortly before his death in 1777. Gilbert Pasloy'a 
faster Margaret married George Malcolm, and it was to tho 
earo of thn Paslovs at Madras that her son the famous Sir 
John Maleolm was consigned when a cadet of 1<*> years old.

He was sent to the Sheriff of Mocca and to the different Beys 
in Kgypt. He had an adventurous mission and was imprisoned 
for four months, only escaping with his life and the loss of all 
his effects. He eventually reached England and returned to 
India conveying packets from the Company at homo to their 
servants in India. He intended trying the Egyptian passage 
a^ain in conjunction with Mr. Baldwin of Cairo, but death 
put an ond to his useful pioneering.

Joseph G arrow, Ksq., Senior merchant in the Service of the 
Company, in the 34th year of his age. 

He entered the service as writer in 1 779. There were three other 
Garrows in the Civil Service : Edward, 1769 to 1799 ; George, 
1794 to 1838, who died at Trichinopoly ; William, 1796 to 
1815, who died at Fort St. George on July 16th of that year, 
aged 33 years. His slab is at the baso of this monument. 
The Garrows are connected in an interesting way with the 
family o£ Anthony Trollope. His elder brother Thomas 
Adolphus, also an author, married in 1848 Theodosia, only 
daughter of Joseph Gairow (d. 1 853), who was the son of 
one of these G arrows by a high casto native lady. Mrs. 
Trollope died ai Florence in 18G5. Her literary tastes are 
celebrated by Landor in his lines "to Theodosia Garrow " ; 
and it was at the Villino Trollope that George Eliot stayed 
as a guest in 1860 and set to work upon Romola in the 
following year. 

Lieut. Robert Brown, of the 7^rd Eegt., aged 22 years. 
He died at San Thome. 

Caroline, aged 19 years, wife of Air. Joseph Gkxkkhill and 
sister of Ensign Eichard Whittall. 

She died of a consumption. Mr. Joseph Greonhill was in the 
Civil Service from 1781 to 1811 and died at Madras, June 
18th, 1811, when Paymaster to the King's Troops. In 1795 
ho was ono of tho aldcimcn of tho Mayor's Court. Another 
Miss Whittall married Benjamin Branfill, C.S. (sec Nos. 722 
and 1255). 

Sarah wife of E. Kennedy, 73rd Rcgt., aged £3 yeais. 

William Gordon, Esq., an Head Surgeon on this Establish- 
ment, aged 55 years. 

Captain Philip Sullivan, commonly callod O'Sullivan More, 
as Chief of an ancient family of that name in Ireland. Aged 
40 yeais. 

His father John whs elder eon of Philip O'Snllivan oi 
Dromcragh Co., Cork, who died in 1737. John's brother 
Benjamin w.-»s father of Sir Benjamin Sullivan (1747-1810), 
Judge of the Supreme Court (1800-1809), who married Eliza, 
daughter of Admiral Sir Digby Dent, A t. Sir Benjamin's 
brother Bichard Joseph (1 752-] 832' was in the Madras 
Civil Service (1770-1782), and created a Baronet in 1804 (see 
No*. 144 and 2079). [ 

Mrs. Sarah Isacke, obiit 5th November 1713 aged 52 years; 
her son Major William Bazett Isacke, 7th June 1801, 
aged 41 years, (who was Captain of the 2nd Battalion of 
Artillery and died at the Mount Cantonments, after a period 
of W years active service) : his daughter Margaret, aged 6 
years, 24th April i804 : Mrs. P. J. Isacke, widow of Major 
William Isacke of the Madras Artillery, aged h9 years and 6 
months, died 7th September 1854. 

[Hugh Boyd, Master Attendant of Madras, aged 48 years.] 

Hugh Boyd, the reputed Junius, was the son of Alexander 
Macauley of county Antrim and Miss Boyd of Ballycastle. 
He was a school-fellow of Grattan and a protege of* Flood.

Left nearly destitute, by the dentil of his father at an early 
age, lie chose the law as his profession and went to London, 
where ho became acquainted with Goldsmith, Garrick, 
Armstrong 1 and the celebrated Mrs. Maeauloy. Ho was 
most familiar witli Mr. Laughlin McLean, tho accredited 
agent of Mahomed Ali, Nabob of A n ot, who instructed him 
in the details of the dispute between his client and tho 
Company. Boyd then took up tho Nabob's cause in a series 
of letters that appeared in VYoodf all's *• Public Advertiser " in 
1777, mid this led to his accompanying Lord Macartney 
to Madras, as Second Secretary in 1781. Before ho loft 
England tho Junius controversy was at its height and his 
letters to Woodfall gave rise to a widely indulged opinion 
that he was Junius. Pitt stated his strong belief in it, and 
recounted an incident of their buying jointly reported an Irish 
debate where Boyd's account of Colonel Barrels speech 
remindod him in spirit, point, and sarcasm so strongly of 
Junius that he always retained the conviction that tho pifice 
prococded from no other pen. Bo\d accompanied Sir 
Edward Hughes' Expedition to Trincomalee and conducted 
a mission to the King of Kandy. On his way back from 
Ceylon ho was captured by Suflroin's Hoot and imprisoned at 
the isle of Bourbon for several months. After his liberation 
he lived for some lime at Calcutta, but was recalled to Madras 
as Master Attendant. In 17 ( J2 he started the " Madras 
Courier" and in the following year projected tho " Indian 
Observer," a series of papers on mdrals and literature, and 
founded a weekly journal " Hircarrah " (/.£., messenger) as 
a vehicle for the essays. In spite of his Master Attendant- 
ship, which brought him 200 star pagodas a month and 
the prolits of his literary work, Boyd hecamo involved 
on account of his convivial habits and want of prudence. 
In I71M he proposed to publish by subscription an account 
of his embassy to Kandy, and had actually begun tho 
work when ho was carried off by an attack of fever. His 
claims to a place in the History of English literature rost 
very much on tho assumption, maintained by Alinon and by 
Georgo Chalmers, that he was tho veritable Junius. It is 
remarkable that he never contradicted this conjecture. 
Letters reached him addressed 4 Junius Boyd, Esq.," and 
a copy of Junius superbly bound was kept upon his table, 
with its pages filled with pencil marks and references to 
living names and characters. In 1 707 ho married Miss 
Frances Morphy, and on the death of his maternal uncle 
assumed the name of Boyd. His tombstone has now dis- 
appeared ; but Urquhart devotes live pages of proso and 
verso to his memory. 

Olympia Eltzabkth Camphet.l, Captain Alexander Campbell's 
wife, of H.M.'s 74th Regiment, and sister to Sir John 
Morshead, Bart., ot Tronant Park in Cornwall. She died 
at Poonamalleo on tho anniversary of her birth aged 38 
years, leaving a husband and five young children. 

Her husband commanded the fourth division at tho battlo 
of Talavora and was created a Baronet. Ho subsequently 
became Commander-in-Chief of tho Madras Army and died, 
December Uth, 1824, aged 61 — *»/V/^ No. 315 in the List of 
Monuments at St Mary's Church, Fort St. George.^ Mrs. 
Campbell's second daughter Isabella Charlotte muni a\ tho 
celebrated Sir John Malcolm, o.o.n. Her t wo sons fell in 
battle, the eldest at Assaye and the second at the Imttleof tho 
Pyrenees. The baronetcy was extended by special patent to 
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the sou of lier daughter Olympia by Alexander Cockburn, 
Banker, of the firm of Messrs. Harington & Co., Madras 
who diod at Trincomaleo on June 8th, 1808, aged 41. An 
Olympia Cockburn died at Seringapatam, June 2nd, 1807.

He died at Conjeeveram 
by a fall from a curricle. His wife was the daughter of Sii 
William Thomas, flarL, and diod on Christmas Day, 1787— 
vide ante, No. 160. Urquhart praises his exertions in ex- 
tending the cultivation of cotton at his southern farms, where 
he employed daily no less than 1,400 persons, and quotes these 
versos from the " Madras Courier " of November 14th, 1794 : 

" Thus blades innumcrous grace the vernal store, 
Which scarce one blade —or foliage deck'd before ; 
Thus diamonds, fore'd to quit their sandy bods, 
Proclaim the path, which cultivation treads ; 
And swelling sails expand— Augusta's boast —

William Roebuck, a man of science, philanthropy and strict 
probity, who was out off in the prime of his days, aged 36, 
beloved by all to whom he was known. This tombstone is 
placed by his affectionate brother Benjamin Roebuck. 

Benjamin Roebuck, who wa« in the Civil Service, died at 
Vissagapatam, August 13th, 1809 (No. 207 1 J. He built the 
Mint at Madras and the public Docks at Coringa. Another 
brother Ebenezer died near Ellore, May 1807. The father 
of these throe brothers was Dr. John Roebuck (1718-94), a 
well-known inventor and chemist in his day. Ebenezer waa 
the father of "Tear'om" Roebuck, M.P. (1801-79), the 
well-known Sheffield reformer, who was born at Madras. 
Ebenezer Roebuck was Master Attendant at Coringa and 
his wife, tho politician's mother, was a daughter of Richard 
Tiokoll, the brother-in-law and friend of Sheridan. 
Major Robert Tubing, aged 41. He served his country and 
the Jlon'blo Company *5 years in the most distinguished 
manner, during which period he was present with the Coast 
army in every battle and siege of importance. 

lie married Mary Taylor, nee Do Morgan. Turing was Secretary 
to Government in tho Military Department. A Captain James 
Turing died at Pennagaram, Salem district, July 23rd, 1793, 
and a Mr. John Turing, a Writer, son of Sir John Turing, 
Bart.) at Yizagapatam, June 15th, 1809. Another Turing 
was severely wounded in Baillie's defeat, 1780, and was 
subsequently killed in action. 

William Sydenham, Esq., aged i9 years, Major General in 
the H.E.I.O.S. J lis worth and merits in the public stations 
of life are recorded in a monument erected to his memory by 
the officers of tho corps of Artillery at St. Thomas' Mount. 

Ho was Commandant of Artillery and has a monument at tho 
Mount. Sydenham's road in Madras takes its name from 
him. Ho married Miss Amelia Prime, November 2tfrd, 1776*. 
His daughter Amelia died September 5th, 1782, aged ten 
days, when he was Town Major of Fort St. George. His 
second son Thomas, born 1780, an officer in the Madras 
army, was Assistant Private Secretary to Lord Mornington 
in 1799, Jiesidontat Hyderabad 1806-10, charge* d'affaires at 
Lisbon 1811, appointed minister plenipotentiary at Lisbon on 
the conclusion of peace, but died at Geneva, August 28th, 
1816 (son No. 2277).

James Bkodik, Esq., of tho Honorable Company's Civil Service 
on tho Madras Establishment. 

Born 1769. Eldest eon of James Brodie of Brodie. N.B., and 
l.ndy Margaret Duff (who was burnt to death at Brodie 
House in 1786), tho daughter of William, 1st Earl Fife, by 
Jean, daughter of Sir James Grant of Grant. The deceased 
was drowned in the A dy or River. He married December 1 1th, 
1790, Ann, daughter of Colonel Storey. She married secondly 
Hir Thomas Bowser. James Brodie left two sons and four 
daughters. One son, George, of the 3rd M.L.C., died in 1826. 
The four daughters married ; — F. W. Russell, B.C.S. (see 
No. 2280); E. H. Woodcock (see No. 1204); Captain Fattullo

Francis Lautour came oat iu tho fleet commanded by Sir 
Robert Ha r land. Ho served on H.M. ships for many 
years, and at the conclusion of the war remained in India. 
He commenced business when acting wider admirals Harland 
and Vernon and was agent for II.M.'s two Hanoverian 
regiments. He was married in Government House to Ann 
Hordle on February 7th, 1780. Two of their sons died 
infants in 1781 and i783. On January 1st, 1810, the lirm of 
Messrs. Lautour & Co. was altered to tho firm of Messrs. 
Arbuthnot, De Monto & Co. A James Lautour was in tho 
Civil Service, 1806-1810, 

The Iicv. Archdeacon Leslie, a.m., aged 58 years. 

Richard Leslio was Minister of Fort St. George for more than 
twenty years. His parishioners erected a monument to his 
memory in the Fort Church. It is by Flaxman. Leslie was 
co-ch.'iplain with tho well-known Dr. Bell, founder of the 
monitorial system of teaching in schools. He is described 
in Gardiner's Registers of AVadham College, Oxford, as Aroh- 
deacon of Agathoe, deprived for non-residence in 1790. His 
father was Bishop of Limerick.

Urquhart mentions that " among other vicissitudes of life, 
he was captured three times and carried to the Isle of France ; 
but his manly bosom ever glowing with patriotic tire, he 
sought every opportunity, even in captivity, of being useful to 
his country ; and he was so fortunate as to render her a very 
essential service, by being the first person, who transmitted, 
at the hazard of his life, to our Governor-Goneral, a circum- 
stantial account of the proceedings of tho enemy, with a copy 
of the proclamation announcing tho arrival of TippooSultaun's 
ambassadors on the island, and the requisition of raising 
volunteers for his service. On the receipt of this intelligence 
at Bengal, the measures of the Governor-General were 
promptly adopted to frustrate tho wickod intentions of our 
enemies ; and which terminated finally to the honor of our 
country, to the everlasting disgrace of the French and tho 
downfall of Tippoo. Captain Urquhart was well- versed in 
polite literature, and many of his poetical effusions have 
occasionally adorned ihe public prints of this Presidency."

some reward for the zeal and gallantry that had ever dis- 
tinguished his professional services. 

Trquhart says that he served at Copenhagen with Nelson.

On the four corners of the dome the 
word Anderson appears in Tamil, Telugu, Hindustani and 
English characters. Tic was Physician- General and his 
name is the most distinguished in all the medical annals of 
Voit St. George. His .service commenced at the siege of 
Manilla, fn 1771 he came down from Yel lore to Madras 
as Presidency Surgeon and remained there till his death. 
Anderson is said to have been of Swedish origin. Ho waf an 
i.rdent advocate of vaccination and an enthusiastic botanist. 
He introduced the cultivation of silk into Madras, and paid 
attention to other plants of commercial value, such as the 
sugarcane, coff ee plant, American cotton and European apple. 
He published a series of letters upon these topics in 1781 
(correspondence with Sir Joseph Hanks) and also from 1789' 
to 1790. His monument by Ohantrey is in the Cathedral.

William Dawson, Captain of ll.M.'s ship La Piedinontesc, 
to which command ho had boon appointed by tho Board of 
Admiralty in reward for his bravo and skilful conduct 
when First Lieut, of H.M.'s ship San, Fiormzo, in tho threo 
days' action off the eoast of Ceylon, which terminated in tho 
capture of tho IW monte.se from tho French, and in tho fall 
of tho San Fiorenzo's gallant Captain, Georgo Nicholas Hard- 
inge on the 8th day of March 1808. After tho battlo ho went 
to England where Ik? met the well-earned meed of praise and 
visited his father's house, Pudsey Dawson, Esq., of Liverpool. 
He returned to India with impaired health, but unabated ardour 
for the service of his King and his country. To their loss and 
to the grief of all his acquaintances he died at Madras on 
Sunday tho 29th day of September 1 81 1 , aged 28 years. A 
man remarkable no less for his coolness and intrepidity in 
tho hour of danger than for gentleness and affection in tho 
circle of his friends. By one of these this tomb has been 
erected, G. Arbuthnot. 

George Arbuthnot is the founder of the great Madras firm which 
bears his name. Bombay Cathedral contains a monument 
by Bacon to Captain Hardinge, younger brother of Lord 
Hardinge. Tho inhabitants of Bombay presented a vase 
worth 300 guineas to his father and a sword worth 100 
guineas to Dawson.

Lord Valentia, however, after describing shortly his visit to 
Colonel de Meuron at Seringapatam in 1804, where ho dined 
with tho officers of the Begiment wrote : " It is still unknown 
who gave the fatal wound to the Sultaun. The invaluable 
string of pearls which he wore round his neck was the prize 
of the soldier, but it has never been produced or traced. He

A granito slab bearing this inscription was placed by order of 
the Duke of Buckingham over a grave and load-encased coffin 
discovered in 1875 while digging the tomb of Lord Hobart 
in tho church. The cotnn is supposed to bo that of Lord 
Pigot, who <iied while a prisoner in the hands of his Council. 
The vestry records prove that permission was given to bury 
his body in the church. Ho had been conlined under care of 
Major (afterwards General) Matthew Home, B.A., at St. 
Thomas' Mount, probably in the Mess House, and was brought 
to Madras for change of air. George Pigot joined the Bervice 
as writer in 1736. When serving at Fort St. David, he was 
sent with Olive to Trichinopoly in charge of a convoy, and both 
narrowly escaped capture He succeeded Thomas Saunders 
as Governor in 1765 and successfully defended the city 
against Lally. In 1763 he retired upon a fortune of 40 lacs, 
and purchased an Irish peerage. He was persuaded by the 
Directors to return to Madras* as Governor for the second 
time in 1775 and found himself at variance with his Council 
over the reinstatement of the Tanjore Raja. The notorious 
Paul Bonfiol'l, who, later on in his career, is credited with 
having returned nine members to Parliament, demanded 
settlement of a claim of 23 lacs, which by a majority of seven 
to live tho Council decided to be valid. Pigot theroupon 
suspended first two and then four more of his Councillors 
and ordorod the arrest of Sir Robert Fletcher, Commander-in- 
chief. Tho opposition immediately assumed the Government 
and Pigot was arrested by Colonel James Stuart on the 24th 
April 1776. He died tin confinement the following May. 
He was owner of the celebrated -*igot diamond, of which 
there is a model m the British Museum. This stone was 
sold in 1819 for JL30,iM)0 to Ali Pasha, \\ ho when mortally 
wounded by Reshid Pasha (February 5th, 1822) had it 
crushed to powder in his presence. Theru is a curious 
picture of Lord Pigot, signed by G. Willison, 1777, in tho 
Durbar room of the Tanjore Palace. Fame is blowing a 
trumpet, which she holds with one hand, while she supports 
in tho other a portrait of Pigot. Below her is a mourning 
female. On th/> pedestal which supports the oval frame of 
the portrait is inscribed, 14 Siege of Madras raised Fob. 
17th, 1759. Died May Uth, 1777." 

In memory of Major-General Sin John Bi:it(;OYNE t Bart. y 
Colonel of His Majesty's 23rd Rogt. of Light Dragoons, 
who died September 23rd 1785, aged 15 years. , 

Seventh baronet and cousin of Sir John Burgoyne, k.c.b., 
dramatist and General, who surrendered in 1777 at Saratoga. 
In 17k 1 he was commissioned to raise a regiment of light 
dragoons for service in India, tho first European cavalry sent 
out to that country. This corps, originally known as the 
23rd Light Dragoons, was formed out of drafts from other 
regiments. Standards, now in possession of the 19th Hussars, 
were presented to it by Georgo III, and early in 1782 it em- 
barked on board the East India fleet under convoy of Admiral 
Sir R. Bickerton, and landed at Madras towards the end of 
the year. Under its changed name of the 19th Light Dra- 
goons it subsequently won great renown on Indian battle- 
fields. Colonel Floyd, father-in-law of Lady (Bobert) Peel, 
was its most celebrated commander (see No. 1984).

By order of the Court of Directors of the East India Company 
to commomorato the distinguished services of the late Joseph 
Moorhouse, Esq., Lieutenant Colonel of the Coast Artillery, 
who was killed at the attack of the Pettah gate of Bangalore 
on the sovonth day of March Anno Domini mdccxci. 

Moorhouse is said to have risen from the ranks, and had greatly 
distinguished himself at the sioge of Carangooly (January 
17sl), at the battle of Porto Novo (July 1781) and at the 
siege of Cuddaloro (Juno 1785). His services were so 
highly thought of by the Madras Government that, on 
receipt of the news of his death, tho following General Order 
was published, March 2 2nd, 1 7 9 1 ; — " Go v ernment' having 
received advice of the death of Lieutenant-Colonel Joseph 
Moorhouse, who was killed in the assault of the Pettah at 
Bangalore on tho 7th instant, it has been resolved as a testi- 
mony ot respect to the memory of an officer who has served 
the Company many years with zeal, spirit and ability, that 
hisromains, with the permission of the ministers and church- 
wardens, bo publicly interred in the Church of Fort St. George, 
at tho Company's expense, and a marble tablet fixed over his 
gravo with a suitablo inscription in commemoration of his 
merits." The monument was executed in England by C. 
Peart. It is of w hite marble and represents Britannia seated 
on a lion, crowning a medallion head of Moorhouse with 
laurel. His death at the storming of Bangalore forms the 
subject of a picture by Ko*>ert Home. Moorhouse was 
married on October 13th, 1785, at St. Mary's Church to 
Augusta, second and youngest daughter of the lie v. Andre* 
Boisdauno. His age at the time of death was 47. 



Sacred to tho memory of Margaketia Baroness Hobart, and 
hor infant son John Hobart, whose remains are here de- 
posited in tho same grave. The doom of tho affectionate 
mother was irretrievably fixod, when her child expired, and 
having strugglod for a few months on account* of those, whom 
she has left to deplore her loss, she departed this life on the 
7th of August 1796, in tho 41st year of her ago. 

Lord Hobart, who gavo his name to Hobart Town, Tasmania, 
was Governor of Madras from 1794 to 1798. He married on 
January 4th, 1792, Margaretta, t laughter and co-hoiress of 
Edmund Bourke, Esq., of Urrey, and widow of Thomas 
Annesley, of Innishannon, County Cork. Their daughter 
became the wife of the first earl of Ripon. In 1799 Lord 
Hobart married secondly Eleanor Eden, daughter of the 
first Lord Auck land. H er sister, the Hon. Emily Eden, wrote 
the wtdl-known Letters ** Up the country " and gave her 
name to tue Eden Gardens at Calcutta. Lord Hobart'g 
portrait is iu the drawing room of Government House, Madras. 



Sacrod to the memory of Eev. Frederick Christian Swartz, 
whose life was one continued effort to imitate the example of 
his Blessed Master, employed as a Protestant missionary 
from the Government of Denmark, and in the same character 
by tho Society in England tor the Promotion of Christian 
Knowledge. He, during a period of fifty years, " went about 
doing good," manifesting in respect to himself the most 
entire abstraction from temporal views, but embracing every t 
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j opportunity of promoting both tho temporal and etornal wbl- 
! fare of others. In him roligion appeared not with a gloomy 
aspect, or forbidding mien, but with a graceful form and placid 
dignity. Among the many fruits of his indofatigablo labours 
was the erection of the church at Tan j ore. Tho savings from 
a small salary were, for many years, devoted to the pious work 
and tho remainder of the expense supplied by individuals at 
his solicitation. The Christian seminaries at Ramanadpuram 
and in tho Tinnevclly province wero established by him. 
Beloved and honored by Europeans, he was, if possible, held 
in still deepor reverence by tho natives of this country of every 
degroo and every sect, and their uuboundod confidence in 
his integrity and truth was on many occasions rendered highly 
beneficial to the public sorvice. Tho poor and the injured 
lookod upon him as an unfailing friend and advocate. The 
great and powerful concurred in yielding him the highest 
homage ever paid in this quarter of the globe to Europoan 
virtue. Tho late Hyder Ally Cawn, in tho midst of a bloody 
and vindictive war with the Carnatic, sent orders to his 
officers " to permit tho Venerable Father Swartz to pass 
unmolested and show him respect and kindness, for he is a 
holy man and means no harm to my Government." Tho late 
Tuljajoo, Rajah of Tanjore, when on his d oath-bed desired to 
entrust to his protecting care his adopted son Herfojce, the 
present Rajah, with the administration of all affairs of his 
country. On a spot of ground granted to him by the same 
Prince, two miles oast of Tanjore. he built a houso for his 
residence and made it an orphan asylum. I lore tho last 20 
years of his lifo wore spent in the education and religious 
instruction of children, particularly those of indigent parents, 
whom he gratuitously maintained and instructed. And horo 
on the Kith of February J798, surrounded by his infant llook 
and in the presence of several of his disconsolate brethren, 
entreating them to continue to make religion the first objoct 
of their caro and imploring with his last breath tho Divine, 
blessing on thoir labours, he closed his truly Christian caroer 
in the 72nd year of his age. Tho tiast India Company, 
anxious to perpetuate tho memory of such transcendent worth, 
and gratefully sensible of tho public benefits which resulted 
from its influence, caused this monument to be erected. Ann. 
Dom. 1807. 

Swartz was one of the most do voted missionaries India has over 
soer.. A monument by Flaxman «it Tanjore represents Raja 
Serfojee holding the dying man's hand and receiving his 
blessing. Helow are tho following lines composed by tho 
Raja himself. They aro the first attempt at English versifi- 
cation by a Hindoo prince (see No. 1847) : — 

" Firm wast thou, huuible and wise, 
Honest, purn, free from disguise ; 
Father of orphans, the widow's support, 
Comfort in sorrow of overy sort. 
To the benighted, dispenser of light, 
Doing and pointing to that which is right, 
Blossing to princes, to people, to me ; 
May I, my father, be worthy of thee ! 
Wisheth and prayeth thy Serfojee." 

Serfojee died on the 8th March 1832 in his fifty-fourth year.

Sacred to the memory of the Revd. Christian William 
Gericke. Destined to labour in a peculiar vineyard, (that oi 
the conversion of the natives of office) ho fulfilled his saored 
offico with primitive simplicity and purity. Worthy associate 
of the Venerable Swartz, like him, he toiled thro* life witt 
sedulous bui temperate zeal, to plant in every accessible soi 
the pare spirit of Christianity. Pagans, uninstructed Chris- 
tians, and especially their children, were the object of hii 
unceasing labour of faith and love. He was called to receive 
the eternal reward of his patient and unwearied course oJ 
usefulness, in tho year of our Lord 1804. 
The monument is by Flaxman and represents Gericke teaching 
He died at Vellore, October 2nd, 1803, and is buried h 
the family vault at Vapory. He left 1,500 pagodas besidei 
valuable house property to the S.P.C.K. His daughtei 
Dorothea Sophia married John Hunter, and died May 22nd 
1796, in her 20th year (No. 533). Gericke says in his will 
" My groatest troubles have occurred during the last 7 years 
My daughtor Dorothea Sophia Hunter died aged 20, and mi 
son Captain George Frederick aged 30 " (at Ongolo, Mai 
16th, 1801). Gericke's wife was a Miss Sophia Hutteinar 
(seo No. 1124). 

The Reverend Archdeacon Richard Leslie, m.a., departed this 
life on tho 28th day of Juno 1804, aged 58 years. Hi 
remains are interred in the burial ground of the parish anc 
this monument is erected by the unanimous voice of th 
parishioners as a token of respect to his memory. He dis 
charged the office of ?i minister in Fort St. George for mon 
than twenty years with fidelity and correctness and during th< 
whole period enjoyed the confidence and esteem of the com 
munity at largo His gentleness of manners, his modesty an( 
humility were exemplar}', and his whole deportment such a 
becamo the character of atruo minister of the Gospel of Christ 
See No. 211. 

To tho memory of Josiah Wubbe, Esquire, for many year 
Chief Secretary to the Govemmont of Madras, and afterward 
Resident at the Court of Scindia, where he died the 9th o 
November 180+, aged 37 years. His mind by nature, firm 
lofty, energetic, was formed by classic study to a f one o 
independence and patriotism not unworthy tho best days o 
Greece and Rome. Disdaining the little arts of privat 
influence or vulgar popularity, and erect in conscious integrity 
ho rested his claims to publio honours on public merit. Ai 
extensive knowledge of the Eastern languages forwarded hi 
rise to stations of high trust, where his ambition was fixec 
to exalt the honour and interests of his country. But in th 
midst of a career thus useful and distinguished, preferring 
the public weal to personal safety, he fell a martyr to ai 
ungenial climate in the prime of life, beloved with forvou 
by his friends, particularly lamented by the Governors o 
• India, admired and regretted by all To his public am 
private virtues this monument is dedicated by his friends. 
A fine monument by Flaxman representing an officer, a civi 
servant, a Mahomedan and a Hindoo mourning over « 
portrait medallion of the deceased. At the base is a recum 
bent tiger. " Sree " Webbe was the one of most famou 
" politicals" Madras has produoed. He entered the eervic 
as writer in 1783 and for several years filled the office o 
Chief Secretary. • 
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Iii 1803 ho was Resident at Mysore, and in ISO*, Resident 
at Iho Court of Scindia. lie died at I lusaangabad on the 
banks of the Nerbudda. The well-known Purnaiya, Dewan 
of Mysoro, erected a monument to Webbo at Soringapatam 
oO feet high, which is locally known as the Raua-Khambha 
or War Pillar, from having been the scene of a skirmish 
between two bodies of European troops in the mutiny of 
the Company's army in 1809 (No. 2239).

George Gilbert Kkble, departed this life on tho 25th day 
of August 1811, aged 36 years. A circle of affectionate 
friends have caused this monument to be erected to his 
memory. 

Tho monument is by J. Bacon, junior, and represents a figure 
of Charity with two children. Keble entered the service in 
1791. lie was for some time Secretary to Government and 
diod at Cuddalore while Postmaster-General. His monu- 
ment hours masonic emblems. 



This monument was erected by the Honorable East India Com- 
pany to the memory of Major-General Sik Barry Close, Bart., 
in testimony of their gratitude for his ardent zeal, and entire 
devotion to their service, equally manifested in tho application 
of high Military attainments, and of profound political 
knowledge. His character derived its brightest honors from 
that union of conciliation and firmness, which after contribut- 
ing to terminate a successful war, was eminently displayed 
in diffusing tho blessings of peace over a numerous native 
population, who without being subject to British rule, felt the 
protecting influence of British counsels in the mild adminis- 
tration of authority which succeeded the usurpation of Mysore. 
He departed this life April the 1 8th 1813, aged 50 years. 

Close entered the Indian Army in 1771. At the final siege of 
iSeringapatam ho was Adjut»mt-Genoral to General Harris, 
who stated in despatches that his successes were chiefly to be 
attributed to him. lie was Resident at Mysore till 1801, 
heing then transferred to Poona, where he concluded with 
the H'eishwa the treaty of Basscin, the ultimate consequence 
of which was the destruction of the Maharatta power. He 
retired in 1811. Mounstuart Elphinstone wrote of him, 
" 1 doubt whether such an assembly of manly virtues remains 
behind him. A strong, erect and handy frame, a clear head 
and vigorous understanding, fixed principles, unshaken 
courage, contempt for pomp and pleasure, entire dovotion to 
the public service, formed the character of Sir Barry Closo — 
a character one would rather think imagined in ancient 
Home that met wi+h in our own age and nation." Close was 
an intimate friend of Wilks, who dedicated his history of 
Mysore to him and there describes him *s " having mastered 
the logic, the ethics and the metaphysics of Greece through 
the medium of the Arabic and Persian languages." The town 
of Closopett in Mysore was so called in honour of him. There 
is an engraving of this monument in Neill's " History of 
the First Madras European Regiment," page 4(14. It is by 
Flaxmau and the finest monument in the church. 



Near this place aro buried the remains of Vice Admiral Sik 
Samuel Hood, Knight of the Bath and Commander-in-Chief 
of his Britannic Majesty's ships in tho East Indies, an officer 
of distinguished merit, whose great public services will live for 
ever in the annals of his country, but in the affectionate memory 
of his friends were lost in the recollection of his private virtues. 

Cousin of Lord Hood and younger brother of Captain Alexander 
Hood, B.N., who fell in action between the Mare and the 
French seventy-four Hercule off the Bee du Baz, April 21st, 

In lhitloigh Church, Somerset, is a very long and 
not too lelicitous epitaph upon the three Hood brothers by 
South oy, whose brother Thomas, a midshipman on hoard the 
Mara, hud been severely wounded in the engagement. In 
18.!l a column 130 loot high was erected on a hill near 
Butleigh to the memory of iSii* Sam Mel Hood. The lines of 
Southey which refer to him aro- - 

"One brother yot 
Survived, with Keppeland with Jlodney train'd 
In battles, with the Lord of Nile approved, 
Ere in command he worthily upheld 
Old Mn gland's high prerogative. In the east, 
I 1 he west, the Baltic ami the Midland Seas, 
Yea, whoresoever hostile fleets have plough M 
The ensanguined deep, his thunders have been heard, 
His Hag in bravo defiance hath been seen ;

Lady Rood was a daughter of Lord So i forth. In August 181 1 
Sir Walter ^c «tt sent out by her :i long letter of introduction 
to his brother-in-law Charles Carpenter, then Commercial 
Itesideut at Cuddalore (No. lh'.'SO). 

Charles Robkut Ross of the Madras Civil Service departed 
this life on the 26th of November 181 f>, ai the early ago of 
thirty -three years. tk Hut wisdom is the grey bail unto men 
arid an unspotted life is old age." lie filled his station with 
dignity and honor, yet, humbly exorcised himself "to havo 
alway a conscience void of offence toward God, and toward 
men/ 1 charitable, benevolent, frank and generous, his breast 
glowed with universal philanthropy. II e was a dutiful son, 
an affectionate brother, a sincere friend: an unspeakable kind- 
ness flowed from his heart, regulated his actions, and inspired 
reciprocal good-will. In his public, and private affairs, 
integrity was his guide, and while he did justice to his 
employer!*, he protected and supported the fcllow-ereaturos 
committed to his charge. The natives of the Kurpnh Collecto- 
rate will long cherish his memory and mourn his loss. 
Deservedly distinguished by his superiors, he advanced 
rapid lv on the road to preferment, but, in the midst of health 
and in the bloom of life, he was called to a better world. A 
consistent Christian, it is humbly hoped lie is gone to receive 
the reward promised by the Redeemer to his faithful 
servants. This monument is erected by a friend, to whom 
the remembrance of his virtues will ever be dear and sacred. 

The monument is by J. Bacon. It bears masonic symbols 
and the pelican representation of self-sacrifice. Kosadiol at 
Masulipatam at the house of G. K. Russell, the Collector. 
He entered the service in 1800, and was for six years 
Collector of Cuddapah. The old spelling Kurpah still 
survives in the expression " Kurpah indigo." Basseil, 
whose mother was a daughter of Lord Pigot, acted as 
Governor of Madras in 1837 (see No. 1309;.

To record the loss of Lieutenant Thomas Da vies who fell at 
the siege of Mallegaon in Candeish on the 18th of May 1818, 
and of Lieutenant John William Nattks, killed at the same 
siege eleven days afterwards, this monument was erected by 
their brother officers of the Madras Engineers. The first of 
these brave men intrepid and indefatigable, had displayed 
on this as on former occasions at Mauritius and at Naugpoor, 
a courago which no peril could abate, while ho evinced great 
judgment and resource in difficulty and danger. Tho latter 
of tenderer growth succeeding to tho same department, has 
testified the same zeal .'for tho sorvice, and had obtained the 
admiration of those who witnessed in him professional acquire- 
ments and early maturing talents with a coolness and resolu- 
tion that would havo honoured age and experience. 

Tho monnmont is by Bacon and represents the siege of Mallo 
gaon. Captain Kennody, 17th Native Infantry, and Lieu- 
lenant Wilkinson and Ensign Kagar, 13th Native Infantry, 
were killed on the Rame occasion. 



To the memory of Margaret, wife of the Right Hon. Htgh 
Elliot, Governor of Madras. She died March 1st 1819. 

She was a Mian Jones and his second wife. 

Here are deposited the remaius of General Sir Alexander 
Campbell, Bart, and k.c.b., Commander-in-Chief of tho 
Madras Army. Died J I tli December 1 4, aged fo'4 years. 
Also of Olympia his first wife, daughter of Sir John forehead, 
Bart., of Trennent Park, Cornwall, who died 2-1 th December 
171*4, aged 38 years. Tho tablet was erected by their grand- 
sons, Sir Alexander Cockburn Campbell, Hart., and Lieut. - 
General George Alexander Malcolm, c.b. 

One daughter Olympia married N'r Alexander Campbell, hart., 
uncle of Sir Stafford Northcote ; another, Charlotte, beeamo 
tho wife of Sir John Malcolm, o.c.b. 



To Lt.-Col. Hekcxi.ks Henry Pepper, 34th Light Infantry, 
who died at Fort St. George, 25th July 1826, aged 42, 
distinguished on various oceasions by a raro energy of char- 
acter and ardent zeal and devoted gallantry . These qualities 
he particularly displayed whilst commanding a brigade of the 
Madras Army in i'eguin the Burmese war. And to Lt.-Col. 
Conry, 3rd Lt. Infantry, Captain Citksiiam, 1st Eur. Kegt., 
Captain Stedman, 34th Lt. Infantry, Lieut. Adams, 8th Lt. 
Infantry, who animated with the samo spirit and emulating 
the example of their intrepid leader were killed at Setong'in 
January 1^26. This monument is raised by several of their 
friends in the Coast Army. 

Captain John Cambridge Stedman of 34th Begimont, Chicacole 
Tight Infantry, commanding centre column of attack, and 
Captain Cursham were killed at the capture of the Setong 
stockade (midway between Shewgun and Martaban) on 
the 11th January 1 826. " The fire from the enemy was most 
heavy and destructive and the obstacles to be surmounted by

our troops wore of no common kind ; "very man having been 
up to his neck in water while crossing tho creek." Colonel 
Conry and Liouteiiant Adums wore killed on the 7th in 
a preliminary attack which failed. Colonel Pepper was 
slightly wounded and died in Madras six months afterwards. 
This monument is a statuo of him by G. Clarko, "the 
Birmingham Chuntrey." Stedman was a son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel "John GabriefStedman (1744-97), author of the well* 
known work on Surinam, who married firstly Joanna., a 
native of Surinam and secondly Adriana Wiertzvon Coelhorn, 
grand daughter of the famous military engineer. John 
Sted man's daughter l»y his second wife Sophia Charlotte 
married John Cotton, C.S., October 10th, 1807, and their son 
Captain J. S. Cotton died at Chittoor, October 17th, 184a 
(No. 734). 

Near this stone arc deposited the remains of Major-General 
Sih Thomas Munko, Bart., k.c.h., Governor of the Presidency 
of Fort St. George, who, after 47 years of distinguished oivil 
and military services, seven of which ho passed at tho head of 
that Government under which ho first served as a cadet, was 
suddenly called from his labours on the b'th of July 1827 at 
a moment " when," in the language of the Honorable Court of 
Directors, " he was on the point of returning to his nativo 
land in the enjoyment of well-earned honors from his Sovereign 
and from the Company, having recently manifested a new 
proof of his zeal and devotion in retaining charge of the 
Government of Madras after he had intimated his wish to 
retire therefrom and at a period when the political state of 
India rendered the discharge of tho duties of that high and 
honorable station * peculiarly arduous and important.' " iEtat. 
6o. Sir Thomas Munro was from the earliest period of his 
career remarkable amongst other men. All f host; who were 
associated with him at the commencement of his service, many 
of whom have sineo become illustrious in the annals of India and 
of their country, yielded to him- with common consent that 
pre-eminence which belonged to the ascendency of his character. 
The resources of his mind rose superior to every cmorgciioy 
of civil government or military enterprise, and he united to 
these great qualities an unpretending modesty (that exalted 
sign of innate worth) which courted no applause and which 
would have obstructed his advancement had not his transcendent 
merits in the cabinet and in the field forced him into public 
notice and elevated him to the highest office of this 
Presidency. 

Of him Canning said " Europe never produced a more accom- 
plished statesman nor India, so fertile in heroes, a moro 
skilful soldier." He died of cholera at Patticondah, near 
Qooty, when making a farewell tour through the Ceded 
Districts on the eve of his retirement from the Government. 
His remains were brought to Madras in 1831. Thero is an 
equestrian statue of him by Chan trey on the Island, and a 
portrait by Sir Martin Archer Slice in tho Banqueting Hall. 
He married Jane, daughter of Richard Campbell, of Craigio, 
county Ayrshire, whose picture by Lawrence hangs in 
the drawing room of Government house. Munro's father 
was a Glasgow merchant trading to Virginia. His nephew, 
John Collins Munro, Sub-Collector of the Southern Mahratta 
Doab, was killed together with St. John Thackeray, Principal 
Collector, at the reduction of Kittoor, Oclohcr 23rd, 1824 (see 
No. 1144).

A largo marble effigy by Turnouth. Brigadier-General Thomas 
Henry Somerset Conway, an., joined the Army in 1793, and 
served in numerous e unpaigns. When on liis way to take 
command of the Hyderabad Subsidiary Force, he was seized 
with cholera and died at, Nakarikallu near Guntoor in the 
Kistna district. His epitaph there gives his age as 68.

A marble monument by J. II. Foley. Mr. Prondergast was in 
the Civil Service from 1826 to 1858.

Sacred to tho memory of Lieutenant-General Sir S. F. Whit- 
ting fi am, k.c.b. and K.C.H., Colonel, ll.M. 7 1st Highland 
Light Infantry, and Coinmatuler-iri-Chief of tho Madras 
Army, who departed this life on the 1 9th January 1841, 
aged"66. 

Sir* Samuel Ford Whittingham, familiarly known as 
4< Samford " by his friends, served in America and in tho 
Peninsula under Wellington, hy whom lie was placed ici 
charge of the Spanish troops. As a boy he had loarnt 
Spanish while acting as a commercial traveller iu Spain on 
behalf of his brother-in-law's firm : and in 1810 he married 
a Spanish lady of noble family at Gibraltar. His services 
to Spain were recognized by his appointment as a Major- 
General in the Spani>h army, and at a later period the 
Grand Cross of the Order of St. Ferdinand was conferred upon 
him. In 1819 he was appointed Lieutenant-Governor of 
Dominica, and in 18*22 came aw Quartermaster General to 
India, where he was present at the siege and capture of 
Bhurtpore on January 13th, 182'i. For his services during 
the campaign ho was nuidea Knight Commander of the Bath 
and received tho thanks of the House of Commons. In 1833 
ho became Military Secretary to Lord William Bentinek, 
returning to England with him ou his retirement from the 
Governor-Generalship in 1835. While in England, he 
challenged Sir William Napier to a duel on account of the 
slur he considered Napier had cast upon the Spanish troops 
in his "History of the War in the Peninsula " ; but the 
quarrel was amicably settled. In 18-16 he was appointed 
to command the forces in the Windward and Loo ward 
Wands ; and three years later, in September 1839, he was 
offered and accepted the Command-in-Chief at Madras. He 
arrived on August 1st, 1840, and died suddenly in the 
following January.

The officers of the 
King's Own Light Infantry erected this tablet to mark their 
sense of his worth and gallantry. 

Sacred to tho memory of the Eev. Waltkr Postuumus Powkll, 
d.c.l., of Worcester College, Oxford, who for many years 
faithfully ministered within these walls as garrison chaplain 
of Fort St. George. His untiring and uncompromising 
energy as a pastor, his plain and manly character and his 
affectionate disposition won for him tho esteem and love of all 
classes of the community. The scope of his preaching and 
living is well expressed in words which ho inscribed in his will 
" wretched by sin, dead in trespasses, being saved by grace, 
justified by faith, I have peace with God, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ."

This monument has been erected at the pnblio expense in sorrow 
ful and affectionate remembrance of Vere Henry Lor 
Hobart, Governor and President in Council, Foit St. Goorg< 
who died at Madras 27th April 1875. During an adminis 
tration of nearly three years he was remarkable for hi 
laborious life, his warm sympathy for all classes and his zes 
for the moral and material progress of the Presidency. Hi 
sudden death was lamented as a general calamity. 

A life-size bust by M. Noble, of which thero is a replica iu th 
Senate House. Lord Hobart, horn in 1818, was son of th 
sixth Earl of Buckinghamshire and elder brother of Admirs 
Hobart Pasha (1822-86). He became private seoretary t 
Sir George Groy in 1854, but resigned his post in order t 
bo free to oppose tho continuanoo of the Crimean AVai 
Subsequently he was Director-General of the Ottoman BanL 
and in February 1872 was appointed Governor of Madras 
where he died of typhoid fever threo years later. H 
exerted himself especially in tho promotion of education 
On August 4th, 1858, he married Mary Catherine, daughte 
of Dr. Thomas Carr, Bishop of Bombay. 

Colonel Geo. Phillip Brudekell Suerard, Judge Advocate 
General, Madras Arrey. Died at Madras 16th January 1880 
This tablet is erected by tho Commander-in-Chief and th 
army staff in memory of a brother officer.

His mother was daughter of the third Duke of Buccleuch. 

Sacred to the memory of Charles Harwood IIigginson, Esq., 
Senior Judge of the Court of Appeal and Circuit for the 
Southern Division of this Presidency, who departed this life 
at Trichinopoly, aged XL years. Impressed with a deep 
sense of duty to his Creator, he discharged it in the truo spirit 
of Christianity with meekness and humility. A pious and 
dutiful son, an attached and affectionate husband, a kind and 
generous master, a warm and sincere friend ; — these were his 
virtues in private life ; in the discharge of his public dutios, 
ho evinced a sound judgment, diligent and unwearied atten- 
tion, a just but merciful consideration of the merits and 
demerits of those whom it was his duty to judge, pure and 
incorruptible integrity. His surviving friends have raised 
this monument in testimony of their love, esteem and respect' 
for one of the best of men.

Jn him 
were happily united those qualities which elevate and adorn 
the human character, whether in flu? exercise of liberal and 
enlightened principles or in the practice of the social virtues, 
to which his urbanity and extensive attainments gave a graco 
and attraction beyond the ordinary reach of men. During a 
residence of '67 years in Madras his unblemished reputation 
had justly obtained for him the respect esteem and veneration 
of all classes of the community, and alike endeared him to the 
native and European inhabitants. His loss is irreparably 
felt and unfeignedly deplored. His remains are interred in 
the missionary church at Cuddalore.

Sacred to the memory of Captain Thomas Sewell, of tho 50th 
Regiment of the M.N.I., and Deputy Secretary to the Military 
Board, who after a short but honourable career in the indefati- 
gable duty of his duty, fell a victim to the climate of Goomsoor, 
atGaradah, 2nd August 1830, aged 32 years. This tablet 
has been erected by a few of his most intimate friends who 
esteemed and admired tho many amiable and manly qualities 
which adorned his character. 

This simple tablet rocordeth the names of an affectionate 
husband and of a dutiful son, Lieutenant-Colonel William 
Gakkakd and Lieutenant William Gakraiu), late of tho 
Madras Eugiueers, who died at the Neilgherry Hills, tho 
former aged 50, the latter aged 26. Colonel Garrard, through 
a course of 40 years, gallantly, zealously and with fidelity 
served his king and country and rose to tho honourable 
station of Chief Engineer, but while thus discharging the 
duties thereof, the Almighty Ruler of events was pleased to 
ehauge his earthly abode for a better mansion. His virtuous 
son was emulating the father's bright example as a faithful 
servant when his days were likewise numbered. Tho aflliotcd 
widowed mother finds rolief in thift brief record. 

Sacred to the memory of tho Right Beverend Daniel CoKhik, 
ll.I)., consecrated at Lambeth, L4th Juno 1835, first Bishop 
of Madras. " God forbid that 1 should glory save in tho 
Cross of our Lord Jesus Christ by whom the world is crucified 
unto mo, and 1 unto the world." With those words this 
faithful servant of Christ entered on his ministrations at 
Calcutta in 1806 as si Chaplain of the Honourable East India 
Company and from thence he preached his first sermon at 
Madras as Bishop of that Soo. By the Grace of the Holy 
Ghost, his light increasingly shown before men, as a preaohor 
of Salvation by faith in Christ, Loth to his countrymen and 
to the natives ; as a translator of the Scriptures and the 
Liturgy into the Persian and Hindustani tongues ; as a leader 
of missionary designs and operations ; as a founder of 
churches and school* ; and as a promoter of all other measures 
fitted under the divine blessing to bri.ig the heathen to the 
knowledge of Christ and to hasten His kingdom. Having 
thus served his generation by the will of God, ho fell asleep 
in Jesus, 5th February 18-J7, in the OUth year of his age. 
This monument was erected to his memory by tho inhabitants 
of Madras. 

A life-size figure by Wcekes. The Bishop is represented in his 
robes and with an upon Bible in one hand, resting the other 
upon the shoulder of a youthful native enquirer, lie is 
best known us Arcnioacon of Calcutta, during Honor's 
episcopate, having only held iho office of Bishop eighteen 
mouths. His name will bo handed down to posterity in 
the Madras presidency in connect ion with Bishop CurnVs 
grammar school. 

Sacred to the memory of Anne Antoinktte Evelina, tho 
beloved wife ot JIknuy Chamikr, Esq., Chief Secretary to tho 
Government of Fort St. George. Her conduct, her kindness, 
her benevolence, received their duo acknowledgement from 
mourners, the most sincere and numerous, European and native.

Lamented in his 
public capacity as one who in the course of 30 years' un- 
interrupted service had gained tho complete confidence and 
respect of those officially connected with him and tho distin- 
guished approbation of both the Home and Indian Govern- 
ments. In privato life by his amiable and generous 
disposition, his overflowing kindness, his untiring zeal for tho 
good of all classes and his high integrity of character he won 
tho hearts of "all who knew hinj. This monument is erected 
by the numerous European and Native friends to whom he 
was thus endeared, in testimony of their affection and esteem 
and as a memorial of his public and privato virtues.

private friends, and his loss to the cause of science elicited a 
public and emphatic expression of regret from the Governor- 
Gencral of India. This tablet is erected as an humble tribute 
to his memory by a few of his medical brethren of the 
Madras Service. 

Mr. Griffith was the first European to penetrate from Assam 
mto Burmah. In 1838-39 lie accompanied the army which 
marched from Kind through Quetta and Kandahar to Ghazni 
and Cabul. TTis collodions number as many us 9,000 species, 
which is by far tho largest number ever obtained by indi- 
vidual exertions. There is a monument to him in the 
Botanical Gardens at Calcutta and a tablet in the great 
theatre of the Medical College there. 



Sacred to the memory of Major Gkor<;e Broadfoot, c.b., 34th 
Madras Light Infantry, of Kirkwall in the Orkneys, and of 
London. His valour, foresight and science* mainly contri- 
buted to the success of the glorious defence of Jollalabad, and 
in the ensuing Affghaii Campaign, he with his bra ve Corps 
of Mountain Sappers acquired enduring renown. His diplo- 
matic and military services as ( Commissioner of the Tenaseerim 
Provinces and as Governor-General's Agent on tho North- 
West Frontier at a most important crisis of our Indian 
Empire called forth the eloquent eulogy of Sir H. Hardinge, 
that " he was as brave as he was able and second to none 
in all the great qualities of an accomplished officer." Tie 
fell at the battle of Ferozshahar in his tf9th year, acting as 
aide-de-camp to the Governor-General. " Though severely 
wounded, he continued heroically to lead and animato the 
troops in the assault until mortally wounded in tho Sikh camp 
at the moment of victory," the last of throe brothers who died 
for their country on the battlefields of Asia. Raised, by 
public subscription throughout the Presidency of Madras. 

The career of the Battye brothers forms a splendid parallel 
to the career of the Broad foots. This monument is in tho 
vestibule and shows the deceased recumbent in full military 
dress, watched by two sepoys resting on their arms reversed. 
It is a tine specimen of Richardson's work. Broadfoot' s life 
was written in i 888 by his brother Major William Broadfoot. 



Sacred to the memory of Major-General Sir Robert Henrv 
Dick, k.c.h., k.c.h., of Tullymet, N.B., one of the heroes of 
the Peninsular war, who after distinguished services in H.M.'s 
42nd Regiment Royal Highlanders, which regiment he 
brought out of action at Quatro Bras, closed a long and 
brilliant military career on the memorable field of Sobraon. 
Raised in grateful admiration by the public of tho Presidency 
of Madras where, for some time, he held tho Chief Military 
Command. 

Over the inscription is a 42nd Highlander in full uniform rest- 
ing against a pedestal, on which is inscribed the battleroll 
of the regiment. For his gallantry at Waterloo, Dick was 
made Lieutenant-Colonel of the 42nd Highlanders, 'and his 
appointment was ordered to date from tho day of the battle.

Dick was horn in India about 1785. There is n romantio 
story told of liis parents' marriage to tin* effect that, when 
Henry Dundas and Edmund Burke were staying- at Dunkeld 
with the Duke of Atholl, they accidentally met, while out 
walking, a farmer's daughter, who gave them refreshments, 
and, on learning who the> were, bogged them to help a. poor 
doctor William Dick, to whom sin* was betrothed but who 
was too poor to marry. Dundas gave the doctor an appoint- 
ment as Assistant Surgeon in the Kast India Company's 
service, whereupon he married and went to India and made 
a large fortune, with which he purchased on his retirement- 
the estate of Tullimet in Perthshire. He went to India in 
1781 and retired in IStVj.

Sacred to tho memory of Henry Valentine Conolly, Ksq., 
oi the Madras Civil cervico, Collector and Magistrate of 
Malabar, and Provisional Member of Council, who, after 
nearly 12 years devoted to tho improvement of the pro- 
vince committed to his charge, fell by the hands of a band of 
fanatics on the 11th September, aged 49 years. His friends, 
desirous of commomorating his services aud Christian virtues, 
havo erected this tablet and founded tho scholarships which 
bear his name. 

He was murdorod at Calicut by a party of Moplahs who rushed 
into the voraudah of his house and hacked him to pieces 
in the presence of his wife. He was tho son of Valentine 
Conolly, a Madras burgeon, who sent all his six sons 
to India. Three of his brothers perished in Afghanistan 
within a year of each other : Captain Edward Conolly, 7th 
Bengal Cavalry, killed in action at Kohistan, September 28th, 
1842 ; Captain Arthur, the celebrated traveller, who went on 
a mission to Bokhara in August 1840, and was beheaded in 
prison with Colonel Stoddart ; and Captain John, who fell 
at the capture of Cabul in July 1842.

Sacred to the memory of Ciiakles J I arison JJrury, Lieutenant- 
Colonel, 27th Regiment of Madras Native .Infantry, Controller 
of Military Accounts and Commandant of the Madras Volun- 
teer Guards. Ho served with distinction as Brigade-Major 
of the Madras Column in the suppression of the Bengal Sepoy 
Kebellion and was severely wounded in action at Cawnporo in 
1£57.

Elizabeth, tho beloved wife of Major T. F. he Havilland of 
EngineorB, and daughter of T. de Sausmaroz of Guernsey, 
Esq., Attorney -General in that Island, died at the early age 
of 35 years. She is gone to her God whom sho servod with 
zoal and sincerity leaving an afflicted husband and four 
children to mourn her loss and to emulate her example; her 
enlightened mind was an ornament to society in which she 
stood highly respected, and, in the social duties of wife, mother, 
daughter, sister and friend, she shone with superior virtue. 
These virtues emanated from a warm and affoctionato heart 
and were confirmed in true piety — to charity ever disposed, 
tho deserving wero never sent ompty away. Tho Almighty

W. Petrie, Governor of Prince of Wales' Island, was mortally 
wounded, at the cantonment of Pallavaram while returning 
from ball practice with his brigade by a Havildar of the 5th 
Regiment, who, infuriated by passion and blinded by intoxi- 
cating drugs, mistook the person of his intended victim and 
aiming at the life of another, sacrificed that of his best friend 
and protector. The assassin atoned to the laws for his 
atrocious crime ; but what can compensate tho loss of a fond 
husband and indulgent father to his bereaved family, of an 
esteemed comrade to his companions in arms, of a talented 
gentleman to the society he graced, and of an accomplished 
officer to the Government which lie served with fidelity and 
zeal ?

Pogose is the Armenian for Paul. Khojah is a corruption of 
the Persian 41 Khwujeh," signifying a man of distinction. 
Petrus was th»* son of Khojah Woskan or Uscan and a 
grandson of Khojah Pogoso of Julfa. Tie was the most 
notable Armenian of liis day in Madras and is said to have 
been at one time a Member of Council. In 1725 he built the 
Marmalong Bridge and in 1720 placed steps from the foot to 
the summit of St. Thomas' Mount. The concluding words of 
his epitaph " cuius cor Julfa) " refer to the bringing of his 
heart in a golden casket from Madras to be buried at Julfa 
in Ispahan. An oil-painting of the Khojah was executed 
at Madras in 1737 and is now in All Saviour's Cathedral 
at Julfa. Upon it is painted a heart, with the following 
distich : — 

" My heart longs for home, where, should I be unable to 
go, 1 desire that, when my last day comes, my heart be 
sent to my native land, so that 1, Petrus Uscan, may 
have a grave there." 

Uscan was a Catholic and had bought the ground where he lies 
buried and built a chapel upon it to our Lady of Miracles, 
making the Capuchin "Father Severini his executor. After 
his death the Madras Government put the Danish mission- 
aries in possession of the church and premises. 

To the memory of Elizabeth Pelling, who died at Wopery 
near Madras, the 4th of October 1770, aged 46 years. 

She was endowed with a meek and pious mind, 
And was benevolent, compassionate and kind 
Towards her neighbours, and in her most lovely care 
For her dear family did no attention spare. 
She lov'd the House of God and was a virtuous wife, 
To poor and sick sho was a mother in her life.

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ROMAN CATHOLIC CATHEDRAL IN ARMENIAN STREET. 

The French Capuchin inissio i of Madras was founded in 1612 un-lor the sanction of Pope Urban VIII by the 
well-known Father Ephraim. When the friars built their Armenian stroot church in 1775, they inscribed 
the date 1642 over the gates as a public record of their first establishment in Madras, and on a later occasion, 
when the church was repaired and tho gatng widened, the date was retained. The earliest Capuchins in the city 
were Ephraim de Novor.s, Zenou do B iugo, Cosine do (Hers, Jacques de Bourses, Esprit de Tours, Laurent 
d'Angoulomo, Michel Ango de T3ourgos, Ren6 d'Augoulemo and Thomas de Poitiers. The last named built 
in 1675 the church of Hz. Andrew within the Port, which was confiscated and destroyed after Lally's siege 
(see No. 24). An interesting account of Father Ephraim will be found in Tavernier.

The Fenncllys were brothers and natives of Cashel in Tipperary, 
and had boon professors at Maynooth Colloge before com- 
mencing their missionary labours in India. A nephew has 
been recently (1901) appointed Coadjutor-Bishop to Arch- 
bishop Croko (of Cashel) with right of succession. The 
portrait of John was paintod by Simon Fonsega, and that 
of Stephen by John Fonseca, better known as a delineator 
<»f horses. Both pictures hang in the Archbishop's House 
in Armenian Street, together with the portraits of Dr. 
O'Connor, first Irish Bishop of Madras, and of Dr. Carew, 
his coadjutor, who was subsequently transferred to Calcutta 
and died there. In the same Hall is a large oil-painting of 
St. Patrick, in the act of destroying the statue of Dagon and 
replacing it by an image of the Virgin Mary. In the fore- 
ground a snake-bitten child is hold up to be healed by the 
Apostle of Ireland, beneath whose feet the serpents and reptiles 
of the country are fleeing in confusion. The artist of this 
remarkable picture was an Italian lay brother, omployed as 
gardener in the mother house of the Oblates of Mary Imma- 
culate near Milan. The society has a mission in Burmah, and 
a curious story is told of a brother once arriving in Madras 
and recognising himself as having stood when a boy as model 
for the crozier holder to St. Patrick in this very picture.

The English Governor answered him as 
follows : "1 acknowledge your civility in giving me notice of 
your determination, but I admire at your usurpation of an 
authority which did not belong to your predecessor, nor to 
yourself and successors, viz., to appoint vicars in any place 
under the English Government. You have made a wrong 
account, and if you would reckon right, must begin again. 
In this case I ought to deal plainly with you, that no foreign 
Episcopal authority can be admitted within tho limits of our 
jurisdiction, and that you are not Governor or Bishop of 
Cuddalore no more than of Madras. But as your rev* rence 
is Bishop or Governor of Meliapore, I congratulate your 
accession to that authority, and desire and embrace^your 
friendly and neighbourly correspondence ; in pursuance of 
which I acquaint your reverence that I have cletermined to 
permit Padre Gulielmus a Talle, of the order of thcTheatinea 
to reside at Cuddalore in the room of Padre Don John De 
Clerici deceased. 1 am your friend and servant Nathaniel 
Higginson."

quill. This was adopted as tho crest of the Shameer family, 
and is carved all their tombstones, lie had throo sons,

James Paiva or Pavia is mentioned as "married v in a list of 
freemen living in Fort St. George in 1CH0.

Mndain llieroninia Pavia is always 
called a Portuguese Jewess. She lies buried at the Cape 
of Good Hope, beside her child Charles Yale, styled son of 
the former Governor of Madras, and it is recorded on her 
tombstone that the mother came from India to be bnried 
by her little one's side, anno 1712. (Pennant's Tour in 
Wales 1. 401.) Klihu Yale occupied with this lady and 
Mrs. Nicks one of the old houses which may still be seen on 
the bank of the (.'0011111 between Government House and the 
General Hospital. The houses stand hick from the little 
frequented road which i nns through Napif r Park and along 
tho side of the river to Chintadripet Bridge.

Promoting Christian Knowledge. We will not only ho ready 
to adjust them with the power yon liavo given us, but also 
with our purses ; and do not doubt but many of our 
inhabitants will do the same, if the perM>ns they send out 
are of tempers and qualifications lit for the undertaking. 
But wo hope they will be English and not foreigners. The 
Danish missionaries have not wanted for our assistance on 
all occasions, though >\e must still continue of opinion that 
they spend a great deal of the Society's money to little or no 
purpose ; and though there may be some good men among 
them there is one very turbulent person, of whose principles 
you may please to judge by his contriving the escape of 
Mr. Abendana's widow from her creditors here to Tranquebar 
and marrying her though u .lew to a Christian by tho way." 
The turbulent missionary was probably J. G. Bovingh, 
whoso acts and whose books troubled Fonger a great deal 
in writing his History of the Tranquebar Mission. 

Here lieth the body of Abraham Salomons. His diligence, 
industry, honesty and punctuality in all his dealings justly- 
gained him tlie reputation of a good merchant; his 
courtesy and benevolence to all degrees of mankind made him 
to be both beloved and respected. After a course of six 
years residence in this place, he departed this life on the 
v June of tho vear mdccxlv of the Christian iKra.

This slab was found at Messrs. Arbutlmot's Cement Works, 
Perambore, and is now in tho Museum Gardens. The inscrip- 
tion is most difficult to decipher, and sovorai lines aro not 
readable. The stone stands in two pieces, tho upper portion 
containing tho Greek words. Its interest lies in the fact of its 
being the only Greek tombstone found in South India. It is 
eonsidorably more ancient than any of the Greek monument* 
in Calcutta. Tho oldest epitaph there written in Grook dates 
from 1777, August f>th, and commemorates Alexander 
Argcry, of Phillipopolis, the Arabic interpreter of Cudbert 
Thornhill, who built a church for his countrymen in gratitudo 
for his sufe return from so many voyages. Another Greek 
monument of 1 820 is to be found at Benares with these words: 
"The stranger Demetrius Galanus the Athenian to the 
stranger Peter Federoff, the llussian." Galanus died May 
3rd, 1833, and is buried in Calcutta.

The omperinl trophies of the success 
EfvAL Draper anrl ! of the British arms at Maxilha aro erected by an order of 
Admiral Counisit. : Council in honour of tho bruvory of the land and sea forces 
on that expedition under the command of Brigadier General 
Duapek and Rear Admiral Cornish. Manilha taken by 
Storm October vi, mikclxh. 

This stone originally stood in tho Arsenal, where a number 
of trophies wore urraugod round it in a semicircle. It is 
now in tho compound of tho Madras Museum. Sir William 
Draper (1721-1787; erected a cenotaph on Clifton Downs 
near his house to tho memory of the officers of his Regiment 
who foil in tho Carnatic and in Manilla. As several members 
of Draper's Kogiment lie buried in South Indian graveyards, 
tho inscription finds plate hero. Tho monument consists 
of a raised tomb supporting a large vase surmounted by a 
funereal urn. On tho side of the vase are tho following Latin 
verses which do credit to their author, who was an Etonian 
and a Follow of King's College, Cambridge : — 

Sisto gradum, m qua? ej»t Brit on um tibi cura, viator, 
SLsto gradum ; \acuo recolas inseripta sepulero 
Tristia fata virum, quos bellieus ardor Foum 
Proh dolor ! , haud unquam rediturus misit in orbem ; 
!Noo tibi sit lugere pudor, si forte tuorum 
Nomina sola leges, sod cum torraque mariquo 
Jnvictos heroum animos ct facta revolvas, 
Si patria> te tangat amor, si fttmu Britannum, 
Paice triumphales lacrvmis aspergere lauros.

And beneath on a tablet: Sacred to the memory of those 
departed warriors of the 7l)th Jlegimcnt, hy whoso valour, 
discipline and perseverance, tho 1'rench land forces in 
Asia were first withstood and repulsed ; the commerce of 
Great Britain preserved ; her settlements rescued from 
impending destruction. The memorable defence of Madras, 
the decisive battle of AVandewash, twelve strong and import- 
ant fortresses, three superb capitals, Arcot, Pondicherry, 
Manilla, and the Philippine* Islands, are lasting monuments 
of their military glory. Their generous treatment of a van- 
quished enemy exhibits an illustrious examplo of true forti- 
tude and moderation, worthy of being transmitted to latest 
posterity, that future generations may know humanity is 
the characteristic of British conquerors. " The sides of tho 
tabio are inscribed with tho names of tho officers of the 79th 
Regiment, who fell in Asia: "Field officers. 0. Brereton, 
J. More (buried at Gyretty near Chandcrnagore, 26th 
January 1785) ; Captains. Knutall, Stewart, Wingfield, 
Delaval, Chieholm (buried at Cuddalore, 14th July 1761), 
Chcshyre, Uphold, Strahan, Muir, Moore ; Lieutenants. Whaley, G. Browne (buried at Pullalore, 
North Arcot, 27th August 1781), Hopkins, Bobinson, T. Browno, L( Grand, Winchelsea, Boston, 
Campbell, Fryer, Turner, Bichbell, Bouehier, Busteed, Hardwicko; Ensigns. Collins, Vaslette, 
LaTour, Horler, MaoMahon : Surgeons. Smith, Atlierton.'' At the ends of the tomb in small oval 
tables aro these words: " Siege of Madras raised, February 17th 17ol); Con jeveram taken by 
storm, April 13th 1759; Battle of AYandewash gained, January 22nd 17t,0 ; Arcot recovered, 
February 10th 1760 ; Corh-al taken, April oth 17G0; tho lines of Pondicherry stormed, September 
10th 1760 ; Pondicherry surrendered, January 16th 1761 ; Manilla taken by storm, October 6th."

Major-General Sin Thomas Munro, Bart., and k.c.b., Governor 
of Madras, (lied at Putticondah on the 6th July 1827 and 
was interred at Gouty on the 7th idem. His remains were 
afterwards removed to the seat of Government, and deposited 
in St. Mary's Church, Fort St. George. 

Munro died of cholera while on tour in his beloved Ceded 
Districts. The story goes that shortly before his death ho 
was riding through a pass in the ghauts and imagined 
that ho haw a garland of flower* stretched across the valley. 
This optical delusion is believed by the natives to have been 
a presentiment. 

At Pattikonda Government constructed a tope and tank to his 
memory ; and at Gooty is the Munro choultry, within which 
hangs an engraving of Slice's full length portrait, copies of 
which also adorn the cutcherries at Bellary and Cuddapah. 
Munro was known in tho Ceded Districts under the appel- 
lation ol tho Father of the People; and in the village of 
Iklluguppa, Hayadrug taluk, Bellary district, tho eldest sons 
of a shepherd's family were till recently named after him 
Munrolappa. Many local ballads were composed hi his 
honour, some of which are still sung.

This monument was erected by tho British officers of the 
garrison of Veil ore, as a tribute due from them to tho memory 
of their late worthy "Paymaster John Wynch, Esq., sincerely 
ami universally regretted, aged 40 years. 

An enormous peepul tree grows in the enclosure of this tomb. 
Wynch was a member of tho Civil Service which ho joined 
as writer in 1772. 



Colonel Rojjeut Salk, who commanded this garrison, aged 64 
years. Exemplary private worth and distinguished public 
integrity characterized the tenor of his actions. His long and 
useful life was a continued blessing to his family, of advantage 
to society and of benefit to his country in the practice of every 
rule of active benevolence. 



According to tho Bengal Obituary <k »Sir!Rol ,|, rt Sale, tho hero 
of .lellalabad was the son of Colonel Sale, one of the lighting* 
Colonels of the East India Company. Jle was, wo believe, 
engaged in a sortie from Velloro when his gallant eon was 
born, which event took place on tho 2nd September 1782. 
Ilis father was a Yorkshireman ; his mother a Kentish woman 
ami daughter of Commodore ttoynes, who was lost with 
his ship in tho West Indies." In the Dictionary of National 
Biography the name is given as H»rvy Brine, Esq., of 
Buckden, Huntingdonshire, and tho date of birth as 19th 
September 1782. KlovPiitia Lady Sale was the daughter of 
George Wynch, a Madras civilian and grand daughter of 
Alexander Wynch, Governor of Fort St. George in 1773. She 
married Sir Bobert Sale, when a Captain in the 12th Toot, 
May UUh, 1801), at Mangalnro (see No. i)7S>).

corporal in the 73 rd Regiment, son t«i L'obert Donn, tho 
famous Highland bard, whose singular talent for the beauti- 
ful and extemporaneous composition of Gaelic poetry was 
held in such esteem by tho Highland Society. The son of 
the bard frequently revived tho drooping spirits <f lu* 
countrymen upon the march, by singing in a pleasant manner 
tho humourous and lively productions of his father. Ho was* 
killed by a cannon ball, on tho 13th January 1782 and on the 
same evening was interred at Velloro by his disconsolate- 
comrades with all the honours of war.*' (Narrative of the 
Military operations on the Coromandel Coast, by Junes- 
Munro, Esq., Captain in the lato 73rd or J-ord Maclecd's 
Regiment of Highlanders, 1789.)

Bull, who was engaged to he married, 
had refused to join the moss, and tho Irish officers of the 
regiment, had drawn lots as to which of them was to call 
him out. Sandys and Yeaman, his second, were tried for 
murder at Madras and acquitted, but Huhsecjuoiitly cashiered 
by Court-martial for conspiracy against Captain Hull's life, 
together with a third brother officer, it is noteworthy that 
Bull was gazetted as having li resigned " on the 7th of June, 
tho' he died on tho ."ith of thuf in nth. The commission was 
given out of the Regiment, hy purchase, t<> Lieutenant J. 
Young of the 8th Light Pragoous. Possibly the purchase- 
money was secured for the family of Captain Bull. Tho 
records ot the Court-martial on this case are to be seen at 
Fort St. George, Madras. A detailed account of the duel will 
b*» found in Carey's * Good Old Days of John Company 
Vol. II, paeo 89, «nd in the Memoirs of George Elers, 
Captain in tho '2th Foot. 

St. John Fancourt, Lieutenant-Colonel of U.M.'s 34th 
Eegiment, aged ')7 years. Commandant of Vellore, who 
was killed while gallantly defending the Garrison in the 
mutiny of the sepoys on the 10th July 1806. 

His widow escaped by hiding with her children in a fowlhouso. 
Her narrative was published in tho * ' Plain Englishman," 
1821, a popular work edited by Edward Huwke I.ocker (at 
the time a naval officer at Madras, afterwards Commissioner 
of Greenwich Hospital) and Charles Knight. It is quoted 
in MacFarlane's " Indian Empire." Mr. A. F. Cox, in the 
District Manual, follows the a« count given by Captain 
Blakiston in his '* Military Adventures under Wellington." 
Wilson's " History of the Madras Army " reprints the 
evidence of officers takfii at the time. 

Charles Armstrong, a Major in the service of the Honorable 
East India Company. While journeying to Madras, in tho 
immediate hope of returning to his native country, he waa

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barbarously murderod near this place on tho 10th July 1806. 
Possessing unbounded benevolence and every quality of the 
soldier, he was endeared to tho array in which he served and 
had acquired numerous friends. The mouument is humble, 
but the record is true. 

According to tho District. Manual, page 84, " Major Armstrong 
was passing outside the Fort, in a palanquin, when he heard 
tho sound of fire-arms. Alighting, h« advanced to tho crest 
of the glacis, and asked what the firing meant. The answer 
was a volley tired by some mutineers on tho ramparts, which 
killed liim on tho spot."

( )'Keilly (nil of the 23rd N. 1.) ami Lieutenant Smart (1st N.I.) 
were :ilso killed by tho mutineers; but no monuments to 
their memory are discoverable. Tho following account of 
the mutiny is given in L. J. Trotter's " History of India " : — 
" In the early morning of the 10th July tNi>6, the two native 
regiments ar. Vellore i one of which had been largely recruited 
from the ranks of Tippoo's army) rose in sudden mutiny, 
attacked the European barracks, where some 370 men of the 
i>\)t\\ Foot (the present 2nd battalion of the Welsh Rogiment) 
were still sleeping, poured volley after volley into their 
helpless victims, and shot down thirteen officers coming out 
from their rooms. Happily lor the survivors, holp was soon 
to reach them iu their desperate noed from tho garrison of 
Areot, eight miles off. At the head of a squadron of his 
Itfth Dragoons and a few galloper guns, Colonel Gillespie 
(afterwards Sir H.E.Gillespie and killed in 1814 before 
the hill-fort of Katanga on the Nepalese frontier) rode at 
his best pace to the scene of massacre, blew open the gate of 
the fortress and with the help of thoso inside dealt heavy 
destruction on the mutim ers, hundreds of whom were shot, 
sabred or taken prisoners. Of the 69th, however, ninety-five 
men and officers lay dead and ninety-one wounded. Lord 
William Bentinek, Governor of Madras, was summarily 
ordered home without a hearing : but the real culprit was 
Sir John Oraddoek, the Commander-in-Chief, who had 
issued a srt of orders regarding uniform, which the sepoys 
chose to regard as a wilful attempt to tamper with the creed 
and customs of their raeo. They were forbidden to wear 
earrings on parade, and were ordered to shave their ohins 
and exchange their turbans for a kind of shako. The spirit 
of distrust and disaffection engendered by these orders was

On one «»f the sides of n fine granite tomb are carved very 
clearly the family armorial bearings of the deceasod 
Escutcheon with four quarterings, (1) a cat rampant, (2) a 
hand holding a glove, ^3)ui lion, and (i) a quaint old 
Viking's ship in full mil, with th« motto of the Mackintoshes 
Touch not the cat but (i.e., without; a glovo." Those are 
also the anus of the clan Chattaii, and the Macphorso.-is, and 
figure on the brass of Sir Herbert Macpherson, V.O. (No. 
38(5). 

Lakk Torreano Boyes, Ensign, 10th M.[., seventh son of 
dipt. William Boyes of the 76fch Regt., bora at sea h'th March 
1807. This monument was orectc I by his brother Capt. 
John Monsou Boyes of the 38th N.[. 

Sacred to the memory of James Stephen Ltshington, Esq., 
Bengal Uivil Service, private Secretary to his father, the Right 
Hon'ble Stephen Rumbold Lushington, Governor of Madras. 
In firmness of principle, in gentleness of disposition, in power 
of intellect, none exceeded the deceased. Through tho wholo of 
his short and brilliant career, his great ambition was tho public 
good, and the promiso of excellence so early developod, made 
his loss more deeply deplorable. He died at Laulpet (near 
Arcot) after a lingering and painful illuess, aged 28 years. 

At the foot of this tomb is an inscription to Stephen Rumbold 
Lushington, an infant son of Charles May Lushington, C.S., 
youngor brother of the Governor of Madras, who died at 
Vellore on May 1 7th, 1832, aged 2 yoars. A statue of James 
Lushington by Flaxman has been erected in St. George's 
Cathedral, Madras. He accompanied Bishop Hober from 
Allahabad to Luckuow during his tour in 1824 (see No. 402). 

Lieutenant B. B. Boyd, late of the Madras Engineers, aged 18 
yoars and one month, who was accidentally killed whilst zeal- 
ously superintending operations on the Palar bridge near 
Vellore. Erected by tho officers of his corps. 
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According to a correspondent, who was living in tho district at 
tlio time, tho deceased in his anxiety to havo the arch com- 
pleted < n a certain date, and against tho advice of older 
heads, removt d tho centerings \nth a thick bamboo himself 
and was crushed under the damp mass of bricks and mortars.

Captain Henry Douglas Hart, 39th Regiment, Madras N.I., 
aged 36 years, who died at Vcllore by ihe hand of a fanatia 
sepoy assassin on the l^tli Novembor 1858. 

1 his officer was shot;, while studding on the steps of the lato 
Gcueral Ottlcy'.* bungalow, by a sepoy who stood on the 
ramparts of the Fort. The cause of the attack is not known. 
The sepoy is said to have stood on the ramparts, thieatening 
the house refcrr« d to, the inmate of which, a lady, had gone 
to Captain Hart for help ; he, returning with her to investi- 
gate, was shot on alighting from his carriage. A correspond- 
ent, who was living near Velloie at tho time, gives the 
following account of the occurrence On the night in 
question thu sepoy who Mas on guard at the Mag Staff 
bastion, in the Forr, fired off his musket. The Jail, in those 
days, was in the Fort near the Flag Staff. Old Serjeant 
Stafford, the Jailor, hearing the report, went out to enquire, 
and was shot dead. The sepoy then, by some n enns, fonl or 
fair, managed to pass the sentries, and made ior the officers'' 
lines. Captain llnit happened to be the fir«?t officer driving 
to the scene of mischief, and was unexpectedly met by the 
sepoy near tho Comurissatiat Office, and shot in his phcoton. 
A strong guard with other officers had by this time turned 
out, and the sepoy placed himself on the Mahomedan 
Saint's tomb situated < n the south-east glacis of the Fort. 
Here he threatened either to "do " for the rest, or die, when 
asked to lay douu his u>uif and sunendcr. The officer in 
charge seems 'o have known that the sepoy was able to 
dcfeul himself w i 1 1 1 bayonet only, and so closed on the villain 
with drawn swoiv, disarmed and made him a } risoner. 
"When his ammunition pouches were examinee, it, t\a- found 
that there was enough ball ammunition to have done a deal 
more mischief, but. i (it a single cap. He had dropped them 
out of tho cap* pouch, which he left open, while running- 
about. He w as handed over to, and tiied and tentenced by 
the civil authoiities, mid was hanged on the plain between 
the Fort and the maiket. (Mr. LeFanu's note.)

A tribute of friendship to the memory of Lieut. Thomas 
Munko, late of the 4th European Battalion, who died at 
Arnee oii the — day of June 1789, aged 28 years. 

It is singular that thero should have been at one timo two sub- 
alterns in the Madras Army, named Thomas Munro. The 
famous Sir Thomas Munro, born May 27th, 1761, was of the 
saniB age as the officer who lies here and was himself present 
at tho battle of Arnee, Juno 2nd, 1782. He had landed at 
Madras, January 15th, 1780, after working his way out as an 
ordinary seaman on board the WalpoU. Next year ho com- 
menced his military career under Coote. A memorandum of 
his services written by himsolf is among his papers and will 
be found in the appendix to Bradshaw's 44 Lifo of Munro." 
He was quarterod successively at Madura, Tan j ore, Fort St. 
George, Kasimkota near Vizagapatam, and Vellore.

A civil servant, and at the time of his death Paymaster to the 
Army. He married Miss Frances Mary Dormond, June

This monument, sacred to the memory of Colonol Henry 
Hervey Aston, is erected by the Officers of His Majesty's 
12th Regiment of Foot, as a lasting testimony of the Honor 
and Respect in which they held his charactor when alive. He 
died in tho command of the Hegiment at Arnoo, in the 
37th year of his age. 

Lamented shade ! pupil of spotless truth, 
First in the ranks of honor's ardent youth, 
Thy generous soul, magnanimous in death, 
stamps on our hearts who caught thy latest breath 
Our country's loss. But while we mourn tho doom 
That sinks untimely Aston to the tomb 
The worth to which we consecrate this grave 
Shall waft thy spirit to the good and brave. 

Colonel Aston is said to havo been a noted duellist, and an 
unerring shot. Mortally wounded in this, his last duel, he is 
said to have fired in the air, exclaiming " my last act shall 
not be ono of revenge." and it is to this circumstance that the 
words "magnanimous in death" in the above inscription 
allude. A member of the family states that another Hervey 
Aston, brother of the above, distinguished himself aB a 
duellist during the occupation of Paris (1815) when the 
French firo eaters were continually picking quarrels with the 
officers of the allied Armies. (Mr. LeFanu's note.) The 
Asiatic Annual Register adds that the decensod was " a man 
well known in the first circles of fashion in England and 
the friend and companion of the Prince of Wales, to whom 
he had been recommended by the generosity of his heart, 
no less than by the elegance and urbanity of his manners."

CEMETERY WITHIN THE PORT, ARSEE—cont. 

From the Memoirs of Captain George Elers of the 12th Foot, 
we learn that Major Allon, the Paymaster, was Astoa's anta- 
gonist. " He never held up his head afterwards and died in 
less than three months of a raging fever.' ' Major Picton, 
a brother of Sir Thomas Picton, the Waterloo hero, had 
" called out " Aston on the previous day. His pistol missed 
fire and the Colonel fired in the air. Both Majors were tried 
by Court-martial and admonished. 

A tribute to the memory of Lieutenant Donald D. Macallum 
of His Majesty's Scotch Brigado, who died at Arnee, July 
1799, aged 22 years. 

The inscription is cut in mortar and is almost illegible. 

Here lieth the body of Jeromana Smaasen, the wife of John 
Smaasen, who departed this life in the 48th year of her age. 
An affectionate wife and tender mother who has left a family 
ever to regret the loss of her. 

John Smaasen was Assistant Surgeon to the Regiment 
de Meuron, who were quartered at Arnee after taking 
part in the sioge of Soringapatain. Colonel Pierre Frederick 
do Meuron was in command, with two Lieutenant-Colonels, 
J. P. de Meuron Bullot (No. 233) and Henry David de 
Meuron (see No. 2249). 

Captain Thomas Wood, aged 29 years. 
He was in the Engineers. 

Minerva, wifo of Lieutenant R. Waters, aged 17 years. 

She was a Danish lady, a Miss Miihldorff, marriod October 26th, 
1813. Her husband died at Sankaridroog, June 18th, 1820, 
agod 28 years (soo Nos. 1685 and 17-14).

ARNEE FORT. 

Sacred to the memory of Colonel Robert Kelly, who departed 
this life in the vicinity of Arnee, September 29th, AJD. 
1790, art. 52. This monument was erected by Lieut.-Col. 
Urban Vigors, as a mark of respect for a gallant soldier. 

This is an imposing masonry column, about 65 feet high, 
situated in the old parade ground in the Fort. It is in good 
order and the inscription is quite clear. The ball on the top 
of tho ( olumn fell off some years ago. Col. Kelly was 
killed in a duel in a field near Arnee by Lt.-Col. Vigors. 
Tradition has it that, on Colonel Kelly's appointment to 
command, Colonel Yigors spoke of him as an " old woman " to 
his wife, who repeated the remark to Mrs. Kelly, who insisted 
upon Colonel Kelly obtaining ' satisfaction, ' with the above 
result. The story has been so handed down, and, in those 
days, it was nothing extraordinary that life should be lost 
for such a trifle. (Mr. LeFanu's note.)

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Urquhart euphemistically says " Ho died most suddenly in 
camp at Arnee." His relict Miriam died at an udvanoed 
agt« at St. Thomas' Mount, May 28th, 1887, and her tomb was 
erected by her only surviving child Myra Tayntou, widow of 
the lato Lieutenant-Colonel John Taynton of tho Madras 
Establishment. In Wilson's " History of tho Madras Army " 
(ii. 199) Colonel Kelly is described as "an ablo and dis- 
tinguished officer who had seen much service. When a 
captain he commanded the 9th battalion, which is still known 
by his name." In 1775, at Palamcottah, he tried his native 
commandant for mutiny and blew him from a gun. At the 
time of his death ho was in command of tho centre army 
of the force then being gathered to oppose Tippoo. Tho 
2 1st battalion, which formed part of tho centre army, was 
coinmandod by Captain (not then Colonel) Urban Vigors. 
This officer took a gallant part in the siege of Seringapatam 
and afterwards commanded the Hyderabad Subsidiary Force. 
He died April 1 1th, 1815, in England. 



WANDIWASH. 

Mr. LeFanu writes as follows " This Fort, immortalised by tho 
unflinching valour of the illustrious, but neglected, Flint, 
contains the graves of many brave officers and men. The only 
tomb now tracoable is a modest masonry construction, on tho 
southern glacis of the Fort, cast of the road leading to tho 
gateway. Its tenant has not been identified. Tho nearest 
conjecture is that it shelters the remains of Major Brereton, 
mentioned below. There wore, until some few years back, 
two small masonry tombs 'of European officers, lying close 
beside each other % in a Hold, insido tho Fort, to " the right 
hand side after entering the gateway. They were, roughly 
speaking, about 80 yards north of the southern, and 50 yards 
west of the oastern rampart. Unfortunately, the site was 
ploughed over in recent years, a vandalism which did not occur 
in or after November 1S87. Although diligent search was 
made in and near the spot indieatod, no trace of these graves 
could be found, so well had the destroyer done his work. 
According to the veracious Ormo, Lieutenants Minns and 
Latour were killed, in an unsuccessful attack on tho Fort by 
the British, in 1759. On this occasion 70 rank and file also 
perished. Lieutenant Mainvillo and two Captains wore killed 
in September 1750. The Fort was captured by tho British in 
I November 1759, and, on thiH occasion, Lieutenant Robert 
Campbell of the Artillery porished. Major Brereton fell in 
an unsuccessful attack made on the Fort, by tho French, in 
January 1760. He was killed close to a retrenchment near 
a tank. On the same occasion threo French Officers were 
killed. The Chevalier Poete, Knijrht of Malta, is specially 
mentioned as having fallen iu January 1700."

A large octagonal mausoleum, with an iron door, contains two 
tombs, it is locally known as the Meeting of the Waters, 
and tradition has it that these are the graves of the first and 
second wives of Mr. Wators, Judge at Chittoor. The door 
being secured by three hoavy locks, it is not possible to see 
if the graves bear inscriptions. Popular belief amongst the 
natives adds that much valuable jewollery was buried with 
these ladies, and that more than one attempt was made to 
rifle their tombs. Tho two coffins are said not to be lying on 
the ground, but to hang suspended by chains from tbo roof. 
Mr. George Jenkins Waters was Judge of Chittoor from 
1823 to 1832 and was afterwards Third Judge of the Provin- 
cial Court. Ho may justly be called the Blue Beard of the 
Civil Service, for he had no less than six wives. The first 
died November 19th, 1823, name unknown ; the second, the 
daughter of W. Cooke, Collector of Chittoor, died March 
23rd, 1828, the third, Maria Frances Dobbs, died Ootober 
28th, 1831; the fourth, Harriet Eliza Cooke, died October 
13th. 1833, at Masulipatam ; the fifth, name unknown, died 
March 30th, 1867 ; the Bixth, a Miss Kobson, he married at 
Brighton, December 6th, 1871. Mr. Waters, who must have- 
been born about 1792, died February l*th, 1882, at Brighton. 
He was in the Civil Service from 1808 to 1847.

This monument 
is erected by the European Society at Chittoor, among whom 
he laboured. His piety, worth and talents need no memorial 
to immediate survivors ; but the coming age may regard with 
interest the graves of the earlier evangelists in this, at present, 
heathen land.

Son of Mr. John Cotton (1783-1860), long Collector of Tanjore 
and Chairman of the Court of Directors in the year of Lord 
Ellenborougb's recall. He was a celebruted sportsman and 
published in 1841 the well-known "Tale of a Tiger" 
illustrated by himself. He is also credited with designing 
the illustrations to F. W. N. Bayley's " New Tule of a Tub," 
but disclaimed them in a remarkable preface to his u Tale of 
a Tigor." 14 The first plate in Bayley's book with my name 
in the corner, I must disclaim in toto. The othors have a 
certain resemblance, but still tho actual designs aro no more 
mine than they are yours. I have no idea of being presented 
with a niche small or great in the temple of fame, and 1 could 
only compare the benevolent assistance of Messrs. Aubrey, 
Colnaghi, and Puckle to the vigorous but undesired aid I 
once received from two stalwart but breechloss Arabs in 
ascending the mausoleum of old Cheops. Fiat justitia is 
my motto, and I only desire that evry tub may stand on its 
own bottom. Arcot, June 7th 1841." The ThIo of a Tiger 
was translated into French in 1 852 by the abbe" do Savigny. 
There is a (inn monument by Weekes in Ranipet Church 
to Cotton's memory. It bears a portrait medallion of the 
deceased, whose mother was Sophia Charlotto Stedman, 
daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel John Gabriel Stedman, 
1744-1797 (see No. 346) Mr. John Cotton's son, grandson, 
and great grandson all entered the Indian Civil Service ; 
and his father Joseph Cotton (17-15-1825) was a Director 
of the E.I.C. from 1795 to 18:3 (see No. 1255). 

Edmund Charles Lovell, Esq., late Civil and Sessions J ndge, 
Chittoor, aped 45 years. 
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BANIPBT CEMETEBY. 

Haninot moans Queen's town. It was built about 1771 by Sadatulla Khan in honour of the youthful widow of 
Desing, Kajah nf (Jingee, who committed suttee upon her husband's grave. A favourite Telugu ballad describes 
how Dosing Jiajah refused to pay tribute to the Nabob and girt with a magic sword sallied out to fight him near 
Gingeo. Li' 1 at lirnt defeated the Malioimidaii troops, but the powers of his weapou were only to last for a short 
timo and when the Nabob rosumed the contest, Dosing, in spito of the utmost gallantry, was overcome and slain. 
Out of respect i'or his valour and his wife's dovotion, the Nabob founded a new village opposite to Aroot and 
named it ttutiipet. It was for many years a largo Cavalry Cantonment.

Misenor is a most appropriate name for a "country captain." 
His father John Misenor was in 1716 commander of the 
J'rinccaH Amelia. There ia a still more characteristic notice 
of another ancient mariner recorded by Asiaticus, but the 
tombstone is no longer extant. "Captain Androw Kerr, 
formerly of the country service but better known by the 
name of the old Commodore. Ho was born at Fort St. 
David about the year 1724, which placo he ilrst left in 
I7;i5 and went to England that year. He was a sensible 
old man of plain and blunt manners, strongly characteristic 
of his profession In his will ho directed his body to be 

. interred in a particular spot of t his garden, without ceremony 
or service. His coffin had lain for many years in his godown 
and was occasionally made use of as a liquor chest, or a 
rocoptaelo for horsogram. He died at Now Town, Cuddalore, 
in the mouth of March 1800, at the advanced age of 76 
years." Kerr was Captain of the Princes Royal lndiaman, 
which in 1770 brought out to Madras Charles Darke, grand- 
father of Lady Peel. Darkn'g wifo died at Trichinopoly, 
July 17th, 1707 (No. 1084).

mourning." A Mr. 1 )avid Ilali burton, C.S., gave valuablo in- 
formation about Olive and Indian affairs to Sir John Malcolm, 
when ho was writing Olive's memoirs. It was at Belsohos' 
house that tho Rev. Frauds Fordyeo, Military Chaplain of 
Cuddaloro, insulted Lieutenant Olive inDalton's hearing, and 
was caned by Olive publicly in tho street. Oharles Floyer, 
Governor of Fort St. David, instituted an enquiry on March 
3rd, 1749, which suspended Fordyce and recorded "lest tho 
same {i.e., tho assault) should bo to Mr. Clivo's prejudice, 
wo think it not improper to assure you that he is generally 
esteemed a very quiet person and no ways guilty of dis- 
turbances." Browning lias worked up this and another 
incident of Olive's factor-days into his poem ' 4 Olive" 
(Dramatic Idylls 1.880, second series) where his hero is 
described as a 4 • desk-drudge, slaving at St. David's/ ' 



Here lyeth tho body of Mrs. Mary Floyer, lately tho wife of 
tho J lon'ble Charles Floyer, Esq., President and Governor of 
this place. Sho departed this life in childbed, aged £9 years 
4? months and 26 days. 

On April 11th, 1717, Charles Floyer succeeded John ITinde as 
Governor of Fort St. David, which was tho chief English 
settlement during the occupation of Madras by the French 
from October 174(5 to August 1741) and continued to be the 
seat of government till April 0th, 1752. Floyer and Iloet 
were dismissed the service for gambling, .July 6th, 1750. 
Tho well-known incident in Give's life when he refused to 
pay money lost at tho card table to players, who wero proved 
to have cheated, occurred at Fort St. David. Olive was 
Deputy Governor of Fort St. David for two mouths in 1756 
and held that appointment at the time he fought tho battle 
of Plassey. Mr. Alexander Wyneh, who was acting for him, 
surrendered tho Fort to the French on June 2nd, 1758, so 
that Olive was its last substantial Deputy Governor, tho 
local officers after 1761 being styled chiefs of Ouddalore. 
In the annual list of covenanted civil servants sent to tho 
Court of Directors in 1757 appears the name of Colonel 
Kobert Clive as "Deputy Governor of Fort St. David, at 
present commander oi the troops in Bengal."

This singular insurrection proved to be 
a real crisis iu the history of Ouddalore. Henry Davenport 
i who had married Jinn* Chardin, niece of t he great traveller) 
was at once pent from Madras as Commissary to supersede 
Raworth, but " finding- the whole garrison debauched 
from their duty, excei>t old Cajjtuin Hugonin and some othei 
officers which were confined beforehand " was forced to retire 
ignominiously. IS a worth held out for two months longer with 
130 men under arms, " of whom eighty Europeans, who seemed 
to be as stout men as any in the Company's service.' 1 
I )avcnport meanwhile possessed himself of Condapah choultn 
and TTorse-taillVmt, two strategic points, and was reinforced 
from Madras by the 'President, Kev. Mr. Stevenson, Lieu- 
tenant I touch. Messrs. Theobalds, Jlulkley, Maubert, 
. Nanney, Laugher, Turner and Itichardson. This extra- 
ordinary affair ended by Jtuworth's escaping- to Pondieherry 
through the good offices of Governor Dulivier. He even- 
tually reached France and died in Paris, just as the Director* 
of the Company were preparing to prosecute him in England, 
En the consultations of May 12th, 1705, the name of Serjeant 
Hugonin occurs as having been promoted to lie Ensign ol 
a Company in Fort St. George, together with one Serjeant 
Dixon, a .(.toman Catholic, who apparently turned Protestant 
iu order to obtain his commission. Another Francis Hugonin 
was the gunner of Fort St. George, who fired a salute of nearly 
1,000 guns at the proclamation of the Firman granted hy 
Ferooksecr, on the -Jlth July 1717, the day concluding with 
" tubs of punch and a bonfire at night and abundance ol 
firework* upon the island l»y the black merchants."

Bcrna- 
dotte, then ii young French serjoant, was wounded and taken 
prisoner, together with the Chevalb r de Damas, who led the 
attack end was inoonsolahlo because he was unwounded. 
Colonel Wangenheim, commander of the Hanoverian troops 
in the English service, was struck by the \ouiig Serjeant's 
appearance and treated him kindly until his recovery and 
release. Many years later when Napoleon's army under 
Bernadotte enterod Hanover, Wangenheim among others 
attended tho victor's loveo and was at once recognised by 
his old acquaintance. Wilks recounts the incident in his 
" Historical Sketches of the South of India," wiumo II, 
pages 442-3. He ontered the army as cadet in 1782 and 
probably had the story from Wangenhoim himself.

Beneath this stone are deposited the remains of Hamilton 
Maxw ell, Esq., son of Sir William Maxwell, of Monreath, 
Bart.) Aid-de-Camp to tho King and Lieutenant-Colonel of 
His Majesty's 74th (Highland) Regiment of Foot, who died 
universally regretted by all who knew him at the house of his 
friend, John Kon worthy, Esq., at New Town in the 40th 
year of his age. In testimony of the affection they boro that 
gallant commander, and as a tribute to his talents and many 
virtues, this monument is erected by the officers of the 74tn 
Regiment. 

He commanded with great renown the grenadiers of the army 
under Lord Coruwallis during the first Mysore campaign and 
led the left division at the attack on Soringapatam in. 1792. 
Mr. Kenworthy at whose house he died was Commercial Resi- 
dent at Cuddalore and himsolf died at Madras, July 24th, 1812, 
whon Senior Member of the Board of Trade.

Sacred to the memory of Ernest William Fallowpield, Esq., 
Senior Merchant in the 1 1 on'ble Company's Civil Service of 
the Madras Establishment, who departed this life at Pondi- 
eherry, aged G4 years 1 1 months and 27 days. Mr. Fallowfield 
entered the Civil Service of this establishment in the year 1767 
and passed through tho different ranks of it with distinguished 
ability, diligence and integrity. He at different times filled 
tho important situations of Chief at Cuddalore, Resident at 
Nagore, Negapatam and Karical, Collector of the revenue of 
tho country of Tan j ore, Member of the Council of Fort St. 
George, Magistrate and Collector of Pondieherry and 
Cuddalore, and lastly a Member of the Board of Trade. In 
his manners he was reserved and modest, but warm and 
affectionate in his feelings. To all the above situations, he 
was called by Government without solicitation on his part, 
and ho quitted none of them without begetting the esteem of 
all with whom he was connected in office. His excellent 
understanding was equal to any duty, and the mildness and 
urbanity of his manners, made every discharge of duty facile 
to himself and satisfactory to others. To thee, roader, he has 
left these virtues, for thy imitation. 

Ho was ono of the Members of Council who tigned the despatch 
to the Court of Directors, dated ]\lay 11th, 1799, announc- 
ing the fall of Soringupatam. It was receivod per Sarah 
Christiana, September 13th, 1799. 'J he other signatories 
were Mornington, Olivo and W. Petrio.

Having been appointed to labour among ithc heathen, and 
native Christians in this diocese (then only an archdeaconry), 
he labored for a short time at Tan j ore and since 1834 in.

Tho deceased and two brother officers were blown up in a 
battery, which they had vainly reported to be unsafe. Do 
Morgan's hoad is said to have boon completely severed from 
his body by tho explosion. He was au artillery officer and 
tho only surviving son of John DeMorgan (No. 1012), ono of 
whose daughters married an lanes (see No. 288). Augustus 
Df Morgan married Christina, daughter of the Ho v. G. H. 
Conrad ITiittemann, a Tranojiohar Missionary (1728*1781) 
and Iviern an dor's assistant at Cuddalore, where bo died tho 
year before tho town fell into the hands of the French. Mrs. 
DeMorgan died at Ganjam in 1771 (No. 1124). They had 
throe sons. The eldest, (ieorgfi Augustus, born at Velloro 
1771, entered the Madras Cavuliy and was killed iu an action 
against Tippoo's troops at Amboor in 1702. Edward died an 
infant.

Sacred to the memory of William Strvkks, Esq., Major in the 
East India Company's service and Chief Engineer at tho 
siege of Pondicherry, who was unfortunately killed by a 
cannon ball. lie was a gallant soldier and an honest man, 
justly esteemod while living, sincerely regretted now dead. 
This* monument was erected by Major Goncral Sir Hector 
Mnnro, k.h., as a token of his regard and esteem. 

Major Stevens was wounded in the advanced batteries of the 
south-west attack and died the same evening. General 
Monro, the hero of Huxhv, had laid siege to Pondicherry on 
Iho 8th August 1778, with an army of 10,500 men, of whom 
1,500 were Europeans. On the 10th of tho sa;cae month 
Admiral Kdward Vernon with four ships fought an indecisive 
'battle in tho roads with five French ships under M.Tronjoly, 
who some days later sailed away ami left the town to its fate. 
After a gallant defence. M. do Hellecombe, the Governor, 
surrendered the town on the 1 Sth of October. Artielo I of the 
capitulation runs : " J. a belle defense faite par lo Maj. Gen. 
de Hellecombe ot sa garnison exige avec raison toutes les 
marques d'honncur. ( "est pourquoi il est peimis a la garnison 
do sortir avec les honneurs de la guerre. Arriveo sur le 
glacis, cllo mettra scs amies on faisceaux par commaiidomont 
do sos propres oHiciers et les y laisseraavoe les tambours, 
canons ot mortiers. 11 est permis a tons los officicra en 
general do garder leurs armcs, tt sur la requisition particulicre- 
du General de Bellocombe, le regiment de Pondichery gar- 
dera ses drapeaux."

1 The muster roll contains an even 
more interesting name, " Hniras, chasseur an regiment de 
Puiulichery." Chasseurs ranked below sub-lieutenants and 
were of the grade of eleves-oificiers. Barms was born Juno 
30th, 1755, and entered the L'lngucdoc Regiment at tho age of 
lti. lie then received a commission in the Regiment do 
Pondichery, and asked to he sent out to his kinsman M. de * 
C'hahrilhme, Governor of the Isle de France. On his way ho 
stopped at tho Cape of Good Hope where ho met Captain 
Cook, il who welcomed in© in kindly fashion and I came very 
near accompanying him to austral lands. 1 * At Port St. Louis 
ho learnt that the Kuglish wcro making great designs on 
French India and obtained permission to join his regiment 
at Pondicherry. On the fall of tho town ho becamo a pri- 
soner on parole in Madras and I'oonamallee, which he spells 
Pont Damale. Hurras' subsequent rise to prominence during 
iho French Revolution is well known. La loi du 3 Ventoso 
Pan 111 destined him to return to India with two other com- 
missain-s, Le Tourneur (do la Maucho) and Armand (de 
la Mouse): lut tho party never started.

Company of 2 ith Regt., N.L, and 200 Sappers and Miners. 
It marched on the 1st April from Hosakota to Sanivarsante. 
On passing tho Coorg boundary at the river Ilemavati, the 
enemy's advanced posts had retreated and no molestation 
wns offered until tho force reached Kodlipet, where an 
armed body of 200 men occupied an entrenched high ground, 
but on their flanks being turned they speedily fell back, and 
the advanced guard of the English encountered only one 
more slight opposition at Mudravalli, which was as speedily 
overcome.

following day, when they were to] join tho Kastern column 
at Ilaringi. Thoy had scarcely proceed a few hundred 
yards beyond their encamping ground, when they found 
the road blockaded with felled trees, which rondered their 
progress exceedingly difficult and slow. As the column 
approached a village in a wood near the base of the paws in 
which the enemy's principal position was situated, a feeble 
lire was opened, which was readily sileneod. But the 
stockade, known as the Buck Stockade, was exceedingly 
strong; outside, protected by thick bamboos and trees and 
surrounded with a deep ditch, and inside, built of mud walls 
faced with stones and pierced with innumerable loop holes 
which commanded tho approaches in every direction. Tho 
intrepid Coorgs who held it were commanded by Madanta 
Appachu (the late Head Shoristadar who died in 1876), a 
line old Coorg, of tall stature and martial bearing, who 
ever since the British accession was a most loyal and devoted 
servant of Government. Determined to carry it by assault 
as the stockade barred their advance, the troops under 
Major Bird of tho i.Ust Light Infantry as tield officer of 
tho day attempted every means of attack for four hours 
and a half, during which they were, exposed to a most severe 
and raking lire ; but in vain. A misdirected Hank movement 
of II. M. 55th liegt. under Colonel Mill proved equally un- 
successful. Colonel Mill (see No. 350) was shot dead on 
the spot, likewise Ensigns Robertson of tho 0th N.I. and 
Babington of the ttlst N.L In this most unfortunalo affair 
about 48 were killed, including the 3 officers, and 118 
wounded." 

Captain W. G. T. Lewis, ^>th L'egl., N.I., mid Deputy Assist- 
ant Adjutant-General at Bcllarv, who died of cholera at 
Kodmioor with the field force under Major-General Wilson, 
c.b., leaving a deeply afflicted but resigned widow to mourn 
his loss.

Ho was the twiu son of John Uorsley, M.C.S., 1817-51. Tho 
murder took place in the whist room of the present Bellary 
Club, then a private house, into which the deeeasod and 
his younger brother, W. l>. Horsley, a student at college, 
had recently moved. The situation was lonely, the house 
standing-hy itself and being commanded on three sides by 
hills. On the night of the July 4th, at about half past twelve, 
Air. Ralph Horsley was heard to call to his servants sleeping 
in the verandah, and was found a few minutes later lying dead 
in his writing room, which opened out of the bed room. An 
office box was then mit-sing from its usual place under the 
cot, and was subsequently discovered broken open on the 
rocks some 300 yards away, tho only object stolen being the 
silver luindle of a seal. On an examination of tho deceased's 
body, it was seen that the wound, a stab in the back, must 
have been sufficient to cause instantaneous death. No trace 
of the 'murderers was discoverable 1 . The peons and servants 
had apparently heard nothing to attract their attention, 
although four of them were sleeping in the front verandah 
of tho house. An inquest was held and an exhaustive onquiry 
instituted by Air. 0. R. I'elly, the Collector, but the crime 
long remuinod a mystery. It seemed probable that robbery 
and not murder was the motive of tho intruders, and that 
Air. Horsley was stabbed while endeavouring to prevent tho 
theft of his month's pay. Several persons wero arrested at 
the time on suspicion, but were subsequently discharged. 
At last in 1864 a man, about to be hanged at Delhi for 
another crime, made a full confession of llorsley's murder, 
giving such details und so correct a description of the 
treasury then in the Port and of Horsloy's house that the 
Collector and Horsley's brother William had no doubt that 
his statement was true and had cleared up tho whole secret.

Under the wall at the East Fort Gate stands a tomb, said to 
cover the remains of a French Engineer. Tho tradition ifr 
that when Ilyder Ali took possession of Bellary from its 
Poligar in 1769, he employed the services of this man to 
build the upper and lower Fort, but at the completion of 
the work, hanged him near tho Fort Gate, because it was 
discovered that tho opposite rock was the higher and com- 
manded the Fort. A few y#>ars ago, when a now road 
leading to the gate was under construction, the Mahomedans

of Bellary made a successful appeal for the preservation of 
this grave, saying that it contained the remains of a saint 
of their own faith. The torn)) is certainly built in Mnssal- 
man fashion, and some doubt is thrown on the legend of the 
French Engineer's fate by the fact that a similar story is 
told of other fortresses built by Hydcr or Iub son. For 
instance, the tale connected with the fort at Ilosur in Salem 
. district may be cited. It runs as follows : Captain Hamilton 

I (or according to others Stevenson), a British officer, thou in 

captivity, is said to have been employed by Tippu Sultan to 
construct the fortifications, with the assistance of a midship- 
man, also a captive. Unfortunately, the position chosen 
happened to be overlooked by a neighbouring hill, and 
Tippu, on learning of this mistake, at onco issued orders 
for the execution of the two prisoners. The Englishmen 
had, however, during their stay at Ilosur, been on very 
friendly terms with the inhabitants of the place ; and so 
great was the sympathy evinced for them that no one 
could be found willing to put them to death, or even to 
lend a weapon for the purpose After much difficulty, 
the only implement that could be procured was a small 
shoemaker's knife, and with this instrument the prisoners 
were beheaded, Hamilton, stipulating that the younger 
man should die first. Tradition adds that, at the time 
of execution, a native 1 maistry, who had long worked under 
Hamilton, begged him to leave him some memento. 
Hamilton had nothing to give the man but an old pair of 
compasses. Some thirty years ago an English officer, while 
visiting Tlosur, was struck by observing a native carpenter 
at work with a pair of compasses (an unusual circumstance) 
and asked him where he had obtained them. The work- 
man answered that tjhe compasses were an heirloom in his 
family, and had been givon to one of his ancestors by some 
European officer, pointing in proof of his ussertion to the 
letters J. H . scratched on one side. The story goes on to say 
that in afield named by this workman, two skeletons were 
found, which bore marks of decapitation. It is a historical 
fact, as narrated in Thornton's " History of India," volume 
II,pages 439, 440, that Hamilton and two other prisoners were 
massacred at Hosur on the approach of Lord Cornwallis' 
army in 1791. A thrilling tale on this subject under the 
title of " a Pair of Compasses" appeared from the pen 
of Mr. D. S. Whito in the " Madras Athonannu " about 
the year 1875. It may be of interest to add that the 
bridge in Madras known as Barber's bridge was originally 
named Hamilton's bridge from the Engineer who built it. 
The natives called it Ambuton's bridge, and, in course of 
time, the name being supposed to he synonymous with 
" Ambattan,'* the Tamil word for a barber, the title was 
transferred into the present one of Barber's bridge.

The circumstances of his death are as follows : He lauded 
from England in May 1853, and, in the latter part of 1854, 
■was engaged in laying the Telegraph line from Bellary to 
Secunderabad. When on the point of ioining the working 
party, which was spanning the Tungabhadra River some

few miles above Hampasaugar. ho was attacked by cholera 
and died in the Hospot travellers' bungalow. Ho was a 
man of good birth, and closely connected with the family of 
Claverings in Durham, and had he lived a few months 
longer, would, it is said, have succeeded to a Baronetcy. A 
short time after his death, a Government enquiry was insti- 
tuted and a report sent in by Mr. Brunton, at that time 
Superintendent of Telegraphs. Mr. Jones was present at the 
time of tho death ; and Mr. 0. Dawson, lately store-keepor at 
Kurnool, was also a member of tho working party. An old 
man of the Kontva caste, who dug the grave, was alive at 
Hospot in 1894. According to him, four Europeans, who 
were staying at Hospot. went to Huligi (in the Nizam's 
dominions) to see tho shrine of the deity. While theje, one 
of the party was attackod by cholera, and returned to Hospet 
very ill. He died at one o'olock in the travellers' bun- 
galow and was buried in his hat and clothes under a 
banyan tree. Local rumour has it that ho tried to prevent 
tho hook-swiuging festival at Huligi, and was visited by the 
wrath of the goddess in consequence. In 1893 a slab was 
placed over the spot indicated by the grave digger, in an 
open piece of ground some 40 yards to the south of the 
. travellers' bungalow, beneath two banyan trees.

In memory of Brigadier General John Carnac, formerly Com- 
mander in Chief of the Forces in Bengal and afterwards 
second in Council at this Presidency, lie distinguished himself 
by the important victory gained over the Shahzaddah in tho 
year 1761, and in both stations his zeal for the public service, 
integrity and disinterested conduct were equally conspicuous. 
Ho died at Mangulore tho 20th Novomber 1800, aged 84 
years. 

His father was probably Captain Carnac or Canute, a Huguenot 
refugee, who diod in Dublin in 1756, aged 91. He had a 
broth or Seipio (untracod) and by a lirst marriage in India 
with a Miss Woolattcm (m. 1766, d. 1767) had an only son 
4< Master Bobby" who died in 1769 in London of a dose of 
physic given to him by Sutton, tho inoculator. As John 
Carnac was born soeiningly in 1714, he can hardly have been 
n son of the Peter Carnac, who m 1716 married at St. 
Anthoiins Adriana Lelante and was perhaps identical with 
the Peter Carnat from Meyrnis, naturalized in 1698. 

John Carnac commenced his military service in the 39th foot 
(Primus in Tndis) and being in India when that regiment 
was ordered home in 1758, was admitted into the Company's 
servico with the rank of Captain. In 1760 when a Major he 
succeeded Colonel John Caillaud in command of the army 
at Patna and on January loth, 1761, won an important 
victory near Bohar over tho imperial troops of Delhi and a 
"French contingent under M. Law, who, with fifteen officers 
and fifty of his men, was taken prisoner. The courtesy 
with which the captives were treated appears to have greatly 
impressed the natives, who had at that time but little acquaint- 
ance with European usages in war. Tho author of the Seir 
Mutakharin remarks upon this incident: "Nothing can be 
more modest or becoming than the behaviour of these 
strangers whether in the heat of battle or in tho pride of 
success." Carnac was appointed a Brigadier-General in Mmv 
1764. The following year he drove the Mahrattus across the 
Jumna. His name witli dive's is signed to the Allahabad 
treaty of August 16th, 1765. Keturning to England in 1767 
he was elected M.P. for Leominster. Four years later ho 
was again in India and rendered effective aid to Lord Clive 
in cjuoiliiig a mutiny of the English officers in Bengal. In 
1776 he was appointed Second Member of Council «t Bombay 
and successor to the chair. While still filling that office 
in 1778, he was named one of the civil committee with the 
army who early in the following year executed the unfortu- 
nate convention of Wargaum. For his participation in this 
affair he was dismissed the service, but remained in India 
till his doath. Wtien in Parliament he had married Miss 
Eliza Kivett, a celebrated court beauty and tho daughter of 
Mr. Thomas Rivett, M.P. for Derby. Her portrait was 
painted by Reynolds and now hangs in the Tate Collection. 
It is esteemed one of the finest of his works and an excellent 
engraving of it appears in the second volume of Mr. James 
Douglas' book on Bombay. Mrs. Carnac died at Broach, Janu- 
ary 18th, 1780, aged 2ft. Memorial tablets to herself and her 
husband wore erectod in Bombay Cathedral by Jamps Rivett, 
her brother, who arrived in India in 1776 and rose to be 
Member of the Bombay Council. He died in 1803, aged 43 
After his brother-in-law's death he had assumed the name 
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MANGA LORE CEMETERY— row/.

She was a Miss Proud, married April 19th, 1823, 

Sacred to the memory of the Honorable Michael Thomas 
Harris, second son of Lord Harris, and for many years 
Collector and Magistrate of Canara. Ho was born on the 
13th of September 1783, and departed this life on the 17th 
of May 1824, aged 40 years and 4 (sic) months universally 
respected and esteemed. 

Son of the first Lord Harris, Baron of Mysore and Seringa- 
patam (1746-1829;. His sister married S. R. Lushington, 
Governor of Madras from 1827 to 1832. His son George 
Anstiuther Harris joined the Madras Civil Service (1880-66) 
and was for several years Judge of Mangalore. The third 
Lord Harris, his elder brother's son, was Governor of Madras 
from 1*54 to 1859. Balmatta, the well-known hill in Manga- 
lore, is said by some to have named after the family seat in 
Kent " Belmont." It was formerly the Collector's residence 
and cutcherry, until sacked by the Coorg rebels in 1887. The 
house and grounds were subsequently made over to the Basel 
Mission by Mr. H. M. Blair, the Collector.

The Little Mount owes its nauie to the Portuguese, who, with a view to distinguish it 
from the Big Mount (St. Thomas' Mount) where tlmy had built a church on the Hill, culled the former " Monte 
Picano." The church contains a grave where St. Thomas is said to have suffered martyrdom, and visitors are also 
shown the print of his footsteps. There is a description of it in Milno Raw's •« Syriai/Church [ n Xntlin " (1892).

" This statue of Saint Thomas did Antonio Qonsalves? He Athaide 
make at his own cost in the year Kil2." Tlie figure repre- 
sents St. Thomas raising his right hand in the attitude of 
benediction and holding in his left hand a carpenter's square. 
Three sites near Madras aro connected with the legend of St. 
Thomas. Thoy are the Cathedral of San Thomo 1 , which claims 
to possess the apostle's grave; the Little Mount, whore he is 
said to have boon martyred ; and St. Thomas' Mount, ou 
whose summit is the church containing the famous inscribed 
cross. St. Thomas and St. Bartholomew aro also said to have 
preached Christianity in Ceylon, and there is the still more 
curious tradition that Ceylon had been visited and the Chris- 
tian faith introduced by the Eunuch of Candace. 

(Translation from fcho Armenian.) This is the tomb of Khoj ah 
Margar, the son of Khoj ah David, in the year 1112 (of the 
Armenian ora corresponding to 1 0(53 A .D.). 

Epigraphica Indioa, volume VI, part J I, April 1900, contains a 
facsimile of this inscription with the translation, " This is the 
grave of Khoj ah David, the son of Khoj ah Margar." The 
proper reading of the 1 text according to Mr. Mesrovb J. Seth 
is as given above. This is tho oldest Armenian tombstone 
in Madras. ' it is at the foot of tho steps leading to tho 
church and in shape and appearance resembles a milestone.

In the Annual Register for 1774 will be found 
extracts from a curious poem on Saint Thomas' Mount written by 44 a gentleman', resident in India." Its author 
was Eyles Irwin (1751-1817), a well-known Madras Civilian (see No. 1393).

Inscription round the cross behind the 
altar. This cross was found by the "Portuguese about A.D. 

17 when digging amongst the ruins of former Christian 
buildings for the foundations of the chapol over whose altar 
the cross was subsequently fixed. The characters are 
Sassanian Pehlevi, "the divine high-piping Pehlevi " of 
Omar Khayyam's nightingale, stanza VI. It is the old 
heroic Sanscrit of Persia. Dr. A. 0. Burnell, M.C.S., was the 
first in 187;i to decipher the inscription, which dates from 
about tho ninth century A.D. There is a facsimile of it in 
Epigraphica Indica, volume IV, page 174. Practically the 
same inscription is found round the two crosses in the 
Valiynpalli church at Cottayain in Travancore, followed in 
the case of tl.o larger cross by a text in old Syriac from 
(jrulatians VI, 14. " But far be it from me to glory, save in 
the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ." 

Estealpendre corn a porta desta igreja mandou fazer Coja Safar 
Zacharias no anno do 1707. 

Tablet let into the outer wall of the church commemorat- 
ing the building (inandou fazer = fieri niandavit) of the 
porch (alpendre) and doorway by an Armenian named 
Zachary in 1707. The Armenian inscription below runs: 
" This is in memory of Safar, son of Zachariah,the Mahtosey." 
Mahtosey means pilgrim and denotes one who has gone on 
pilgrimage to the Holy Sepulchre at .Jerusalem. It corre- 
sponds to the Persian Haji or in HolweJl's quaint spelling 
" Ilodgee, who acquire this title from having made a 
pilgrimage to Hodge." 

Gregoeio Parao Armcnio 1707. 

"This is the tomb of Gregory, w T ho is the son of Sarkies. 
He is a native of Erivan, a citizen of a great city, a merchant 
of pearls and a sojourner at Madras. He is of a meek and 
humble nature. The Lord seated on a t) rone <.f light shall 
have mercy on his soul and he will be worthy of the Kingdom. 
Whoever on his behalf shall say ' Father, I have sinned ' 
shall be remembered before Christ. Died in the year of the 
Saviour 1707, on Saturday. October 20th." (Translation 
from the Armenian.) 
This is the one of the oldest inscriptions of this nation 
traceable in Madras. There are older ones at Calcutta (Beza 
Becbee Sookeas 1630) and at Agra. An Armenian colony 
had existed at the last-named place from very early times,, 
and in 1609, Captain William Hawkins, of the ship Sector, 
envoy from James 1 to the Court of the Mogul, had been 
given an Armenian maiden in marriage by Jehangir. Haw- 
. kins unfortunately died on the journey home. His widow 
married Gabriel Towerson, one of the first factors of 
the East India Company, who w as killed in tin- Amhoyna 
massacre of 16*22.

Ho had displayed great gallantry that same year in defeating 
an attack made on Trivatoro by the Nabob's troops ; and 
Governor Collet and his council made him " Major of all tho 
Honourable Company's forces on the Coast of Coromandel 
and in the island of Sumatra." Ho was also awarded a gold 
medal set with diamonds and valued at 300 pagodas. Boach 
sailed for England in January \7X5 (see No. 89).

To tho memory of Major General William Sydenham, Com- 
mandant of the Artillery at this Presidency, who died on the 
13th of Juno 1801, aged 48 years. The officers of that Corps 
have erected this monument. His able and valuable public 
services during the long period of 3o years were acknowledged 
in the repeated approbation of the Governments of India and 
of tho 1 lonorable tho Court of Directors. 

This monument is in the compound at the back of the church. 

Lieut.-Colonel John Noble, c.b., born at Greenock in Scot- 
land, served with distinguished reputation in India during a 
period of 32 years. He formed and commanded tho Madras 
Horse Artillery with eminent skill and with the recorded 
approbation of the highest Military and Civil authorities, and 
died at Madras 16th July 1827, in the 48th year of his age. 
In remembrance of his intrepidity of spirit and presence of 
mind, liis professional enthusiasm, vigour and promptitude in 
action, and kindness and generosity in peace, his brother 
officers of tho Madras Artillery have raised this monument.

A line mnrblo monument by Chantrey, with a bust of tho 
deceased. In tho R.A. Mess, Woolwich (upper smoking' 
room), is a portrait of Noble. There is an isolated tomb to 
his memory at the Mount, erected by the native commissioned 
and European and native non-commissioned officers and 
gunner?. It was blown down in tho hurricane of 1840, but 
re-erected in 1848 under the superintendence of Captain 
R. L. Reilly, P.W.I >. (Ko. 1602). .It bears in Tamil, 
Telugu and Hindustani the words 41 Colonel John Noble." . 

In memory of Captain A. E. Hya:m, of the Madras Artillery, 
who. endeared to all who knew him, by his noble and gener- 
ous disposition, and universally admired for his enthusiastic 
love of his profession, after serving his country for 18 years 
on the establishment of Fort SI. George, and distinguishing 
himself in most of tho campaigns which occurred during that 
period, died at tho Cape of Good Hope, on the 10th of Nov- 
ember 1889, aged 84 years. This tablet is erected by his 
afflicted widow, as a poor tribute to his worth, and in testi- 
mony of her devoted attachment. 

Captain Adolphus Elizabeth Byam was a godson of tho 
Duchess of York, from whom ho took his second name 
Elizabeth. There is an obelisk to his memory on an emi-

Sacred to the memory of Captain James Hislop who was killed 
by a cannon ball from the onemy near this spot, the field of 
battlo, while serving as Aid-de-camp to Lieutenant General 
Sir Eyre Cooto, k.b., Commander-in-Chief. His professional 
abilities and private virtues were felt and acknowledged by 
all his contemporaries. 

Sacred to the memory of Lieutenant Colonel George Brown. 
When Lieutenant of Grenadiers in Draper's Regiment, he lost 
his right arm on the storm of Conjeeveram Pagoda* occupied 
*by the French on the 16th April 1759 and fell in a general 
action fought on this field between the English forces and the 
troops of Hyder Ally Cawn Behawder on the 27th August 
1781, esteemed by every rank, a gallant soldier, an able officer, 
and an honourable man. 

These arc two lofty obelisks with inscription tablets painted 
black. Urquhart locates them in a garden near a village 
about 4 miles from Pcrambaucuni. "The battle in which 
the above gallant otticors fell is described as having been 
one of the most ably contested and desperate that was ever 
fought with the native powers of India. The scone of 
action was on tho same memorable ground where the gallant 
but illfated troops commanded by Colonel Baillie had boon 
recently destroyed hy the countless hosts of Hyder and his 
son Tippoo." Jlyder claimed it as a drawn battlo. Another 
veteran of these campaigns lies buried near Chandernagore 
in Bengal opposite Gyretty Ferry. 44 Major James Moore, 
who so gallantly distinguished himself during the late war in 
the Carnatic ; he died on tho 26th of January 17 85, aged 34 
years. S.O. sculpsit." The sculptor was Samuel Oldham. 
A monument was crocted to BailhVs memory at Serin ga- 
patam by his nephew Lieutenant-Colonel John Baillie, 
ltesidont at Lucknow, in 1816 (see No. 2231). 



WALL AJ AB AD, 

Wallajabad received its name from Mahomed Ali, Nabob of the Carnatic, l7o4-95, the hero of the Nabob's debts, 
who took tho title Walajah in 1776. Its mortality for troops became so great that it earned the appellation of 
" the gravo of Europeans." There are three portraits of Nabob Walajah in existence ; a full length at Govern- 
ment House, Calcutta ; a replica of this with a different background at Hampton Court Palace (dated 1774) ; 
and a similar picture m one of the Conmiitteo Booms of the India Office. The painter was Goorge Willison, a 
Scotch artist, who realised a large fortune j n the East Indies and died at Edinburgh in 1797. He painted the 
ourioua portrait of Lord Pigot in theTaujore Palace (see X . 329).

DUTCH OTCMKraiV AT IMTLICAT. 



Pulicat (Palaiyaverkadu <k the old jungle of mimosa tree* or Pavalaikkadu " the jungle of coral ") is situated 2.> miles 
north of Madras on the south bank of a lake of the same name. It is Ihc site of one of the earliest settlements 
of the Dutch Kast India Company, who in U>0i) built a fori here and named it Castel (icldria, alter Oelderland, 
one of the States of Holland. The old Dutch cemetery is perhaps the most interesting of its kind in India; 
and the artistic merit of the coats of arms carved on the tombstones is sueli that it has been suggested that 
they were sent oat from Holland, though no authority is known for the statement. Tweuty-1 wo of the tablets 
are reproduced in reduced facsimile) in Mr. Ilea's ''Monumental Remains of tho Dutch Kast India Company" 
(Archaeological Survey Series, volume XXV). The burial ground is entered by a .plaint Komanesque lichgate, 
bearing the date Ifi.^G and tho words " T'eati qui in domino nioriuutnr, quiescunt a labore suo. Apoealyps 
cap. mv. v. xni. Salich syn so die in den Ilecro stcrven, sy nisteii \an liaren urhuyt." In front of each 
of tho two gateposts stands a sculptured stone skeleton, almost.' life size. Thc-,0 figures are said to be male and 
female. Ono has a hourglass on his head and the other supports a. skull on a column. Tho native legend is 
that tho former figure holds an eggshell and represents a hutch (iovcriior who, duiing a terrible famine, doled 
out eggshells of rice to the starving poor and made a fortune out of their sufferings. Ilia memory was so 
execrated that every passer-by used to spit at the effigy, and a railing was therefore placed round it. An old 
church and an old sun dial adjoin the cemetery. On the opposite side of the lako to Pulicat is the small 
hamlet of Coromandel w hich is popularly supposed to have given its name to the whole of the eastern coast 
of this Presidency. The -word Coromandel is however cither a corruption of ('holaiuandalam "the realm of 
the Chohi kings " or of Kuriuuaniil " the black sand " (ironstone) washed doun by tho Palur river and carried 
up tho coast. Towards Sndrus, especially, quantities of such Hind are found on tho shore.

Sadras or in Tamil Sadnray is situated ou the sea must about 35 miles youth nf Madras. Its name was probably 
shaped into tho usual form by a sort «>f conformity a\ itli Madras or Madraspataw. It was made a settlement 
by the Holland Kast India Company in 1C47. Yalentijn, the Dutch historian (172H), gives a fanciful derivation 
for the word 11 Tho name of the place is properly SndrangHpatnm, but for short it is also called Sadrampatfiiu 
and most commonly Sadniapatnm. Intlio Tollme-a it indicates tho name of tho founder, aud in Persian it means 
' thousand troubles ' or the Shah-board which we i till chess." The only historical fact of any political importance 
connected with it is the abortive peace conference between the French find English, whiuh held its sittings here in 
January 17 5-1. The English deputies were Messrs. Talk and Vansittart, those of the French. Father Lavaur, 
Superior of the French Jesuits in India, M. Kcrjcnn, I Jupleix.'* nephew and M. Tiausset, a member of council 
at rondicherry. Sadras was taken by the British in 171)5, but restored to the Dutch in 1818. It finally passed 
into liritish possession in 18'2 I, along with the rest of the Hutch Settlements in India, exchanged for others lying 
mostly in Sumatra. Tho old Dutch cemetery within the Fort is still maintained in order under treaty.

Tho stone bears no date ami gives no information, hut it un- 
doubtedly mark a t ho grave of Webb Thackeray, C.S., who 
died at Qundloor, 45 miles from Cuddapah, aged 19, in the 
Jirst year of his service, bat not before he had Avon notice 
for a clever little grammar of Hindustani in verse. He was 
undo of the novelist and son of William Makopcaco Thack- 
eray, the elephant catcher of Sylbet. He was called Webb 
after General Webb, the victor of Wynendaol, whose 
rivalries with the Duke of Marlborough are commemorated 
in Esmond. Three of Sylbot Thackeray's twelve sons entered 
the Madras Civil Service. St. John Thackeray (b. 1791) 
was killed at Kittoor near Dharwar in an attack on the 
Desai's fort, October 23rd, 1 82 1 . His eldest brother William 
Thackeray (b 1778) joined as writer in 1796 and was 
Subordinate Collector in the Ceded Districts from 1800 to 
1803. lie became the friend of Sir Thomas Munro and 
long wielded influence in Southern India as Chief Secretary 
and eventually Member of Council. He had the ablest pen 
of bis day in the Madras service and his writings hold an 
honourable place alike in the Fifth .Report and in the selec- 
tions printed by the Company, 1817-21. Richmond Thack- 
era}-, R.U.S. (b. 1781), the novelist's father, wont on sick loave 
to Madras in the first year of his India service, and it was 
from his brother William's house? that he wrote to his mother 
'on February 17th, 1799: " My dear Mater, it is intensely 
hot at Madras and T am obliged to go out in the sun. There 
are no palankeens here, for the bearers are all gone with the 
force which has taken the iield against Tippoo Sultaun. I 
would give anything to be again at home. I would even 
bo glad to carry gravel in a basket on my shoulder in the 
garden. 'It was this time last j'ear we made the now walk; 
it will be wonderfully altered when I sec? it again." As 
Hunter remarks, the poor lad was never' to see it again. 
He lies for ever by a coarse brick path in a laud where no 
gravel is found." William Makepeace Thackeray was born 
at Calcutta (where his father was Secretary to the Board of 
Revenue) on the 18th July 1811 in the house in Free* School 
Street which is now the Armenian College ; but five months 
later his father was appointed Collector of the 24 Pergun- 
nahs, and it was at Aliporo lie lived until, on tho 13th 
September 1815, Richmond. Thackeray was borno to his last 
resting place in the North Park Street burying ground. 
Richmond's Madras brother William died on his passage to 
the Cape of Good Hope, January llth, 182.3, on board the 
Nancy.

Erected by the civil officers of this station as a tribute of alfeetion 
and esteem to the joint memory of Chakles Edwabd Mac- 
dona Li), Esquire, of the Madras Civil fc>crvico, aged 24 years, 
a civilian of the fairest promise, who, while attempting, in tho 
fearless and conscientious discharge of his duty, to appease by 
prompt and persuasive measures, the fury of a fanatic rabbhr 
of Moormen, assembled on tho 15th of Juno 1832, in the town* 
of Cuddapah, was though completely unarmed, attacked,, 
deserted by all his peons and barbarously murdered. And of 
A(iNi«:s, his wife, who only survived him 21 days, having died 
on the 7th July 1832, broken hearted, in the 20th year of hor 
age. They were lovely in their lives and in death shall not 
be separated/" 

There is a monument to his memory in the Cuddalore Church. 
Ho was a grandson of Flora Macdonald. His wifo was the 
daughter of E. W. Stevenson, Port officer of Port Novo. 
Mr. J.T). B. Gribble givfs the following account of his death 
in the District Manual : 44 On tho 15th June 1832, tho Pathans 
of Cuddapah, tho most excitable and daring of tho Cuddapah 
populace, descendants of the same men who had attempted 
to ubsassinato Hyder Ali at Sidhout, were in a great state of 
ferment. Early in tho morning it was discovered that a 
small | »ig had been killed and thrown bleeding into tho Jumna ■ 
Musjid. It turned out afterwards that this pig was merely 
a bandicoot, and had been purposely placed there by a 
Mahomedau, aided by U o Hindus. But the excited mob did 
not stop to consider who had done the tiling. They mot in 
the market place and in tho bazaar streets ; thoy raged and 
fumed, and their numbers increased every minute. By ten 
o'clock the crowd was so largo and had worked itself into 
such a state of fanatical fury, that the additional Sub-Col- 
lector, Mr. Macdonald, sent off a message to the Collector 
Mr. La con, who resided at some distance from the town, 
telling him that he would endeavour to quiet the mob, hut, it! 
neccs!>ary, would send for tho military from the cantonment*

Mr. Maedonald then got into his palankeen and wont to the 
cutcherry where he found native subordinates assembled and 
in a great state of alarm. An ordor was at once sent for a 
detachment, bat Maedonald was not destined to .see its arrival. 
A letter was brought to him from a Missionary. Mr. Tlowell, 
who lived in the middle of the town, and who said that ho 
feared an instant attack upon his house. Maedonald, in spit© 
of the protestations of the cutcherry otlicnls, at onco deter- 
mined to do his best to help the missionary. He went into 
the bazaar accompanied only by a few peons. A naick and 
some of the treasury guard sepoys followed him, but it is 
probable that their presence- served only still more to excite 
the crowd. Maedonald had scarcely reached the bazaar 
before he was attacked and cut down. 3 lis revenue peons 
ran away, but the guard tried to defend him and shared his 
fate. The last blow is said to have been dealt by a Pathan 
butcher; but after tin's had been dealt, the mob was taken 
aback. It had assembled quickly, but it dissolved at once; 
in a few minutes there was no one to be seen in the streets, 
and the only signs of the outbreak wer* 1 ihe dead bodies of 
Maedonald and the faithful sepoy guard. After a time the 
military came and the tardy Collector, but all they could do 
was to carry back poor Mucdonald's body in his palankeen. 
The Collector endeavoured t<> magnify this into a preconcerted 
rising of the Mahomedans with intent to massacre; nil the 
European residents, but it is clear that it was nothing more 
tii an a sudden outburst of fanaticism to which Maedonald 
generously, but injudiciously, exposed himself."

GANJAM CEMETERY. 

This little gravoyartl is picturesquely sitaatod near tho ruined tort of Ganjam which was built in 1 7H8 by J\lr. Edward 
Cotsford, the first Resident, at one time a Captain of Engineers, who had seen service on the Manilla expedition. 
Cotsford was a man of considerable energy, and his vigorous administration called forth the following remark in 
Ilickey's " Gazetto November 17th, 17S0: " Mr. Whitehill's private and public character is so despicable as 
to render him unworthy a moment's consideration. The times require a Cotsford at the head of our Presidency ; 
thoy require not only an honest but a sensible man." The most historic tomb in this cemetery has unfor- 
tunately disappeared. It is that of Alexander Macra bio, tho brother-in-1 »w and devoted Private Secretary of 
Philip Francis, whom he accompanied to India in 1771. Next year he found himself Sheriff of Calcutta, and it 
was part of his duty to carry out the execution of Nunnomar. He fell ill in August 1776 and was sent to 
SOa ; but getting worse, landed at Ganjam, where he lingered till November :29th, 177fi. lie had just been 
appointed to a Writer ship in the Bengal Service. No trace of his grave is now discernible. Macrabie kept a 
diary of his life in Tndia, extracts from which found a place in the Memoirs of Francis, who preserved it among 
his own papers. The visit to Madras in September 1774 is characteristically described. The party disembarked 
from the Ashburnham while the " sun flamed in the zenith" and were honoured with much militaiy parade 
and firing of salutes. " We were received like the fallen angels in a little hell of our own." Mr. Wynch, the 
Governor, and the small social world showed them profile hospitality, having ready for them on the very 
first evening a concert, assembly and supper, where the newly-arrived ladies, " by exciting different passions in 
tho two sexes, did all the mischief they could desire." " Fort St. George," it was observed, " does not abound 
with pretty women, though it may boast with some reason of Mrs. Johnson. The appearance of the ladies even 
before country dances is more ardent than luminous. When tho minuets are ended, they go home with 
their partners to undress, and after a little refreshment return again in the purest innocence of muslin and 
tho simplicity of a nightgown." See Mrs. 0. F. Kearv's ''Correspondence of Francis" and Dr. hasteed's 
"Echoes from old Calcutta." "The loss," says Mr. Mori vale, "of this clever, lively, unselfish and most 
attached dependent evidently affected Francis keenly. There is something very touching in Macrabie's 
numerous letters to his chief during his absence, addressed to his 4 dearest and best friend,' wishing him 
once more all happiness, and assuring him ' sick or well, I am yours with the truest affection.' He seems noi 
only to havo loved his brother-in-law as a friend, but to have worshipped him almost as an idol." Until 1815 
Ganjam continued to be the head-quarters of the district and a military station, but in that year it was visited 
by an epidemic of fever which almost depopulated the place and led to its total abandonment in favour of 
Berhatuporo. Tho decaying fort, tho pillars of the Judge's house and the old parade ground are all that 
remain of a station which was once famous for the magnificence of its European residences.

James Wheelek, merchant of Madapollam, who departed 
this life the 13th March 1682. Here lieth also the body of 
Ordonuls Wheeler their son, who deceased 17th June 1682. 

James Wheeler arrived in India on June 24th, 1675, became a 
factor in 1^80, and was nominated as Chief of Pettipoleo in 
lf>84. In February 1G85 the Court appointed him Chief at 
Aladapollam; but before their letter arrived, he resignod 
the service. In March 1689 he was re-«nterfained in his 
former capacity at the instance of Sir John Littleton. Sub- 
sequently he became one of the Civil Judges in the Admiralty 
Court and Member of the Fort St. (ieorge Council. On 
August 28th, 1693, he met with his death in an extraordinary 
manner, being poisoned by the carelessness of Dr. Samuel 
Brown and his assistant, who powdered pearl in a stono mortar 
in which arsenic had been beaton and gave it to Whoeler in 
some potion. Mrs. Wheeler was sister to Ralph Ord, tho 
schoolmaster, and had been bridemaid at Elihu Yale's wed- 
ding to Mrs. TlynimTs. The name Triphena is uncommon. 
A Airs. Alalia Tryphona Cockerell, wife of Charles Cockerell 
and daughter of Sir Charles William Blunt, Bart., died at 
I Calcutta, October 5th, 1789 (see No. 3S8).

by them at '2,000 old pagodas per annum is now given them 
free by tho king and they say they make 4,000. pagodas per 
annum of it and sometimes moro. At Pollicull is a great 
pagoda where great numbers of people come to worship once 
a yoare, and perform e the 1 ! vowes of being hurg up by the 
skin of the bark with iron hooks at the end of a long pole 
turned round upon a post of about 10 or 12 feet hijeh before- 
the pagoda. This feast happened this yearn the day after 
we were at Pollicull and some of our people went to it, and 
saw mar 120 people soe hung up by the back before the- 
pagoda at the top of the high pole." This temple of Hama- 
lingeshvaraswamy is still in existence and stands in sight of 
the quiet enclosure, where the Dutch graves lie.

wave which desolated this town on the night of the cyclone 
of 1st November 1K)4. Manuel Eruvall anxious to pay a 
tribute of aifection to the memory of bis brother and family 
and to express his cordial sympathy with his surviving fellow- 
citizens, has caused this pillar to be erected on the very spot 
where his relatives perished (which for years had been their 
happy home) to perpetuate the remembrance of this awful 
event and to serve at the same time as a lasting memorial of 
the grateful feelings with which he and the entire population 
recognise the unceasing and noble-hearted exertions of their 
worthy Chief Magistrate, G. Thornhill, Esquire, to console 
the survivors and relieve as far as human succour could avail 
tho distress of the inhabitants.

The text 19 from tho Song of the Three Holy Children in the 
Fire, which appears in the Apocrypha {is part o£ the third 
chapter of Daniel. Manuel Fruvall was a shop-keeper, and 
there are pei sons of his name buried at Hyderabad. Shortly 
after fho cyclone a traditional land mark at Bunder disap- 
peared in the shape of u Eliza's Tree." Eliza Draper, Sterne's 
correspondent, had stayed at Masulipatain witn her uncle 
.lohn Whitehill, after her elopement from Daniel Draper's 
homo at Mazagou, Bombay, on July 1 2th, 1773, and spent 
much of her time under this tree, whijh was the general 
resort of the station "to eat the air" both in her day and 
long afterwards. An unsupported Masulipatain tradition 
describes Mrs. Draper as a fair Eurasian with dark-eyes. She 
was the daughter of May Sclater, a Bombay factor, and his 
wife, a Miss Whitehill, and was born nt Anjcngo, April 5th, 
17 M. John Whitehill, her uncle, was chief of Masulipatain 
from October 28th to December 11th, 1773, and again from 
April 22nd, 1774, to January 29th, 1770. He acted twice as 
Governor of Madras for short periods in 1777 and 1780, and 
obtained an inauspicious notoriety in connection with the 
Nuzveod Zemindury scandal, which led in 1783 to the intro- 
duction of a bill of pains and penalties against him in 
Parliament.

Mr. Gordon Mackenzie writes in the " Kistna Manual" as follows : — Tho site where tlm Dutch had their 
villa residence's is still known as Yalandupulem, a corruption of llolhndpulcm, and their burial-ground is in 
a cornor of tho compound of a bungalow behind the Collector's oflico. It contains several tombstones in very 
good preservation. Tho stono is the hard ndpa rayi on which tho Hindoos carve their inscriptions, but tho 
Dutch must havo had a trained stonemason, for almost every stone bears a coaf-of-arms, executed with 
considerable skill. Even the gravestono of an obscure Schipper or soa captain probably not of a degreo to 
- bear coat armour, lias an effigy of tho deceased with the three-cornered hat and long coat, familiar in old 
illustrations, romi tiding ouo that this Dutch skipper Avas a contemporary of those bold mariners, Gulliver and 
Robinson Crusoe/ The graves are enclosed by a good masonry wall, but some inscriptions have disappeared 
before that destructive personage, the village herdsboy, who, stono in hand, de-lights to chip off tho raised 
lottors that tell of the virtues of long buried merchants and their vrouws." Other stones have been carried oif 
by dhobies for boating clothes. Tho live inscriptions quoted by Mr. Mackenzie are reproduced here, together 
with the complete text of tho other Dutch epitaphs, as prepared by Mr. Hubert Morris, Collector of Kistna, 
and Rev. Father van do AVestolaken.

At the 
commencement of the wars with Hyder, tho Aimenian community of Madras had divided into threo parts, 
one settling at Ne^apnlam and Seringapatam, another at Masulipatam, where they erected a church about 
1782, and the third remaining ut Madias. See Mr. Seth's " History of the Armeninns in India."

He had a cellar or godown, as it 
is there styled, full of the choicest liquors, and amongst the 
rest, pipes of Madeira of various ages, slung by ropes from 
the. roof, to which he decreed an 'Europe voyage* as he 
called it, every time the. door was opened, by making a ser- 
vant swing them about for somo minutes. His wine was 
never lined, >uid seldom bottled, but drawn for immediate 
use. He was a man of few words, and directed his servants 
by snapping his fingers, or by whistling. A native of 
Savoy, or Portugal, of a diminutive form, being under the 
middle size, with a visage, more resembling a baboon than 
the human species, and manners tho most uncouth and outrti, 
Colonel Martin/ was still the father of his corps, and the kind 
friend of all his little community; and to sum up his 
character in a few words, was generally known, much 
beloved, and wanted only the outward forms of religion 
to be universally respecte i and esteemed" (see No. 1272).

Mr. Cherry and "Mrs. Bridget Josephine 
Eugenic Irwin were united m holy matiimony according to 
the rubric of tho Church of England this 2nd day of June

(C.S.), Liniit.-Ool. Shakespear, U. O. Snakespcar." She 
was the widow of William Irwin, a Madras civilian, who died 
childless, September 2nd, 1810, off Malacca. Her previous 
marriage took place at Karikal, April 20th, 1802, when she is 
described as Mile Eugenio du Perron, daughter of the late 
Colonel du Perron of th- .Regiment of Pondicherry (No. 1374.) 
Her first husband's father was the well-known Eyles Irwin 
(1751-1817), who married Honor Brooke. Ho was dismissed 
from the service in consequence of the part he played in 
denouncing the deposition of Governor Pigot, but returned 
to Madia* with Lord Macartney, whom he afterwards accom- 
panied ou the embassy to China. He was one of the first to 
take the overland route. He wrote two volumes of travels 
and innumerable books of poetry of the age, and was 
a friend of Hayley.

FiiANi is Wiivtk Kllis, Ksiiuiro, of the Madras Civil Sorvieo, 
whose valuable life was suddenly terminated by a fatal 
accident at this place, on the Dth March 1815) in the 41st 
year of his age. Uniting activity of mind with versatility 
of genius, ho displayed the same ardour ami happy suffi- 
ciency on whatever his varied talenfs were employed. Con- 
versant with the Hindu Languages and Literature of the 
Peninsula, he was loved and esteemed by the natives of 
India with whom he associated intimately, and his kind and 
playful disposition endeared him to his own eountrymun 
among whom he was distinguished no less by his capacity as 
a public servant than by a. mind fraught with intelligence 
and information, and alive to every object of interest or 
utility. The College of Fort St. George which owes its exist- 
once to him is a lasting memorial of his reputation as au 
oriental scholar, and this stone has been erected as a tribute 
of the affectionate regard of his European and Nativo 
friends.

On tin? other siclo of this? monument is the inscription in Tamil, 
ft translation of which follows: " Sacred to tho memory of 
him called Ellis who entered into his rest, to the deep 
sorrow of the Goddess of Earth, on tho 9th March 1819 a.d. 
(1741 of tho ^alivahnna Era) at Muhavai, otherwise called 
Itaiunad, during one of his tours from Madras to the districts 
of tho South. Ho was deeply learned in the English 
langnage, that language which spreads like a creeper pene- 
trating into every nook and corner of the world. In his 
profound learning, ho shone like a sun, wherever he went, 
dispelling tho darkness of ignorance. lie was well versed 
not only in the 3 kinds of Tamil, but also in Sanscrit Tlis 
Tamil was as sweet as fresh ambrosia; he translated into 
English all that bore upon litigation and morals in the Code 
of Mann. Ite wrote a wonderful version in English on the 
first part of tho sacred u Kural" of Tiruvalluvar which treats 
of virtue. Again, ho translated into English inscriptions en 
stones and copper plates reciting tho mutnal duties of Kings 
and of their subjects, lie caused 27 wells and tanks to be 
dug that people might bo benefited." 

lie arrived in India in 1790 and was all his life a great oriontal 
scholar. Sir Walter Elliott in presenting to the Library of. 
the India Office a valuable Tamil manuscript, the Tembavani 
of Beschi, obtained by Mr. Ellis, gives the following account 
of him in the pages of the il Athoiuonm" : " Eor upwards of 
twenty years he devoted ail his »pare time to tho cultivation 
of Sanscrit and tho various dialects peculiar to Southern 
India. Having determined to publish nothing until he had 
exhausted every available source of information, ho had 
amassed a vast amount of material, the elaboration of which 
would have shed a tlood of light on tho still obscuio history 
of that region, and likewise anticipated much of tho knowl- 
edge of its philology and literature which recent researches 
have brought to light. "When his task was almost completed, 
ho undertook a journey to Madura, the Athens of the South, 
for tho elucidation of some minor details and resided for 
some time with Mr. Eons Peter, the Collector of the district. 
During a short excursion to Ramnad, in tho same pro- 
vince, he accidentally swallowed some poison and died on 
March 10th, 1819. No one was at hand who understood or 
cared for his pursuits. His ordinary tangible property was 
sold by auction at Madura and Madras under instructions 
irom tho Administrator-General, but all his papers were 
lost or destroyed."

She was tho widow* ot Matthew Christy, Zilla Surgeon 
of Cuddapah and eldest daughter of lieutenant Miller, 
commanding the native invalids at Ramnad (seo No. 1111).

another brother and is an indigo-planter at Purneah, 
Bengal. 

Peter Vanspall, Esq., aged 53 years, late Resident of Manapar, 
of H.N. Majesty's service and son of the late Peter Vanspall, 
also U.N. Majesty's late Resident at Tutucoreen. 

The Vanspalls are still found on the West Coast, and there 
is a tradition among them that a great fortune awaits the 
Vanspall who has the ability to prove to the Dutch Govern- 
ment his descent from the original John Lambert Vanspall 
who was the last Governor of Cochin. This Peter Vanspall 
married Joanna Groemoode, the widow of George Fischer 
(d. 1812J. See No. 1747. 



ANJENGO FORT. 

The best description of Anjengo is that given iu the Bcniiniscences of Colonel James Welsh, who was nearly 
drowned in the many rivers he had to cross to get there iu 1819 : 44 This place once so famous in Eastern 
History is now fast going to decay; the fort on the sea-shore resembled that of Tuticorine. being a oommo- 
dious square, with the interior completely occupied by a capital Government HouBe and other public buildings, 
all of which tottering to their foundations have been lately sold for the materials, and are now dilapidated. 
I put up in a small Port uguese house on the backwater, immediately under the eastern face of the fort, and 
said to be tho very house in which Eliza Draper was born; but which, like all the rest of the place, bore 
evident marks of bettor days. Sic tratmt gloria mundi. The romembrance of the Abbo Raynal's apostrophe to 
Sterno's Eliza from his History of India, made me somewhat desirous of beholding this place; but time has 
now left no trace of a woman, whose name has been most capriciously handed down to posterity by two 
eccentric priests, who might havo employed their talents on a much better subject, so far as we can learn at 
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this distant period. Still, in spite of my disapprobation of Lawrence Sterne's heroine. I found myself mechan- 
ically led to week some reliquo and actually robbed a broken window of two or three? pieces of oyster shell, in 
memento ot my visit to tho birth place of Eliza Draper. Another century, ard even the site of the house will 
be washed away, or mingled with promiscuous ruins : while Sterne's writings will last to the end of thin 
sublunary sphere ; a proof to after-ages of his transcendant wit, his energetic, feelings, and, I. am sorry to add, 
his unfortunate dopravity." Eliza Draper was tho daughter of May Sclnter, a Bombay factor, who married a 
Miss Whitehill. She was born at Anjengo, April 5th, 17-14, and educated in England. On July 28th, 1758, 
when little more than 11, she married Daniel Draper, Secretary to the Bombay (government, a man 2(1 years 
her senior; and in 1768 paid a visit to England with him and her two children. It was there that Sterne met 
her at Commodore James' house in Soho. Two years later she returned to India, and lived with Mr. Draper at 
Tellichorry and Surat, of which places he was Chief. But her married life was not a happy ono, aud 
she eloped from his residence at Mazagon near Bombay on January 12th, 177*1, and sought refuge with her 
maternal uncle at Masulipatain, whom she gave her name to .Eliza's Tree. She died on August 3rd, 1778, at 
Bristol and has a monument in tho Cathedral cloisters. An article in dickey's " (Jazette " describes her as a 
native of St Helena, but apparently without foundation. Another celebrity born at Anjengo was the historian 
Ormo, once Fourth in Council at Madras. His father was a physician who rose to ho Chief of tho factory, 
and his son was born on Christmas Da}', 1728. James Forbes, k.k.s., grandfather of the well-known Montalem- 
bert, was Resident of Anjengo in 1772 and describes it at length in Jiib Oriental Memoirs. His engraving of it, 
taken from the sea, shows the cemetery on tho beach with its tall white monuments. Thirty of these have no 
inscription, but one of them certainly marks the resting place of J. Whitehill, a relative of Eliza's, who was 
Chiof from 17«>9 to 1769, and died in the latter year. The massive laterite fort is still standing and in 
a good state of preservation.

POUTUGUKSK TOMBS IN THE CHUJiCII. OF ST. FRANCIS, COCHIN, 

Cochin was first visited by Portuguese ships under Admiral Cabral on December 24th, 1500, when the Hajah of 
Cochin gave the strangers leave to trade. Vasco do Gama came in 1502 and left some of his mon. In 1503 
Alphonso Albuquerque arrived with a lleet of six sail and commenced tho Fort St. Emmanuel. The Franciscan 
friars who accompanied his expedition built a small wooden chapel, on the site of which the stono church of St. 
Francis (Fran* is of As.sisi 118-J) was afterwards erected. On January 8th, 16(>fl, tho Dutch took Cochin and 
converted tho Franciscan church into their own place of worship and turned the cathedral of Santa Cruz into a 
sugar warehouse. The Dutch occupation lasted 1.12 years. In 171)5, on the conquest of Holland by the French, 
the place was besieged and captured by Major Fetrio. In 1800 for strategic reasons tho English blew up the 
cathedral.

Vasco do Gama, Conde da Yidigueira, Almiranto, Visorci 
das Tndias, died in the town of Cochin on tho morning of 
Christmas day 15*21 and was buried with great pomp in 
this church, then the principal chapel of tho Franciscan 
monastery dedicated to St. Anthony. Fourteen years later 
the mortal remains of the discoverer of the Cape route to 
India wero removed to Portugal by his lifth son Pedro da 
Silva da Gama and deposited at Yidigueira. Here they 
rested till 1872 when they were carried to Lisbon to be 
deposited in the Portuguese Pantheon.

Mr. Minchin, born March P2th, 1825, wasthe eldest son of James 
Minchin, Advocato of the Supreme Court, who married Octo- 
ber 18th, 1821, Susan, eldest daughter of Mr. Peter Chery, 
C.S. (see No. 1093). His father's first wife was a Miss Innes. 
Mr. Minchin Mas in the Civil Service from 1814 to 1873, 
where his last posts were Resident in/Travaucore and Acting 
Chief Secretary to Government. He was a renowned chess 
phi\er and after his retirement was for many years Honorary 
Secrets ry of the St. George's Chess Club, where ho was the 
companion-in. arms of Zukertort, Blackburne and Steinitz. 
Two of his own games will be found in H. E. Bird's " Collec- 
tion of masterpieces," and his book of the " International 
London Tournament of 1883 " (which he entirely managed) 
is a standard work. He translated Dante's Divine Comedy 
verse for verse into terza rima, and was a Latin and Greek 
scholar in the widest sense of tho word, having taught 
himself classics after his retirement from India. He married 
September 24th, 1N49, at Pondicherry Mary, daughter of 
the late J. Macleod, C.S. He died at Travancoro, Parkstone, 
Dorset, January 19th, 1903, and desired the words " Scholar 
Poet and chess player " to be inscribed above his grave. 

Antoinette Catherine Hatliff, tho pure-minded, devoted 
and dearly prized wife of John Ratliff, C.S., aged 25 years. 
Never was memory more hallowed by sterling virtues. 

Her husband subsequently changed the spelling of his name to 
Patcliffe. He died in England, May 18th, 1877. His first 
wife Elizabeth Clementina, died at Waltair, June 16th, 1846. 

John Mc;Tagoakt, of the town of Ayr, N.B., who died at 
Davarapally in this district, aged 29 years. This last tribute 
of affection is crocted by his friends in this country, whose 
esteem he had won by the constant exhibition of the qualities 
of a liberal English gentleman.

Mr, Marmaduko Lawson, late Government .Botanist, was a great lover of tho Nilgiris and in a letter quoted by 
Sir M. E. Grant Daft' in his " Notes from a Diary " (1881 h(J) wrote : " I cannot understand why English people, 
who live out hen 1 , should always bo wanting to rush from a lovely place liko Ootaeamund to spend their winters 
in the Cimmerian smoke of London, Leeds and Liverpool. The climate of Ootaeamund is ploasanter and more 
healthy than any other in the whole world. The work people have to do out hero is very little and very 
unirksome. The hunting, to judge from the number of limbs which are broken every year, is far better than 
anything that can be got in England, For sport, there are always plenty of crows and sambur to kill : and 
when everything fails, the place possesses the prettiest of churchyards."

Tho scenery of the Nilgiris he likened to 41 the vegetation 
of Windsor Forest or Blenheim spread over the mountains 
of Cumberland."

Colonel Welsh stayed in 1809 in bis 
house built by Colonel Doveton, a former commandant and 
afterwards Oommander-in-Chiof of Madras. " If there over 
was a puro heart in wretched sinful man Bob Strange possessed 
it. He was very abstemious ; an earl}" riser and great walker ; 
he required no conveyance on a journey ; night or day was 
perfectly the same to him; and he would cheerfully walk 20 
or 30 miles to breakfast in a morning, and return tho same 
night, as a matter of course T lis mild and gentle manners 
particularly endeared him to the natives ; and whon walking 
out, ho always carried some money and little scraps in his 
pocket, to give the little children ho was sure to meet in his 
perambulations. Still, he was not a soldier; ho could not 
drill ; and a smart dress was his abomination ; hut he was ef 
more consequence, in my estimation, Hum 1,000 soldiers, 
raising the European chaiacter wherever he went, and com- 
pelling the natives to love their usurping rulers." Ho was 
the youngest sen of Sir Robert Strange, the engraver. His 
brothers were James Strange, (\S. (17-1 18 H)), and Sir 
Thomas Strange, C.J. of Madras (1756-1811). Colonel 
Strange married, November 1810 Miss G. M. Hargruve (see 
No. 1813).

A distinguished Eurasian, who roso from the position of an 
Apothecary to ho Deputy Surgeon-General of the Madras 
Army. Ho passed all the Surgical and Medical Examinations 
with honours and finally took the M.D. degree. He pub- 
lished many reports on snake pouons, experimenting on tho 
deadliost snakes without any fear. He possessed a wonderful 
memory and was full of all sorts of information on all kinds 
of subjects — a real walking dictionary. His grandfather 
was Major John Shortt, husband of No. 1983, and hisfathor 
John Shortt, a Conductor of Ordnance, who died at Velloro, 
November 9th, 1837, aged 77. 
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TRANQUEBAR. 

Tranquebar, in Tamil Tarangambadi, "the village by the sound of the wave,' 1 dates from 1018. A Danish East 
India Company was founded at Copenhagen in 1612, and six years later, the first Danish merchantman the 
Oeresund landed in India. Its Captain, Roelant Crape, was a Dutch sailor, who ltad been at the court of 
Taniore in his youth. lie was pursued from Ceylon by the Portuguese and wrecked off the coast of Coromandel. 
With a few of his crow he escaped to the Naik Raja of Tanjore, who befriended him and gave him the site 
of Tranquebar, 5 miles long by 3 broad. (Jrapo was then joined by a small fleet under Admiral Ove 
Gedde, a youth of 24. G-edde, whose manuscript diary of his voyage has been published by Sehlegol, laid 
the foundations of the Dannosborg and of tho Church in the Fort, of which the first pastor was Podor Sorenser 
Aal»>, who died some years afterwards at Tranquebar. Ln 1621 the Company made over their territory and 
charter to King Chri«fcian IV in liquidation of a debt. In IS IT) Christian VI 11 ceiled his Indian possessions to 
the East India Company for £120,000. Tranquebar is in many respects the most interesting old European town 
in India. It ia surrounded by a fino Fort wall in remarkable preservation. The carriage road enters through 
an imposing gateway bearing the date 1702 and the monogram of his most Christian Majesty of Denmark. The 
principal thoroughfares still retaiu their ancient names of King Street aui Queen Street, and the houses, which 
are solid and well-built, have no compounds, bnt adjoin each other. Some of them contain old fashioned cisterns 
to catch tho rain, and tradition has it that tho Danes used to keep their drinking water sweet by stirring it 
occasionally with a red-hot crowbar. On the south side of King Street is the Lutheran Mission Church, called 
New Jerusalem, and on tho opposite side lies the English Church or Zion, formerly reserved for the official Danish 
oommunity, as opposed to Ziegenbalg' s native congregation. Lnside Jerusalem's Kierke is an altar screen with 
symbolic devices, and a text of seven lines in Portuguese followed by twenty-four lines in Tamil. " Do tal maneira 
amou Dnn ao mundo, que do u a sen Filho unigenito, para que todo aquelle que n'ollo ere nao poreya, mas 
tenhas avid* eterna. S. Joao cap. 3 ver. 16. Zmu Tische des Uerrn. Aufgerichtet IS07. Ernnuert 1 850." 
Upon tho communion table are two silver candlesticks inscribed Christian Hansen Pauch. Anno 16HH. Anna 
Maria Erichs Dottor." Tho pulpit is the identical one from which Ziegenbalg and Pliitschau preached in 
periwigs: the high chairs were made by the Moravian brethren, whoso vainly attempted to colonise the Frederic's 
Islands of Nicobar : the lsst century hymn books are in Portuguese, printed at Trangambar, naofficina da Heal 
MissaO do DinamarcV and contain an li oracao por a illustrissima Compamhia da India Oriental. Zion Church 
possosses other curio'is relics of the past. LU spire, shaped like a soldier's spiked helmet, his a bell with the 
date 1752: and within tho vestry hangs an extraordinary painting of the Last Supper, coloured in relief upon 
wool after the manner of Albrejht Diirer with the motto " Tu vis esse mens per cenam, Christe, sacratam; Fae 
ut in aetornum aim manoamque tuus." The Dannosborg, recently used as a district jail, is a massive building 
facing the sea. In one of its disused chambers can be seen the date 1677 and the arms of Christian tho Fifth. 
Another piece of the old wall preserves tho escutcheon of the Danish Company (Asiatisko Handel) with tho 
figure of an elephant underneath. Thore a-e as many as live cemeteries in the town, containing inscriptions in 
nino languages— Armenian, Danish, Dutch, English, French, German, Latin, Portuguese and Swedish.

Commandant Brun, the layer of this foundation stone, was the 
successor of Johann Sigisrnund Hasius, who had imprisoned 
Ziegenbalg and told him " that Heaven was very high above 
his head and Copenhagen very far off." A deed of amnesty 
between them was drawn up on October 15th, 1714, and signed 
on one side by J. S. Hasias, Andreas Krahe, C. Brun, Jacob 
Pauch, and on the other side by Ziegenbalg and Griindler. 
Hasius was recalled by the company in 1716, the year 
Ziegenbalg returned from Europe. flee Fenger's " History 
of the Tranquebar Mission " for a very curious account of 
these times. Ho reprints Ziegenbalg's sermon preached at 
the foundation of the Church, on the text I Corinthians 3. ll-

Prajpositus is the translation of the German " Propst " or 
Provost. As Ziegenbalg was tho first to preuch in New 
J eiusalem Church, so he Mas the first to 1c buried there. 
He lies on the right hand of the altar, opposite his colleaguo 
(friindler. Their plaeos are marked by thin copper-plates 
let into the wall, witli Latin inscriptions from the pen of 
Schultzfl, who was like Schwarz a native of Sonnenburg in 
Brandenburg. The Latinity is not remarkable, except for 
the use of the ante- classical word " denatus,'' whic h is found 
»ill over Trunjuebar. Ziegenbalg is the father of Protestant 
Missions in India. His name, though little known among 
Englishmen to-day, was onco received with enthusiasm in 
London. He had audiences of King George in 171G, and 
preached many times in the Chapels Eoyal and Savoy. The 
S.I'.C.K. gave him a congratulatory address in Latin, to 
which lie returned a reply in Tumi I. Encouraging letters 
were written to him by Dr. Wake, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
and one communication, received in India after Ziegenbalg's 
own death, bears the following testimony to his apostolic 
usefulness : "I consider that your lot is far higher than all 
church dignities. Let others be prelates, patriarchs and 
popes ; let them be adorned with purple and scarlet, let thorn 
desire bowings and genufli xions. Yon have won a greater 
honour than all these and a far more magnificent recompense 
shall be given you." An account of Ziegenbalg is given in 
the first number of the " Calcutta Bo view."

Stkvkxsox i ()f Colonel Mathias Jargon Von Mtihldorf, Royal Engineer of 

Denmark, born in 1791, died 18th April 1N72. 
E. W. Stevenson was Master Attendant at Porto Novo and 
Ouddalore, whore he died in 1823. Thoro is a tradition that 
Colonol Miihldorff was a son of Frederick V of Denmark and 
aided the Crown Prince and tho Queen- Mother in their con- 
spiracy to doposu Strueasee, Christian VIPs Prime Minister 
and Court Physician, and that he was sent abroad in con- 
sequence. Struensee intrigued with Christian VIPs Qnoen 
Carol inn Matilda, grand-daughter of George II. He was 
beheaded, and she retired to Zell with George Ill's permis- 
sion. Miihldorff ums bo>n ; December 5th, 1 750, and oamo to 
India in 1777. In his old homu at Trauquebar is a curions 
arch, evidently a copy of some arch in Denmark, with tho 
inscription, "D.RM.H.P. anno 1791," and Miihldorff used 
to say that these live letters were the initial letters of the 
sentence which was tho secret of his life. He died July 23rd, 
1S3G, and lies in a nameless tomb near his wife Agatha nee 
Sundt, whose sister married Bliichor's brother. Miihldorff 
had a brother Count Danneskjold Samso, a title so ancient 
that he was considered the senior nobleman in Denmark. 
The Count's ostato was name t Holme-gaard. The Miihldorff 
blood runs in several Madras families through tho Colonel's 
five dauguters (see Nos. 718, 801 and 1831). 

Major K. B. Stkvknson 40th Madras Native Infantry born at 
Porto Novo, 27th November 1810, died at Tranquobar 19th 
November IN 72. 

Edward Hoyd Stevenson was the son of K. W. Stovonson and 
his wife Maria nee Miihldorff. Peter Boyd, his god-father, 
was a free merchant at Ouddalore. His sister Henriotta Jane 
Stevenson married, July 18th, 1826, Colonel J. 8. Fraser 
afterwards Resident at Hyderabad (see Nos. 804 and 818).

His coat of arms is in the church. His descendant

Near this place (whither her remains wore brought from Madras) 
lies the body of Margaret, only daughter of James and 
Anno Calderwood Durham, of Largo, in tho County of Fife, 
North Britain, wife of James Strange, Esq., in the Honorable 
East India Company's Civil Service ; she died tho 15th day of 
March 1791, aged 32, leaving issue one daughter. Impressed 
by tho most lively souse of those distinguished and most 
amiable talents which endeared the wife, companion and 
friend, he, with tho trembling hand of truo affection, inscribes 
this marble to her memory. 

James Strange (1754-1840), at this time Paymaster at Tan jore, 
was brother to Sir Thomas Androw Strange, first Chief Justice 
of Madras (1800-1817). He was a witness at the latter's 
marriage in October 1806 to Louisa, youngest daughter of Sir 
William Burroughs, Judge of tho Calcutta Supreme Court. 
Another brother Colonel R. M. Strange died at Uoyakotta, 
November 29th. 1811. Th'ir father, the well-known artist 
and engraver Sir Robert Strange, fought at Culloden in 1 745. 
The tale is told how after tho battle lie iled to Edinburgh, 
where his (inuc&t Isabella Lumisden concealed him in her 
h« op, while the house was being searched for rebels. Hor 
brother Andrew Lurnisden was private secretary fo the Stuart 
princes. Jam»s Strange married secondly in 1708 Anno, 
second daughter of the first Viscount Alelville and widow of 
Henry Drummond tho banker. She died January 1852. 
Thom is William Lurnisden Strange, horn January 1th, 1808, 
was the eldest son of the Chief Justice and a Madr.is Civilian 
from 1825 to lfco'tf. He died in England, Scplcuihcr JJid, 
1884.

To the memory of .the Kt v. Chulstian Frederic Kwautz, born 
at Sonnenburg of NTeumark, in the Kingdom of Prussia, tho 
20th October 1720, and died at Tanjore the 13th of February 
1798, in tho 72nd year of his age. Devoted from his early 
manhood to the office of missionary in tho Mast, tho similarity 
of his situation to that of tho first preachers of the (xospol 
produced in him a peculiar resemblance to the simple sanctity 
of the Apostolic character. His natural vivacity won tho 
affection, as his unspotted probity and purity of life aliko 
oommandod the reverence of the Christian, Aluhummadan and 
Hindu; for sovereign princes, Hindu and Muhammadan, 
selected this humble pastor as the medium of political negoti- 
ation with the Uritish Government, and tho very marble that 
here records his virtues was raised by the liberal affection and 
esteem of the Rajah of Tanjore, Maharajah Serfojee. 

The proper spelling of the name i- Schwarz, not Swartz. The 
monument in this church is by Flaxman. The aged mission- 
ary is represented upon his death- hed and on his left stands 
Kaja Serfojee, his pupil, with two attendants, while on the 
right is the missionary Kohlhotf. Schwarz was tho son of a 
simple German brewer and baker. He entered Halle Uni- 
versity in 17-10 and became intimate with Hermann Francke 
and Schultzo, who inspired him with a desire to go to Tndia. 
He landed at Cuddalore in 1750 and joined the Tranquebar 
mission. In 1768 ho was chaplain to the Company's troops 
at Trichinopoly and remained there till 1778, when, leaving 
Trichinopoly in charge of Pohlc, he took up bis residence at 
Tanjore by Kaja Tuljajee's request. About this time he was 
entrusted by Governor Thomas Rumbold with a mission to

Hyder, who received him courteously and kept him three 
months at Serin gapatam. Schwarz's report was never 
published, hut the details of his mission may he found in 
Pearson's " Memoir " and in Wilks' " Historical Sketches of 
the South of India." Previous to the treaty of Mangalore the 
Government sent him on another embassy to Tippoo, who, 
unlike his father, refused to see him. In 17h7 Raja Tuljajee 
adopted a minor Serfojee and made JSchwarz his tutor. 
Serfojee was the last representative but one of the Mahratta 
dynahty of Taujore, founded by Shall jee, father of the great 
Seevujee, who obtained Tanjore as a jaghire. It is of 
Serfojee that Lord Vulentia speaks with such praise in 1804 
| and Heber in 1826. Hobor says that he quoted Fourcroy, 

| Lavoisier, Linnaeus and Buff on fluently, that ho had an 
i accurate judgment of Shakespeare, that he wrote tolerable 
■ English poetry, and " was respected by the English officers 

! in the neighbourhood as a really good judge of a horse aud 

j a cool, bold, and deadly shot at a tiger.*' His statue by 

Flax man is in the Durbar Hall. He stands with his hands 

ioined as if in prayer and wears the curious three cornered 
lat used by the Tanjore princes. Ho was succeeded in 1832 
by his son Seevajee, who died childless in 1853.

Travancoro, and in tint office of Mr. S. R. Lushington, 
Collector of the Southorn Poli^ar PeishcQeh, he was 
appointed by Colonel Bannerman, the otlicor entrusted with 
the charge of quelling the Poligar insurrection of 1799, to be 
Malabar and Gen too interpreter with tlio force on the pay 
mid allowances of a Captain, which was confirmed by Gov- 
ernment on tho 26th September 1799.

On the 
doath of Mr. Young, in tho latter part of 1809, Mr. Hughes 
succeeded to tho loaso, as assignee of that gentleman ; and 
on the expiration of the Charter, the grant was renewed in 
1814, on tho samo terms, for the expiration of the next 
charter. Mr. Hughes likewise purchased the Kulattur aud 
Kadalgudi mittahs, and continuod engaged in various specu- 
lations with fluctuating success until his death, which took 
place on the 26th February 1835."

Kmilius This stono perpetuates in their birth place the momory of 
James Chokge Emijjfs Bikd and Jamks Wkbstkb Bird, both of 
Ti.M. Civil Service, tho sons of Charles James Bird , of Little 
Hatherlev, Cheltenham, formerly Collector of this district. 
George Emilius Bird arrived in India in 1871, and was for 
four years employed in this district, where, by his bright and 
amiable disposition he endeared himself to all, whether Euro- 
pean or Native, with whom he was brought in contact. Ho 
died at Coimbatore, on the 8th of March 1875, aged 25 years. 
James Webster Bird joined his brother in Palamcottah, in 
December 1^74, and fitter serving with assiduous diligence for 
little more than a year, and gaining universal esteem, died at 
Tuticorin, on the 2M.h of January 1*7(5, aged 28 years.

She died in childbed, sin- 
cerely regretted by an inconsolable husband. In her manners 
she was mild, affable and engaging; the valuable endowments 
and amiable propensities of her mind gained and secured her the 
respect and veneration of all her friends and acquaintances. 

The deposit of Charlotta Cooper, born 10th of Novembor 
1780, went home the 14th of May 1789. 

A Thomas Cooper was in the Civil Service 1767 to 1798. He 
was at one time in Council at Ganjain, where he was 
suspended. 

Captain Stephen Swaine, of the Honorable Company's Service. 
Ho died the 17th of September 1790, aged 35 years. Ho 
was kind and affectionate husband, a tender and indulgent 
father, in his private life and Christian character a model 
of generous friendship and solid rational piety : and whose 
.death will ever be sincerely lamented by all who had the 
pleasure of his acquaintance. 

Urquhart says he was of the First Regiment of European 
Infantry and had relinquished the command of Darram- 
pooram through ill-health. Darrampoomm is in Coinibatore 
district and was onee the seat of the Zillah Judge. A 
Thomas Watts, O.S., died there May 1811, Registor of the 
Court. 

Captain Arthur Stewart in the Honorable East India Com- 
pany's Service, aged 44 years, lie was a brave and distin- 
guished oIKccr, a kind husband, an affectionate and indulgent 
father. Also Arthur Eyre Coote Stewart, the infant child 
of the late Capt. Arthur Stewart, and of Francos Stewart, born 
on the 20th of February, died the 19th June 1793. Kind 
death has put an end to his sufferings and the friendly grave 
has shut up the mournful scene.

This tomb is in tho chancel of the church. One of the four 
graudchildreu mentioned became the wife of Sir Kohert 
Peel, I'rinie Minister. A list of inhabitants of Fort St. 
George taken in 1788 allows Charles Darke to have been a 
licensed free mnrchant then in distressed circumstances, 
living with his wife and family at the Hod Hills near Madras. 
He arrived as a cadet in 1770 by the Princess Royal, Captain 
Kerr (the " old commodore " who died at Cuddalore March 
1800). Four years later he resigned the service and obtained 
indentures to practise ns a free merchant. Ho was employed 
and trusted by the Nabob of Arcot and finally ruined in his 
service. His letters disclose many curious details. In one 
of them addressed to the Nabob himself he says, " 1 will not 
for the present mention the bribes given by your Highness on 
account of tho unhappy business of the arrest of Lord I'igot ; 
but the amount of them make up a great part of your High- 
ness* s new consolidated debt." I lis name continues to appear 
in the Madras Almanacs under the beading of Europeans 
not in the King's or Company's service, up till the year 
1810, when it drops out. He seems to have lived mostly at 
Trichinopoly whero Darko's Bridge still presorvos his name. 
On January 29th, 1791, at Fort St. George, his daughter 
Rebecca Juliana was married to Lieutenant-Colonel John 
Floyd of the 19th Light Dragoons 14 by A. Bell, chaplain, in 
the presence of George Harris and Charles Darke." Floyd 
was the Mu rat of the Mysore campaigns and the most dashing 
cavalry officer of his day. He died a Haronet, January Kith, 
1818. It was during his command of the Trichinopoly 
district that the future Lady Peel was born. Tho Out- 
stations Register of St. Mary's Church, Fort St. George, 
records: ' 4 Trichinopoly J Julia daughter of Major General 
Floyd and Itcbecca his wife, born and baptized tho 19th of 
Nov. 179a by Christian Frederick Schwartz, English Mission- 
ary. Flavia, daughter of ditto born tho 1st June 1797, 
baptized Feb. 1798 by Christian William Gericke, English 
Missionary." Mrs. Darke diod within six weeks of Flavia's 
birth. In 1880 a memoir of Sir John Floyd was published 
by his godson Combermero Floyd m.i.c. k. From a miniature 
of Lady Floyd still in existence, it would appear that she was 
of great beauty. A monument stands to her memory in 
Farnborough Church, Kent, bearing a i epresentation of a 
rose in full bloom, torn from its stalk and below it a bud also 
broken off. Throe buds remain, typifying the three remain- 
ing children, of whom the youngest Julia married Sir Robert 
Peel, June 9th, 1820. Though in her own phrase u no 
politician" she became in time his closest and only com- 
panion. The statesman's third son Captain Sir William 
Peel, V.C., commanded the Naval Brigade during the 
mutiny and died at Oawnpore, April 2nd, 1858. A statue 
stands to his memory in Calcutta opposite the Eden gardens.

The tombstone has disappeared. His father 31 u ago Park (1771- 
1806), the celebrate 1 African traveller, married, August 
2nd, 1790, the eldest daughter of Thomas Anderson, Surgeon, 
of Selkirk, to whom he had been apprenticed in his youth. 
Ho is supposed to have been killed at Bomsa, a town beyond 
Timbuetoo. His wile and throo sons and a daughter sur- 
vived him, and £ 1,000 was paid to them by the Government. 
The second son, Thomas, a Midshipman on H.M.S. Syhilk, 
obtained leave to attempt to reach Boussa, in order to set at 
rest all doubts with regard to his father's fate: but died of 
fever, October' 3 lbt, 1827, after acc omplishing 200 miles of the 
journey. 

Here rest the remains of Beginald Heber, d.d., Th inl Bishop 
of Calcutta. 

The inscription is incorrect, for ho was the second Bishop. 
His grave is within tho sanctuary at the north of the altar. 
Bishop lleber visited Trichinopoly in 1826. He was enter- 
tained by the Judge, who is still referred to in the place 
as " old " John Bird. His hoi i so is now the District and 
Sessions Court. On its north side, a few steps from the 
house, is the plunge bath in which the Bishop lost his life. 
He had had a long and fatiguing service at Christ Church 
Fort, including the confirmation of a number of young persons. 
At the conclusion of the service he went into the adjoining 
house to unrobe. The churchyard was full of a crowd of 
Christian natives seeking his blessing. From tho steps of the 
house, just over the grave of Christian Pohle, he addressed 
tho gathering a second time and added to his fatigue. On 
his return to Mr. John Bird's house hejplunged into the bath 
in his exhausted condition, and his heart stopped. The 
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Garrison Surge ons did tlioir best to restore animation ; one 
of them, -Mr. A. B. Peppin, loft a report on his examination 
of tho body ; this paper came into tho hands of the Bev. 0. S. 
Kohlhoff of Erungalore, who gavo it to the Boy. F. Penny. 
It is now in the chaplaincy file bock under tho date. The 
body was buried on tho north side of tho altar .in St. John's 
Church. A mural tablet was put up by the memorial 
committee, but there was no monument ovor his gravo till 
the Bev. Thomas Vouikes became chaplain of Trichinopoly in 
1 865. ITe raised money by subscription and placed over the 
grave a handsome marble slab inlaid with brass and coloured 
inamels. Twenty years later the Bev. Frank Penny, ll.m., 
I raised money in the same way and put in the east window of 

stained glass as a further memorial. The bath in which the 
Hi shop was drowned was railed on" in 1 882 and a stone erected 
with tho following inscription : 14 In memory of the devoted, 
accomplished, beloved aud universally honored servant of 
God, Reginald Heber, d.i>., second Bishop of Calcutta and 
one of India's truest and most loving benefactors. This 
stone was erected in the year 1882 at the expense of Govern- 
ment on the margin of the bath in which he was drowned 
while bathing on the 3rd April 18215.

Lieutenant James George Wahab of the 40th Regiment, N.I., 
who was wantonly shot by a sepoy of his Company, whilst the 
Regiment was at ball practice in the presence of tho officer 
commanding the division on the 5th of December 1831, aged 
23 years and 5 months. 

Ensign Arthur Welli;slky Beabazon, H.M. 54th Regiment, 
aged 22 years. This monument was erected by his brother 
officers as a last tribute of their esteem and reerard.

Rock on Juno 2t>th, 1753, and the bdttlo of the Sugar-Loa 
Jttook on September 2tst, 1753— were fought by Stringer La^ 
rence, who was at the time in chief command oi the Euglis 
forces : but the siege lasted intermittently until the susper 
sion of hostilities in October 1754. In his report on th 
former engagement, which resulted in the complete defeat c 
Monsieur Astruc, Lawrence writes : " I ought to montioi 
because it is due to their merit, the extraordinary gallai 
behaviour of Captains Kilpatrick and Kirk, who forced up 
rock against four times their number of Europeans, and i 
the fucu of 2,000 sepoys, and dislodged them and attacke 
them in Hank, whilst we did the same in front; a moi 
extraordinary action £ have never seen." Captain Kir 
fell in the second battle which was fought in Septemb< 
some 3 miles south of French "Rocks. Captain Jam* 
Kilpatrick was more fortunate, and was, in July 1'5< 
despatched to Bengal in command of the small force ( 
230 Europeans hurriedly collected by the authorities at Madrf 
on roceipt of letters announcing the capture of Oossinibaza 
and the march of Surajah Dowlah upon Calcutta. The 
arrived in th* 3 llooghly on August 2nd to receive the ne* 
of the Black Hole tragedy and to find the remnants ( 
the Company's servants huddled together in boats or i

mat-huts nt Fulta. When Watson an 1 Clive joined thorn in 
November, half of Kilpatrick's 230 Europeans were dead 
and of tho remainder hardly thirty were tit for duty. He 
acted during the intervening mouths as a member of the 
Provisional Committee and his name appears among those 
present at the consultations held on board the Phcenix 
schooner. His salary a? Oonimander-iu-Chief of tho Com- 
pany's forces in Bengal is given in the " proceeding*" of tho 
time as £40 per annum. He is also one of the signatories 
to the treaty of June 1757, by which Meer .Tallier was 
secured tho Subahship of Hen gal, Beliar, and Orissa : and 
he was present at Plussoy and at the famous Council of War 
at Cut wah, when he voted with Clive in opposition to an 
ad vane.-, and against the opinion of Eyre Coote, who coun- 
selled an 44 immediate decision of the contest." Clivo writing 
on December 23rd, 17.57, to tho Court of Directors from "Camp 
Fatehpoor near Ha j ma haul," mentions the loss of several 
officers, "among the rest Major Kilpatrick, who acquired 
much deserved reputation in his long course of service in 
Iiidi^i." His death had occurred in the preceding October. 
Captain James Dalton, the real hero of tho defence of 
Triehinopoly, was born in 1725, began life (like Kilpatrick) 
as a subaltern of marines, joined the East India Company's 
service in 1749, and was made Captain of the Grenadier 
Company. Wheu stationed at Fort St. David, he was very 
intimate with Clive, who afterwards stood godfather to one 
of his daughters. From 1752 to 1753, he was in command of 
Triehinopoly during its continuous investment, and his letters 
lo Madras were considered so important, that orders were 
given to open them immediately they arrived, even if the 
President were absent, After successfully beating oft" the 
besiegers, Dalton resigned tho service through ill-health 
in March 175 1, . and was succeeded in his command by 
Kilpatrick. On his return to England hy married on 
March 7th, 1756, Isabella, daughter of Sir John Wroy, 
Bart., and died July 11th, 1811, at tho age of 86. His 
journal of 166 folio pages contains a full account of tho 
siege. It is largely quoted by his relative, Mr. Charles 
Dalton, F.R.a.s., who published in 1886 a memoir of his 
ancestor ; and it was extensively used by Ormo for his 
" History of the War in India" which appeared in 1763. 
Captain John Calliaud succeeded to the command of the 
Company's troops in Madras in February 1759 on the 
doparture of Stringer Lawrence for England. In the 
folio wing October, Eyre Coote, who had been appointed from 
home to the Madras Command, arrived at Fort St. George ; 
and Calliaud, now a Major, was despatched to Bengal with 
200 mou, Clive having requested that he might be sent to 
command the army in that province, if Colonel Coote should 
be detained to serve on tho Coromandel Coast. Ho reached 
Fort William in November, and took over charge from Clive 
and Fordo. During the years 1760 and 1761, he was 
occupied in Behar in aiding Meer Jaffier to clear the province 
of the armies nf the Shah Zadah. In 1763, he became I'om- 
mander-in-Cliiof at Madras and in November 1766 concluded 
at Hyderabad a treaty with Nizam Ally. He retired in 1775 
and died in 1810 at his seat in Oxfordshire 44 highly respected 
by the surrounding nobility and gentry." Lieutenant 
Harrison Revei commanded the artillery undor Clive at tho 
defence of Arcot in Soptember-October 1751, was taken 
prisoner near Conjeeveram as he was returning wounded 
from the siege, and was killed in February 1754, at the dis- 
astrous engagement near Kelli Kotah when a valuable 
convoy and £7,000 in specie was captured, and an entire

Sacred to the memory of Matthew Horne, Brigadier General in 
the Army of the Honorable E.I. Company on the Coast of 
Coromandel, who departed this life on the 1 1th December 
1789, aged 57 years. He commenced his military career in 
1757 under the auspices of those hownortal heroes Lawrence 
and Clivc, who at an early period lronorcd his virtues with 
their notice and friendship. He pasted thro' a scries of active 
and distinguished services in the several gradations of army 
rank, with uniform esteem and approbation ; and he attained 
the honorable distinction of the chief command of the Coast 
Army which he held with credit from February to October 
1789. To high professional talents, he joined an enthusiastic 
zeal which peculiarly marked his public exertions, especially 
in the memorable defence of Madras and in the reduction 
of Manilla, of Tanjore, and of Pondicherry. Blessed with a 
feeling and friendly heart thro' every chequered scene of life 
he maintained unsullied the proiid characteristics of our 
Englishmen, loyalty, bravery and honour. His remains are 
deposited in the church of Trichinopoly.

Educated 
at Home, lie entered the Society of Jesus on October 21st, 
1698. In 1711 ho arrived at Goa and joined tho Madura 
Mission, founded about a century before by Robert do Nobi- 
libus, tho nephew of Cardinal Bellarmin. He gave himself 

' out as a white Brahinin from the West and adopted native 
customs and costumes. He soon became famous as a linguist. 
In three months ho is said to have mastered Persian and 
Hindustani for the express purposo of obtaining an interview 
with Chanda Sahib, Nawab oil Triehiuopoly, who gave him 
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: the title of Isnmtti Sanyasi and made him his Dewan. 
j Among the natives Heschi was known as Voerainahamunivar, 
| the great fearless man of God." After being driven by the 

i Mahrattas from Trichinopoly, he passed to the Pearl Fishery 
| Coast, and in 1744 was Rector of Manapar, in which post 
; ] 10. died February 4th, 1747. Of all the Jesuit Missionaries, 
j who have worked in India, Hesehi is probably the most 
i distinguished for learning and intellect. His knowledge 
i of Tamil was simply wonderful. He was equally familiar 
, with the high and low dialects; and his compositions in that 
language have excited the admiration of many a South 
i Indian poet. Unliko de Nobilibus ho was averse to intro- 
J ducing many Sanscrit terms and expressions into his Tamil 

works; and rather aimed at acquiring a perfectly puro and 
I idiomatic style.

Her husband, impressed with the deepest sorrow for 
the loss of so inestimable a blessing and inspired with the 
tend crest a flection for her memory, hath caused this stone to be 
inscribed to her virtues. She dyed ou the 7th February 1776, 
in the 25th year of her age and in the seventh of her marriage 
after having given birth to three children. Pardon her 
offences, Oh Almighty God, and. receive her gentle spirit into 
the mansion of thy mercies. John Hollond.

Beneath this stone is deposited the mortal part of Mr. KiXfis- 
ford Vhnneh, cadet in the 1st Cirear Battalion of sepoys, an 
ill-fated youth, who possessed of the? most amiable disposition 
and every requisite lo form a good man, was precipitated 
into an untimely grave at the age of 1J) in a mutiny of 
grenadier sepovs ordered for embarkation from this port ou 
the 3rd of October 1780. 

An account of this mutiny will be found in "Wilson's " History 
of the Madias Army," volume 1 1 , page 18. Lieutenant Crisp, 
Mr. Vernier, a cadet, and Mr. biobert Rutherford, C.8., Pay- 
master, were killed ; Captain T. Lane (who had married Miss 
Eleanor Vernier, November 1 1th, 1775), Mr. Charles Maxtone, 
O.S., and others were, wounded; and Mr. ,1. H. Casnmajor, 
C.S., the chief, robbed of property worth Us. 15,000. The 
newswriter in llickey's 14 Gazette " for October 21st, I780 y 
describes the occurrence us follows: — 

We are informed that the Sepoy troops lately draughted 
at Vizacapiitam, having all their arms, accout ram cuts, 
baggage, etc., ready to embark on board the Sartine 
Erigue, and some other vessels then in that harbour in 
order to carry them to Madras, the day of their intended 
departure the Governor of Vizac invited all tho military 
officers to dine with him, and the Council. The troops 
were to embark that afternoon. The gentlemen made a 
cheerful repast, drank success to the British arms, and sat 
in company with all the tranquility, of mind imaginable, 
but were soon alarmed by an uncommon noise. They 
sent some of their servants out to leurn tho cause, and 
was soon informed that the troops draughted for Madras

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had mutinied, aud was endeavouring to force those Sepoys 
wht) wore to remain behind in the barracks to join them, 
which they refused. This account soon brought their officers 
out, who instantly resumed their commands, and ordered 
tli em immediately to march down to the beach and go on 
board. This they refused one and all. The Grenadiers 
levelled their pieces, took aim, discharged a volley, and 
killed every officer on the spot. They took the Governor 
prisoner and all flw civil servants, set free a French spy 
(Capt. Bral6) who had been confined th'To for some 
time, and placed him at their head, at the same time put 
the Governor and all the civil servants in the prison from 
whence they took the Frenchman. They plundered the 
Governor's house and factory of the treasure, plato and 
every other valuable that night, took the civillins out the 
next morning, tied them, and marched them off with them, 
with an intent to carry their prisoners to Hyder Ally, 
whom themselves intended to join. After they had marched 
several miles from Yizac, they unty'd the Governor Mr. 
Casmajor and the rest of the gentlemen, and told them they 
might return to Vizac if they pleased. Ensign Butler, the 
only surviving officer on that establishment, and who veiy 
fortunately had been on a visit to a friend at some distance 
from the settlement, finding what had happened, drew up 
a detachment of the remaining troops the next morning 
with a few field pieces, marched at the head of them in 
quest of the deserters, came up wiih them, and dis- 
charged a fow rounds of grape shot amongst tin 'in. which 
brought so-, end of them to the groin d. Suae ran off, 
leaving the most part of their arms behind, and the 
remainder he took prisoners, marching them in the front 
with tho field pieces in the rear." 

S.M. of Mrs. Matilda Wickkns, an excellent woman in each 
quality of friend, sister, wife.

Also her 
infant son Ciiaki.es Briggs, aged ten weeks. 

Martha Briggs, married in 1784, was the eldest daughter of 
John Pybus, M.C S. (1742-6*). member of council and sub- 
sequently partner with Sir John Call, Bart., in tho banking 
house now represented by the firm ( f Martin *& Co., Leaden- 
hall street. She was the widow of Major Arthur Lysaght, 
brother of the first Lord de Li»le. Her youngest sister Cather- 
ine married in 1800 the famous Sydney Smith, Canon of 
St. Paul's, whose brother Bobert Percy Smith. Advocate- 
General of Bengal in 1803 and afterwards M.P. for Lincoln, 
was father of Lord Lyveden Surgeon John Briggs (1758- 
?830) served as Physician -General on tho expedition to 
Ceylon, where he became acquainted with Miss Honor 
Podson see No. 827), his second wife. Of their nine sons, 
one died in childhood ; the remaining eight entertd

tho public service in India, five dying there. By his 
provious marriage there had beon two sons, of whom the 
oldest, Major-Gonoral John Briggs, f.r.s. (178/5-1875), is 
known to tame as the Translator of Ferishta and thft Seir-ul- 
Mutakherin and of much else of great interest (see his Life 
written in 1885 by Major Evans Bell). General Briggs mar- 
ried Docoinber 3rd, 1811, at Madras his stepmother's sister 
Jane, youngest of the nine daughters of Mr. John Dodson, of 
the London Custom House. Another sister Elizabeth married 
in 1798 John Do Morgan (No. 280), so that General Briggs 
became undo by marriage to Augustus De Morgan (1806-7 1), 
* ith whom ho ('oiifracted a warm friendship. Gilbert Briggs 
(see No. 715) was a son of Stephen Briggs, the brother of 
Surgeon John Briggs. Stephen's wife, nee Magdalene 
Pasley, was sister to Sir John Malcolm's mother (see No. 138). 

Andrew Ferguson, late Captain in the county Sorvico, 
a sincere Christian, an affectionate husband, and a tmo friend, 
whom it pleased God to call away at the ago of 48. This 
tribute of affection is paid by his sons, Robort and James. Ho 
departed this life ten days after his affectionate* wife, 18 
March 1789. 

Stranger ! if thy breast be open to the charms of sensibility 
and its attendant virtues, the inmate of this cell might have 
enlarged the circle of thy comforts. Her early death has torn 
a leaf from Friendship's volume. Flattered with a smiling 
dawn, her days were quickly clouded by misfortune, aud 
though a more than fraternal love tried all its tender influence 
to soothe and mil ignto her sorrow, she reached not the meridian 
of life. What humility disclaims need not be unacceptable 
to virtue, nor will it reject this humble tribute offered by a 
faithful friend to the warm affections, the unassuming merit 
that distinguished and endeared the character of Frances 
Dowset, who died — aged — . 

This somewhat mysteriously worded eulogy bears no date, 
but obviously belongs to the latter part of the eighteenth 
century. A Miss Frances Munro married Mr. .Robert Dowset 
of the Civil Service, May 12th, 1766. The deceased may 
have been their daughter. 

Here repose the remains of one of the most amiable and best of 
women Elizabeth Davidson, the mother of a lovely progeny 
and for 25 years the wife of a happy husband . To tho softer and 
more engaging qualities of her own sex, she added the higher 
virtues which dignify the other, perfecting without exceeding 
the gentle excellence of female character ; affectionate without 
weakness, generous without oxtravaganee, gay without lovity. 
1 ler smile was tho beam of benevolence, her heart the seat of 
sympathy, and the uniform complacency of her temper 
illumined her countenance with the blended ray of sensibility 
and virtue. To her husband, to her children, to all, he* dutiful 
affections, her pious cares, her beneficent seal distinguished and 
endeared tho faithful wife, the tender paront, the firm friend. 
And if mortal ken may presume, her humane and moral 
virtues exalted by religion recommend a Christian to her God, 
obiit 8th July 1791. 

Near to the remains of his faithful wife, here lies entombed the 
body of Alexander Davidson, late chief of Vizagapatam.

this stone to be erected in grateful remembrance of his 
numerous public ami private virtues. 

In connexion with the ease of the notorious Roddy Rao, Sir 
George Barlow punished Mr. Parry, a private merchant, and 
Mr. Roebuck, by deporting the former to Kngland and by 
removing the latter to an inferior station in the Northern 
Ci rears, where he died. Barlow's proceedings were sub- 
sequently found to have been unjust. The case was the out- 
come of the commission of enquiry into the claims of the lato 
Nabob of the Carnatic, and the Government were induced to 
support Keddy Rao on the representation of certain officials 
who had an interest in his forged bonds. Roebuck was a 
highly respect od member of society and uncle to the well- 
known T. A. Roebuck, M.P., tlie Sheffield Reformer. 
His brother AV. Roebuck (No. 22H) died in 1801. Benjamin 
Roebuck's wife was a Mrs. Cut herine Taylor, widow of No. 
1129 and daughter of Lieutenant Maitiund (Nos. 1129 and 
1841). 

Georue Maidman, Esq., Commercial Resident at Masulipatarn, 
aged 52 years, having faithfully served the K.I. Company for 
tho period of 17 years.

When Labourdonnais returned to Europ-, Bossy r- mained 
behind as an officer of Duploix's army. lie accompanied 
Muzaffor Jung t • the Dee* an in his disastrous expedition 
against the insurgent Afghan Chiefs in which the latter was 
killed. After his death lie procured tho appointment of 
Salnbat Jung to the vacant thronn of tho Nizam and prac- 
tically made i.f him a French prefect. His handful of 
Europeans soon became the nucleus of a powerful army. 
Such ascendancy uroused many enemies. During his absence 
in January 1763 at the • oust recruiting his health, the 
minister Said Lashkar withheld all allowances due to his troops 
with a vie v to breaking up the force. Thissy rose from his 
bed and marched straight to Aurangabad, where the Court 
was, and obtained a o< ssiou of four provinces . afterwards 
known as the Northern Ciruirs) for the pa\ of his corps. 
Tho following y»*ar his astonishing military succe>s at 
tho siege of Savanore. inilamed the old resentment against 
him, and in 17 5<> Bussy and his troops wore peremptorily 
dismissed from service. 'I he Nizam had meantime applied 
to the English for assistance to drive out the French and 
the request was about to bo granted, when the news of the 
capture of Calcutta diverted every British soldier northward. 
Bussy, after staving oil an attack irom Salabut Jung, 
regained all his old authority. He had been seven years 
founding the interest of his ration in the Deccan, when 
Lally's advent destroyed his power, lie was recalled from 
his territories to carry out L»ll\'s vio«s and operations 
further so a th, in 175>*. Two years later lie was captured at 
Wandewash by Poote, but liberated in consideration of his 
generous treatment to English prisoners. After an absence of 
twenty-throo years he leturned to Po' dieherry as Governor in 
1783, but so many years of sloth and luxury had impaired his 
faculties, and with the treatv of Versailh s all military opeia- 
tions ceased It was during his sojourn in Franco that Ormo 
made his acquaintance. To quote his words, *' the only man 
of distinguished capacity wbo served under Dupleix was 
M. Bussy, and his conduct to this officer showed that he knew 
the value of merit, and was capable of employing it to tho 
utmost advantage, for although M. Bussy had, by his 
expedition to the i orthward, acqiiir* d much reputation and 
a *.reat fortune, he beheld his successes without the least 
envy, and implicitly followed his advice in all affairs of which 
M. Mussy, by his situation, might be a better judge than 
himself.'* Bussy, when in France, married a niece of tho 
Due de Choiseul. ITe died on January 17th, 17H5, in the 
evening, as he was playing at cards. Barras in his memoirs 
draws a very uncomplimentary picture of him af t» r he 
returned to India in his old age.

One is in the 
library of M. Albert do Montet of Chardonno near Vevey, 
late an officer of Austrian Dragoons and a well-known writer 
on military hietory. He possesses tho original copy of the 
author, Theodore do Meuron, 144 pages grand in octavo 
embellished with notes, drawings aud photographs added 
by the compiler (now deceased) subsequent to tho publication 
of tho work. 

The regiment was originally raised at Neuchatel in 1781 by 
Charles Daniel, Cointe de Meuron (d. 1806), who onteiod a 
Swiss regiment of marines in tho Fronch service, went through 
the Seven Years' War, and was present in several *ea-fighte 
against tho English in West Indian and American waters. 
The regiment's first masters wore tho Dutch East India 
Company, under whom they served at the Cape and in 
Ceylon. They then crossed bayonets with the English at the 
French defence of Cuddaloro in 1782. Among tho garrison 
of that little town was a young Sergeant, named Bernadotte, 
the future Marshal of tho Empire and King of Sweden and

Norway (see No. 755). Tn 1795, we find do Mouron and his 
men once more in Ceylon, and, on the conquest of tho island 
by the English, they transferred their allegiance without 
difficulty to the British Crown. Colonel do Meuron became 
Brigadier-Ueneral in command of the troops in Ceylon, and 
his oilicers were ranked with officers of th« King's service 
In the following year the regiment was transferred to the 
Madras establishment, and after being in garrison succes- 
sively at Poonamallee, Arnee and Vellore, took part in 
the operations bef ore Seringapatam, where it was brigaded 
with the 33rd and 73rd Foot under Colonel (afterwards Sir 
Arthur) Wellesloy . A jom nal kopt by Lieutenant Charles do 
Meilron Tribolet gives a graphic account of the campaign. 
The grenadier and light companies formed pai t of tho storm- 
ing column and lost 16 killed, inoiuding Lieutenant A. Matthey 
and Assistant Surgeon Lessor, and 60 wounded, including 
Captains Piachnrd and Lardy. A descriptivo panorama of 
the assault was exhibited in London at tho Lyceum in which 
Captain Lardy, the leader of the forlorn hope, figures promi- 
nently. An engraving of this curious picture may be seen 
in tho library of the Maharaja of Durbhunga. After the 
fall ot the fortress tho regiment was stationed on the Island 
and subsequently at French Rocks, 7 mi h s away. On Feb- 
ruary ICth, 1806, it loft Fort St. (r< orgo for Europe, find, after 
successively garrisoning the Isle of Wight, Guernsey, Sicily, 
and Malta, found its m ay to Canada, where it was finally 
disbanded the year after Wiurrloo, consequent upon tho 
reduction of the English army to a peace footing. Eighteen 
members of the de Meuron family had held commissions in 
its ranks during the thirty-five years of its history. Tho 
Colonel commanding » was always a de Meuron, and tho 
Lieutenant-' olonel generally one. Yorek, tho Prussian 
General, who gained some celebrity in the Napoleonic wars, 
completed his apprenticeship to arms in this polyglot body, 
which at the time of its breaking up in 1816 was composed 
of members of almost every nationality in Europe.

Colonel Scott was placed in charge of the gun carriage works in 
1 800 and afterwards commanded the station. He is mentioned 
by Lord Valentia in 1804 as "Captain Scott, who had 
just exerted himself with the highest credit to establish that 
manufactory." His bungalow stands on the banks of the 
Cauvery not far from the English cemetery, and is kept up 
almost in the same stat^ as when he left it in 1817 after the 
loss of his wife and daughters. The story of this deserted 
house has formed the subject of a poem in the well-known 
"Lays of Ind 11 by Aliph Cheem (Captain Yeldham). 

" There stands on the isle of Seringapatam, 
By the Cauvery, eddying fast, 
A bungalow lonely, 
And tenanted only 
By memories of the past. 
It has stood, as though under a ourse or spell, 
Untouched since the year that Tippoo fell. 

The mouldering rooms are now as they stood 
Noar eighty years ago ; 
The piano is there, 
And table and chair, 
And the carpet, rotting slow, 
And the beds whereon the corpses lay, 
And the curtains half time-mawed away.

A lofty granite obelisk, without namo or date, and these Wo 
letters only, standing nt the end of a terrace, 180 foet long 
by 85 broa«l, on an eminence known uh My serum Tekedy or 
Monsieur "Raymond's Hill, miles from Hyderabad. At 
the south of the platform is an edifice like a Grecian temple in 
which are kept the lamps and other articles used to decorate 
the tomb. Bade crosses in red are painted on the basement 
of the platform, which commands a fine view of the sur- 
rounding country. The tomb is described in Warren's 
" l'lnde Auglaiso " (18-13;. 

Michel Joachim Mario Raymond was born at Serignae on tlio 
25th September 1766. His father was a merchant, and in 
January 1776 the son set out from Lorient to Pondicherry 
with tho intention of Parting a corresponding house in 
India, but noon abandoned trade for the more exciting pro- 
fession of arn.s and entered a corp* in the service of Tippoo 
commanded by the Chevalier do Lasso. In 1783 he becan.e 
Bussy's Aide-do-Can p, and on tho latter' h do.ith two years 
later succeeded tho younger Lally (see N«\ 12*12) as com- 
mandant of the French cavalry, which Niziim Ali had taken 
over from his brother Basalar. Jung and lent to Hyler for 
his Carnatic campaigns. Baymond gradually altered the 
composition of this force to an army corps of tw< nty sepoy 
battalions officered by Europeans and maintained by the 
revenues of an entire jaghire. His death occurred suddenly 
at the zenith of his fame, when ho was at the head of 15,000 
disciplined troops, with numerous magazines and gun 
foundries, one of which not unlike an inin r-nse racket court 
Btill stands near the Chuddorgha at Besidency. His successor 
Jean Henri i > iron(bom at Huningue, March 25th, 1763, died 
at Chandornagore October 21st, 1807) was a man of littlo 
ability and six months later James Achilles Kirkpatriek, the 
British Besident, was able to executo a treaty with the Nizam 
under the terms of which tho entire foreign contingent waB to 
bo disbanded. On October 20th, 1798, 14,000 men and 124 
officers laid down their arms to a force of British troops under 
Colonel Boberts, John Malcolm, Assistant Beshlent, and 
Kirkpatriek ; and the celebrated French corps of Hyderabad 
passed into a tradition. The name of Monsieur Baymond is 
still kept up in the Myseram Regiment of irregulars, and on 
every anniversary of Raymond's death tho tomb and platform 
are brilliantly illuminated and a grand fair held, which is 
largely attended. Salutes are fired by the Irregular troopn, 
many of whom are descendants of Musa Bahim's famous 
fifteen thousand. " No European of mark who preceded him," 
writes Colonel Malleson, "and no European of mark who 
followed him in India, ever succeeded in gaining to such an 
extent tho love, the esteem, the admiration of the natives of 
the country." 

Here lie the remains of Ann Jane Emzabkth Jenkins, aged 
21 years 6 months ; also of her infant son who died shortly 
after his birth 

This with two other nameless slabs lies below the platform on 
which Raymond is buried. It is erroneously described 
by the caretaker in charge as the grave of Raymond'^ 
bobbachee.

Frances Sydenham obiit 22 October A.D. 1807, aetat 31. 

Hor husband, Thomas Sydonham, natus circa, 1780, was second 
son of Colonel W. Sydenham (No. 896). After serving in the 
Mysore war as Captain of Guides, he was nominated secretary 
to tho rosidency of Hyderabad. He returned to England in 
in 02 and studied at Christ Church under dean Jackson. In 
1801 ho again sailed for the east and was appointed first to 
the charge of the residency in Persia and then (180G) to that 
of Hyderabad. Kesigning this office in 1810 he proceeded 
to England, was sent by Lord Wellesley on a confidential 
mission to tho Peninsula, and became charge d'affaires at 
Lisbon. In 1812 ho joined the Earl of Wellington in camp, 
and served with him as a volunteer in the campaign of that 
year. He then ropaired to the head-quarters of the Russian 
army and took part, in the company of his friend Count 
Woronzov, in the battles of 1814. His gallantry at Craon 
procurod him the cross of St. George from the hands of tho 
Emperor Alexander, while Bomadotte presented him with 
the Swedish insignia of the rtword. On the conclusion of 
peace, Sydenham was appointed British envoy extraordinary 
and minister plenipotentiary at Lisbon, but his career was 
cut short by an incurablo illness at Geneva, August 28th, 
1816. 



This monument was erected by the officers of tho Russell 
Brigade in memory of their comrade Lieut. William John 
Darby, who in an attack within the city of Hyderabad on the 
20th of August 1815 fell at the head of a column as he was 
gallantly cheering on his granadiors to the charge. 

This obelisk originally stood near the present lawn tennis 
court. 



Charles Russell Falkland Murray Grant, the only child of 
Lieut. Charles St. John Grant of the Resident's Escort, who 
died on tho 14th Sopt.

Sir Henry Russell, second baronet (1783-1852), was Resident at 
Hyderabad in 1808 and again from April 1811 to December 
18*20. Ho married firstly Jane Amelia (No. 338), daughter 
of J. H. Casamajor, Member of Council at Fort St. George, 
who died at Madras, December, 29th, 1808 : and secondly, 
on November, 13th, 1816, Marie Clotilde, daughter of Benoit 
Mottet de la Fontaine (No. 2199), who survived him until 
1872. Their eldest son, Houry (b. 1819) died at Cairo in 
1 847. The second son and third baronet, Charles ( 1 626-1883) 
was a Lieutenant-Colonel in the Grenadier Guards and one of 
the first recipients of the Victoria Cross for gallantry in the 
Crimea. He was a Member of Parliament from 1865-68 and 
again from 1874-83. Sir George Russell, the third son and 
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fourth baronet, was a County Court Judge from 1871 to 
188o, and subsequently M.P. for Wokingham. He died in 
1898, and tho present baronet is his son. 
The first baronet, Sir Henry Russell (1751-188(1), had been 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court at Port William from 
1807-1818. He was knightod in 1797 on his appointment 
to be a Puisne Judge at Calcutta, and was created a baronet 
on December 1 0th, 1812. He married as his socond wifo 
Anna Barbara, youngest daughter of Sir Charles Whit worth 
and sister of Earl Whitworth, the British Ambassador at 
Paris, who was publicly insulted by Napoleon after tho peaco 
of Amiens He had a family of six sous and five daughters. 
Throo of his sons entered tho Company's service. Henry tho 
second baronet ; Charles who bocame M.P. for Heading after 
leaving India and died in 1856 ; and "Francis Whitworth, 
who bocame Salt A^out at Chittagong and died thorn on 
March 25th, 1852, in the forty- fourth year of his service. 
Tbe Chief Justice named his youngest daughter Rose 
Ayimer, in memory of his niece, Lander's early lovo, who 
died at his house in Calcutta in 1800.

1820, inftnitoly beloved, agod 2<> years. 

The Ruinbolds furnish an apt illustration of Kipling's saying 
that certain families find their way to India generation after 
generation, as dolphins follow in line across the open sea. 
William Rumbold, of tho Company's service, who was 
buried at Fulhain on September 15th, 1728, became tho 
father of two sons, Henry and William. Henry was Secre- 
tary to the Council at 1 Fort William and died in Bengal, 
Soptember lsf<, 17-13. He married Sarah Basnet at Fort St. 
George, August 17th, 1731. William rose to be socond at 
Tellichorry and died in 1715. Of his three sons, William, 
the oldest, entered tho Company's military service and died at 
Fort St. David on August !st, 1757, in his twenty-eighth 
year : and tho socond, Honry, died at sea at an early age. 
Themas Rumbold, the youngest (1736-1791), is erroneously 
said to have begun life as a boots at Arthur's, fashionable 
gaining house in St. James' or as a tide-waiter at the London 
Docks. In 1752 ho entered the Company's service as a 
Writer, but before long exchanged tho civil for the military 
profession, as Clivo had dono. After serving under Lawrence 
in tho operations round Trichinopoly in 1754, he accompaniod 
Clive to Bengal in 1756, and for his gallantry at the siege of 
Calcutta rocoived a captain's commission. Ho was Clivers 
Aido-do-Camp at the battle of Plassey and was severely 
wounded. Permission was given to him to revert to the 
civil service, and in Doeomber 1760, he was third at Chitta- 
gong. Subsequently ho became Chief at Patna and from 
1766 to 1709 was a Member of Council at Fort William. He 
had now made his fortune and returned to England. On 
November 26th, 1770, he took his seat in tho House of 
Commons as member for New Shoreham. Seven years later 
he was appointed to succeed Lord Pi got as Govornor of Fort 
St. George, where ho landed on February 8th, 1778. In 
the following October, Pondicherry capitulated to Sir Hector 
Munro, aud Rumbold was created a baronet on March 23rd, 
1779. On April 6th, 1780, he resignod his governorship and 
sailod for England. On his arrival, he was held responsible 
for Hyder's invasion of tho Carnatic aud dismissed the service 
of the Company by the directors. The parliamentary enquhy

which ensued proved abortive : and Ruinbold continued to sit 
in the IIouso and play tho part of a nabob until his death on 
November 11th, 1791. He was twice married, but left his 
estates to his children by his second wife, who was a daughter 
of Edmund Lhw, Bishop of Carlisle. His eldest son by hie 
first wife, William Richard (1 760-17*6), was Aide-de-camp to 
Sir Hector Munro at the siege of Pondioherry and carried 
home the despatches and the colours of tho fortress for pres- 
entation to the King. The secc-nd baronet, Sir Georgo 
Btrr.nian Ruinbold (1764-1807), was so named after his 
mother, Frances Berriman, who had married Thomas Rum- 
bold at Madras on June 22nd, 175*>. Slio died at Calcutta in 
childbirth, August 2*2nd, 1764, nged 26 Her parents James 
Berriman and Frances Aspinwall were married, at Fort St. 
George, October 9th, 1736. G. B. Rumbuld uas born at Fort 
William on August 17th, 1764, and while Minister Resident 
at Hamburg in 1&04, was seized by order of the French Gov- 
ernment and conveyed as a prisoner to the Temple in Paris. 
He died at Memel in 1807 Two of his cons joined the 
bunking house of Palmer & Co. and are buried at Hyderabad : 
George, the ketond, who is here commemorated, and William, 
the eldest, whonucceeded his father in the baronetcy and died 
in 1833. Ruinbold Kote in Chudrii rghaut still preserves their 
name. With the death of William, the link whicli had bound 
the family to India for more than a century was snapped. 
Sir William Rum' old, third baronet, was born on May 22nd, 
1787, and married at Castlo Islington on July 13th, 1809, 
Henri cita Elizabeth, daughter and co-heiress of Thomas 
Booth by. Lord Rainclift'e (No. 1584). Four of his t-ons 
succeeded to the baronetcy in turn : and the present baronet, 
Sir Horace Ruinbold, g.c.h., o.c.m.u., British Ambassador at 
Vienna, is his fifth son. 

Lieut. Johx Elmore of H.M.'s 72nd Hcgt. of Foot whose 
amiable qualities and distinguished virtues conciliated the 
esteem of all to whom he was known and whose death, which 
took place at Hyderabad on the 15th of Dec. 1823 in the 28th 
year of his age has left on the mind of his connexions and 
friends a deep and lasting impression of regret.

Trotters " History of India" 
gives the following account of its influence : — 

"The only cloud upon the later years (1820-2.1^ of t ho 
Marquess of Hastings' rule in India, was caused by the 
embarrassed state of the Nizam's affairs. The great; 
h.iukiiig liim of Palmer \- Co. had become a power at 
Hyderabad — a power which Sir Charles Metcalfe the 
.Resident (1820-25) pronounced f»o dangerous that Lord 
Hastings whs compelled to step in between the impover- 
ished Nizam and his creditors. The claims of tho former 
to a yearly tribute for the Northern Circars wero wiped 
out for over by the payment of a large sum down, most of 
which went to extinguish the loans due to the English 
bankers. A year afterwards tho house of Palmer & Co. 
stopped payment. On tho (lOVd'aor-Gcncral's return to 
England in 182-1, the Court of Proprietors passed a vote 
of virtual censure upon him for his conduct in the affairs 
of Palmer & Co. which was only softened by his acquittal 
of any corrupt intent. It was not until his death in 1827 
that the India House mado him snmo amends by voting 
i*2<>,000 to his son."

This monument contains the remains of William Palmer, who 
died on 20th Nov. 1807 in his 87th year. Ho had been a 
resident of Hyderabad for, nearly 70 years, whero ho was 
prominently known, and hia memory requires no record. Rut 
he desires anxiously that tho goodness of Hester Palmer, his 
wife, towards him, who survived him, should bo known by 
this record drawn up on his deathbed. She was his comfort 
for tho L'lBt 20 years of his li fe, which was involved generally 
in distress and difficulties. Her strong 1 mind and good sonso 
supported himself during his sickness, and contributed to 
prolong his life, and her private means were employed to 
maintain him in easo and comfort when ho was pennilesa, as 
indeed they were subsequently to educate some of his grand- 
children whom she has loved, though not connected by blood 
with them, as if they were her own, and which she continues 
to do. May the blessing of Almighty and Most Merciful 
God be with her and her grandchildren and us all ! 

" King" Palmer, son of Gen. Win. Palmer, founded the great

by lending it 2 J lacs a mouth for two years, the security being 
au assignment on tho land revenuo oi' the dominions and the 
rate of interest 1R per cent. This was agreed to by tho Primp 
Minister Ohandu Lull and sanctioned by tho Marquis of 
Hastings, then Governor-General. Three years later Sir W. 
Rumbold joined tho firm, which in 18 l J0 advanced a loan of 
00 lacs to Ohandu Lall. In 18 10 Mr. Palmer, thou the only 
surviving partner, formulated an exhaustive memorandum of 
reforms in the Hyderabad ad'iiinistration, which testifies to 
his abilities as a statesman as well as a tinancior. Evil days 
eventually overlook him and at tho time of his death 
pecuniary difficulties obscured the horizon. His daughter 
Mary by a previous marriage became tho wile, on August 
'25th, 1831, of Meadows Taylor, the distinguished writer of 
Anglo Indian Novels, who died in ISTO.

James Achillea Kirkpatrick, born August 28th, 1764, was 
tliH second son of Captain James Kirkpatrick of the Madras 



were married at Madras, March 1 4th, 1762, and the 
mother died January 27th, 1766, aged 22. There is a tablet 
to her memory on tho oast wall of Bombay Cathedral. 
James Achilles, who was educated at Eton, entered the 
Madras Army, October 18th, 1780. He was invalided 
home within ten years, but returned in time to serve iu 
the second Mysore campaign. In 1793 he commanded 
Vi'/ionagrum, and from there was appointed Persian Trans- 
lator with tho force serving under the Nizam. The death 
of Lieutenant William Stewart promoted him to bo Assistant 
to his younger brother William, Resident at Hyderabad. 
Early in 1797 William was compellod to proceed to the Cape 
for his health, and James Achilles became Resident. He 
hold the iK>st for nine years and in that time negotiated 
three important treaties ; by the most important of which a 
British subsidiary force was to replaco Raymond's French 
contingent. Kirkpatrick was an extraordinary instance of an 
orientalised Englishman. His most fumous feat was his 
marriage in 1800 to Khair-un-nissa Begum, granddaughter 
of Akil-ud-Dowlah, Huxey or Paymaster to the Hritish Sub- 
sidiary Force. This exploit was made the subject of calum- 
nious r^poitB to Calcutta by Kirkputrick's enemies, and 
Lord Wellesley had a searching enquiry held, the result of 
which was to completely exonerate Kirkpatrick from blame. 
Two children were born to him, and these two wells eommo- 
morato their births. Catherine Aurora Kirkpatrick, tho 
daughter, married Captain James Winsloe Phillipps of the 
7th Hussars, and died March 2nd, 1889, at the villa Sorrento 
Torquay. She is the " Kitty Kirkpatrick" of Carlyle's 
Reminiscences and necording to some the Blumine of his 
Sartor Reaurtus. ( / ide articles in the Nineteenth Century for 
September 1802 by Goorgo Strachey and in Blackwood's 
41 Magazine" for July 189o by Sir Edward Strachey.) Her 
brother William George died young, leaving a widow and 
three daughters. Gunnery's portrait of tho two children in 
Eastern dress is now at Torquay in Mr. Paul Phillipps' 
house. It was formerly kept in the Bang Mahal or Zenana 
at the back of the Chudderghaut Residency, which Kirk- 
patrick built for his Indian princess. This building fell 
into disrepair and was finally pulled down by Sir George 
Yule's in tho sixties. Tho old Residency gardener can 
however recall it (1901), and in Sir Salar Jung's Art Gallery 
is what appears to be a picture of the place. In the same 
collection is a portrait of James Achilles. His vernacular 
name was Hushmat. Jung " the Magnificent in Battle," a 
title given him by the Nizam; and outside the principal 
gate of the Residency is a small grain bazaar st$U known as 
Hushmat Ganj.
